I. The Institution shall cpnsist of a Patron, a Patroness, a Pre- 
sident ; Vice- Patrons, Vice- Patronesses, Vice-Presidents ; a 
Committee; a Treasurer, two Auditors, and a Secretary; 
Guardians, Members for Life, and Annual Members. 

II. Every Subscriber of One Guinea annually, or Collector of 
that sum yearly, by weekly or other subscriptions -Every 
Donor of Ten Guineas, or Collector of that sum from-friends ; 
—And every Executor paying a legacy of £50 — shall be a 
Member, and haw one vote at all elections of indigent pupils. 
Donors' of £50 shall be Guardians, and have five votes ; and 
Donors of £200 shall be entitled to four-and-twenty votes, 
or to have One indigent child in the Institution. 

There shall be an Annual General Meeting of the Members, 
on such day as the Committee may deem expedient ; when 
the proceedings of the past year, and the state of the accounts, 
shall be reported ; a Committee elected, and laws passed. 
Members shall be summoned by advertisement to this meet- 
ing ; and immediately afterwards, the Annual Report, and 
audited Accounts, with a list of the Members, stating the 
number of votes to which each is entitled, shall be published ;

There are three points of view in which the state of the Deaf, 
mute is to be regarded; and the first it, hidividually with reference 
to hb temporal happiness. It appears to me that one great object 
of nan's existence should be, as far as in v him lies, to Increase the 
turn of human happiness. A divine has said, that there am two 
hasps iajhis world; one of misery, and the other of happiness* 
and why should we not aim at dhnmiahing the hmp of misery, \ff 
segmenting the heap of happiness t The genuine phnunthrepmris 
ever eager to discover objects upon which to exercise faisbenevo* 
knee. A dam of sufferers, the Deaf and Dumb, who have been 

► long overlooked, especially in Ireland, am now brought out to. 
view— and surely our commiseration cannot be* withheld Anus 
them. They were once regarded sesreely as members of the great 
'common family of man, and as incapable of receiving the first da* ~ 
mcntaof knowledge. But this Society appears before the pubhc, 
notes a mem msoretkal Institution, or ss proposing s system which 
k yet to undergo experiment. It produces practical demonstnu 
tkm, and ocular and tangible evidence, that the Deaf and Dumb, 
am fully capable of receiving instruction ; and although an inlet 
of faith, perhaps the principal one, ('• for faith cometh by bearing,*'} 
has been dosed, yet they can stilt be instructed, under the- Divine 
blessing, in the knowledge of salvation, through the instrumentality 
of signs.' 

rfrst sddrcssed / mysefrto the subject of temporal bappuiass, and 
meant to apply it to the condition of the unfortunate objects of our 
compassion. I would ask, r- do they, in an mnimtond state, appear 
with the happy fight of conscious satisfaction, which is cotistsntfr 
shed on the visage of the blind? I may learlewly answer in the 
eegstive. The Deaf-mute is shut out from society : m some in- 
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•fences,, the feelingf of an affectionate relationship arc pctfeajt* 
scarcely entertained towards him ; he is thrown back upon his «M - 
resources ; and what . resources does he possess ? The wilderness 
without is only surpassed by the darker wilderness within. What 
then is the natural, result? Without intellectual sources of satis- 
faction, he proceeds in .the pursuit of happiness, "our being's end 
and aim,' ' and in that pursuit endeavours to attain his object- through 
the .medium of sensual gratification. . Under the violent impulse of 
strong passions, and unacquainted with any principle, c?y* which be 
could; curb their impetuosity, he only waits and wishes for an op- 
portunity to indulge them to the fullest extent. 'When, anxious to 
impart bis ideas to others, he finds his tongue chained, and a ver- 
dict of eternal silence pronounced against him, is it not likely that 
the ignorant and untutored Deaf-mute, has often burst forth in rage 
against the God w,ho made him,— if he were at all conscious of his 
existence ? He is smu out from all the enjoyments attached to 
civilized life ; the world is to him a mere blank; he is p£or in the 
midst of treasures; and a wretch in the centre of intellectual en>«» 
joyments. Let us look to ourselves, and see how many .there are, 
who derive a. large portion of their happiness from the stores of 
literature. From all such sources of gratification, the uneducated 
Deaf-mute is .excluded. * Again, we find that many a man, pos- 
sessed of ail his faculties, is. hurried hither and thither on . the cur* 
rent of society, as the breeze of passion prevails, and forces him on- 
ward.. And. if we, -with all our powers perfect, are so liable to 
i error, what must be the situation of the individual, who is deprived 
of two most important faculties, and is destitute of the springs of in- 
ternal satisfaction ? This Institution, however, has not only sue* 
ceeded in unfolding the capabilities of the minds, of the beings, who 
form the objects of its care, but also in teaching tbem to .look for 
mercy through the reconciliation of the. blood-stained cross. In- 
structed to look forward to the time, when the Deaf shall hear, and 
the Dumb shall sing, and to believe that not a sparrow falleth to 
the ground without , the Divine permission, bu't that all things are 
ordered by infinite wisdom, the Deaf- mute, his passions being 
allayed by a knowledge of the Redeemer, bows in resignation to 
the will of Him, by whose, overruling providence .all things work 
together for the good of his people. 

In the Sacred Volume, the Church of Christ has been compared 
to the human body, where every member is placed in its proper 
situation j and as each member receives strength, so it imparts 
strength to the frame: so should it be in the social system. Should 
one member feel pain, the whole body should grieve ; and 1 should a 
member rejoice, the body should rejoice also. • When, therefore, 
we find that some members of that system are deprived of those 
faculties which the Almighty has graciously conferred upon us, 
ought we not to shew our gratitude by certifying, as far as iu ua He^ 
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the disabilities under which, they labour? . Further i every indtti-* 
,dual, according to the rules of social order, is bound to* contribute 
his quota to the general happiness ; but do we find the vninrtnteted 
Deaf-mute capable of supplying a portion of exertion towards the 
public weal? No— on the contrary, . they have been generally 
found to detract, from the well-being of society, by proving, through 
,the want of instruction, its bane and curse. Why, therefore, should 
we allow the mine of wealth, which may be stored in the bosoms of 
this neglected class, to remain unexplored ?— Why should we allow . 
their minds to continue a moral desert, when, with some cultiva- 
tion, under the Divine blessing, the seeds of truth may be planted 
there ? Through • our culpable neglect, the seeds of error will 
spring up of themselves spontaneously, and bring forth a crop 
which may. terminate in their everlasting destruction. It is important 
to view their situation in reference to this world, and our own 
connexion with it. We musf, however, recollect, that we are. here 
but for. a day-— that we are mere pilgrims on the road to immortality; 
and that but a few suns and moons can set, before you and I, my 
Lord, and all the members of this vast assemblage, which I have the 
honour of addressing, must be numbered with the dead, and render 
up their account to the God that made them. . We must reflect, 
that we are but in the vestibule of existence— atAe opening of the, 
stream $ and that ere long we shall all launch upon .the broad and 
tremendous ocean of eternity. We < should prepare ourselves for 
this momentous voyage while the time is left us. Having the post- 
session of our hearing and speaking faculties, we should enquire of 
ourselves, how have «we. employed them? Has the faith of the 
, Gospel, as faith comes by hearing, visited us ? Or possessing the 
powers of speech, how have we employed that inestimable faculty ? 
It should be used in singing the praises of Jehovah, and through 
the medium of conversation, endeavouring to benefit our fellow 
men. . x 

The. terms of the Resolution which I have been called upon to 
second, now lead me to mention a fact related by Buffon, in his intro- 
duction, and extracted from the Memoirs of the Royal Academy 
at Paris, for. the year 1703, with a view to prove how great and 
total the darkness is, that pervades the mind of the Deaf-mute, with 
reference to eternal realities. It informs us, that an individual, 
who had been bom Deaf, and Dumb, was, at the age of twenty- four 
years, through the Divine mercy, blessed with a- restoration of 
the" Acuities of hearing and speech. This individual, deeply feel- 
ing bis deficiency, applied himself to the acquirement of, his verna- 
cular tongue, and succeeded in arriving at the power of conversing 
in it wU& a great degree of fluency. He was questioned by. the 
Doctors, of the Sorbonne, as to the state of his mind previous to 
gaining the use of his speech. . . He asserted positively, that he had 
4>et. ^slightest idea of the existence of a Deity ; that fee bad not 
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fcnown that he po s s essed an mimorta) seni; and that he had s» 
■wtimof the moral good or evil of men's actions Ho alto added, 
the* although he had fcsm rathe habit of attending places of Dt- 
vine wonUp. and of doing at ethers did; while there, he eeekl 
never discover what their object was, or why to many people wore 
collected together; that he had never known any thing of a future 
tUte^or of theresmrectioaef the bo^ Here then is a plain fact, 
in opposition "to which I will' relate another, whieh occunod at 
Claremont. One of the pupils was'asked by a lady, was he happy : 
the hoy's answer was, "Yes; I have Ood for my fcther, Christ 
lor my Sedesmesy end Heaven for- my inheritance: yes, I am 
happy." Could I produce a more decided proof than this, of the 
capability of the Ddef.mute to receive the knowledge of piviae 
salvation? and what a eontras* does it form to the situation of the 
person to whom IfirstalhidefJ! 

I must not forget one important object, to which I would call 
the attention of the assembly^ in whose presence I now stand. Hue 
Institution requires some substantial proofc of public favour; and 
it, asks at the hands of these, m whom Providence has placed the 
power, hearty and cordial oe-opesatien tier the fnrthsaanco of ita 
interests. It ieoka for the penonal exertions of its friends, and re* 
quires that they should go forth, and in every circle to whieh they 
have access, plead the cause of those wAosedoouence, though mute, 
k spee^enunently. powerful. Hie Institution also requires pecuniary 
assistance. Its Conductors, with prudent foresight, laid the foun- 
dation of an eetabkshment to meet the wants of Ireland ; and shall 
a Dublin auditory, now that the walls are reared of an establishment 
capable of accommodating twice or thrice the number at present 
within it, permit these efforts to prove inefficient, through the want 
of funds? If the situation of those poor children has softened the 
hearts of the auditory, I trust that their purso^elaaps will be melted 
also, and that the golden tide of Irish liberality will flow into the 
eoffets of the Institution. We see those whom God has prospered 
wife wealth, rolling in their carriages, their tables loaded with costly 
plate, and groaning under the choicest delicacies that riches can 
procure. But what sacrifices have we made in behalf of suffering 
humanity ? Hie true phikntbropist will take from Inmsejf, and 
give unto others who are in want ; and I trust that many will re- 
eetve, through the mind^Qumiaated countenance of the Deaf and 
Dumb, a luxury more gratifying than that of the table or the 
Banquet. ' 

One word more before I conclude: Have we received into our 
own souls the knowledge of the Gospel ? — Have we ourselves fled 
to the Redeemer? Free and full pardon is made known to us 
through his blood. Hie knowledge of bis salvation furnishes the 
most powerful motive to disinterested exertion in the cause of a& 
flirted man. If we embrace the truth ourselves, we shall be desk 
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ioub of imparting the same Ideating to our fellow creatures >ws 
atoll tejoice to be employed as humble instrument!, in the bands of 
the great Head of the church, in bringing the little ones into the 
IbU of Jesus ; and we , shall be cheered in pur exertions, by the 
consideration, that the period will arrive, when a world, which is 
now in a state of rebellion against the Sovereign of the universe, 
shall be brought back to its allegiance'— when the physical effects 
of the fall shall be repaired— -when the poor Deaf .mute, if a child 
of God, shall possess "a body made' like unto the gloriow* body 
of the Saviour," perfect in all its faculties, when "th» new earth" 
shall circle in the heavens, inhabited by "the friends of God;" 
and when an universal hallelujah to God and the Lamb, shall sound 
from pole -to pole, in which the Dumb shall join, and which the 
T >eaf shall hear — if the knowledge of Divine truth be imparted t* them, 
ere they qnu f^. ^ world. 'May God grant that we ourselves 
nay not be shut out from a ou— i+ the holy concert !

Difficulties overcome, 

^...,.01 institution, for tBe 

Education of Deaf and Dumb Children of the Poor, in 
Ireland, in presenting its, pupils before the pubHc, at thi* 
anniversary, beg leave to introduce their examination, by 
some generaL observations on the subject ; after which, 
they will enter on the detail of the proceedings of the past 
year. , 

This School was opened in May, 1816 ; and has, con- 
sequently, been eleven years in operation. During this 
time, the Committee have had difficulties, almost innu- 
merable, to contend with ; many of which they have, by 
the blessing of God upon their undertaking, gradually 
surmounted ; several; however, they ought to say, still 
remain, as obstacles to the full usefulness of the Iaatitu* 
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tioi) ; go that, though they have abundant cause of grati- 
tude, in acknowledging the manner, in which they have 
been enabled to improve the Institution, from year to 
year, in most of its departments ; yet they feel, that so. 
much still remains, to be done, both in perfecting what* 
they have commenced, and in adding what is still want- 
ing, that they cannot hold out to their successors . any 
prospect, but a continuation of those incessant exertions, 
which they themselves have found necessary, for thelu«: 
stitution's improvement and extension, and sometimes, 
even for its very existence. They must, however, con- 
gratulate their successors ih office, that all the material , 
difficulties in the management of the Institution have been, 
overcome ; while, at the same time, they impress upon 
the public of Dublin and of Ireland, that nothing of any 
oonsequence is now wanting, to make the School univer- 
sally beneficial to the Deaf and Dumb of Ireland, except 
Jbhds, adequate to the claims upon its benefits. 

In ordinary language, the objects of this Institution's 
bounty are denominated, in our English tongue, Deaf, 
and Dumb ; and die vulgar acceptation of the meaning 
of Dumbness, in their case, is, that a person so afflicted, 
is Dumb, like the beasts of the field ; but an examination, 
of the pupils of this School wilj convince every beholder 
of the contrary. The French language expresses their, 
condition 'with more propriety, by calling them DeefL, 
mutes. They are mute, because th4y are Deaf: they are: 
Dumb us to sounds to be articulated; only inconse- 
quence of their being without the power of hearing 
sound* or words uttered to be imitated. 

The number of pupils in the Institution has fluctuated,: 
for some years, between 50 and 45. Here then is pro-

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seated to. this assembly, annually, the noet uttotegtag 
8nd «£feeitng «{iectacle of nearly fifty human beings, de- 
prived of their Mouse of hearing by the immutable wiU of 
Him, " Who sorely do6th ail things well, though he givetb 
not account of any of his matters;" who yet, by thia In- 
stitution 'raid, mag be made capable, not merely of utter- 
ing inarticulate sounds of pleasure or of joy, but of speak- 
ing from the heart, and with intelligence, -both to their 
feUow-treattfres, and to Him, who is the author of their 
being, the language of words, intelligent and definite — 
of reading what he has ibeen pleased to communicate to 
mankind* as to his own character and will, and their state 
and destinies, by revelation— of understanding what their 
more favoured fellow creatures express, by writing or 
printing,— and of fixing their own thoughts and feelings, 
in mteBigiMe words upon paper,' for the perusal of their 
associates, or of even the remotest posterity. 

Since this Institution was commenced, about 100 pupils, 
have been admitted, who have come from nearly 60 dif- 
ferent parts of Ireland; from the north of Antrim, and 
from the south of Kerry ; from the centre of the city of * 
Dublin, and from the western wilds of Clare, Gal way, 
and Mayo. T)he number of candidates too, at present oil 
the list for admission, is nearly 50 ; and since the Insti- 
tution waa first commenced, the Committee have heard 
of about 150 more. If then the habitations of these latter 
300, be as widely scattered, as those of the erst hundred, 
mentioned above, the total number of places, in which, 
they are resident, must be about 180, and many of these 
are the retired villages and cottages of 4 peasantry* mote 
separated, insulated and scattered, over the face of ihe 
country, than in either, of the other divisions of these* 
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mree kingdoms. Hence it is evident, that the cheapest 
plan, ef educating the Deaf and Dumb of Ireland, wis\ 
be, by collecting them together, under a few competent 
iaitrftetera, iA one large establishment; And* though fu- 
tere ages may much improre the mode of their instruc* 
tie*, yet it is obviously futile, te expect, that it will ever 
bs rendered so simple, as to be capable of introduction 
into the cabins ef the poor, or the hamlets of the inhafc* 
iteata of our mouittaine and out begs, or even into the 
villages or smaller townee—where the common school- 
master is scarcely able to supper* himself by the scanty 
laymeete ef a multitude ef children who hear. 

This Institution is essentially a charitable one 9 ite 
whole adnoal income being derived from public bounty, 
either directed te4he general support of the School, or te 
that of some mdividaalpupU, about whom the contributor 
ie teore especially, interested. Most singular it is> that, 
while seme hundred thousand pounds are annually granted 
by Parliament* for the education ef the poor in Ireland, 
aad the support ef foundlings, soldiers' and sailors' ohiU 
area, and female orphans, &c, &c« &c. no assistance is 
ever granted to afl Institution, which combines the claims 
ef all ef here* Surely, if the hearing children of the poor 
leant assistance, their Deaf and Dumb -brothers and sla- 
ters have an mcompatehly stronger claim ;-*-if the male 
•r female orphan* of eaUors, or of the soldiery, or of the 
general rand or civic- population, have any right to Ge- 
vyimoaeut ssmport, tin misfortune of Deamess, being, su- 
peradded, should not deprive them of all aide It would 
beeasy te rat thi s p a ra l l e l along, through all the chad* 
tAle tfmf tfctetftmN& eiHMMftfaefM isk lielufld, widen Ye- 
c 
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ceive parliamentary grants, and to shew, that the Deaf and 
Dumb children of the poor have claims, paramount to any 
—nay, equal to them all combined: yet, because oar 
ancestors and ourselves, before the Union, neglected the 
care of our Deaf and Dumb fellow-countrymen, the pre- 
sent, anil all future generations of their fellows in misfor-*. 
tune, are rejected from the participation of publie bounty. 
This is to make past neglect a justification of its perpe- 
tuity, and to visit upon the posterity of others, the conse- 
quences of the sinful apathy of ourselves and of our an- 
cestry. Let us hope, that the force of these reasonings 
may, at some future time, have more weight than it haa 
had hitherto. 

It is singular, also, that while the Grand Juries of 
counties and cities, and parochial vestries, assess their 
respective jurisdictions in considerable sums, for the sup- 
port of houses of industry, and various other charitable 
objects, for the local benefit of their districts ; no prorj- 
■ion is ever made for the Deaf and Dumb,' who reside 
within their limits. If such a plan were universally' 
adopted, the Committee of Claremont School would un- 
dertake, to receive and educate all the Deaf and Dumb of 
Ireland, for a sum, that would be but little more than the 
actual cost of their food and elothing. We would, there- 
fore, earnestly appeal to all persons, who have influence 
and connexions, to endeavour to bring this matter before 
the proper authorities, in their respective counties and 
parishes. It is thus only that all the Deaf and Dumb of 
Ireland can be educated,*

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As to the probable number of tbe Deaf and Dumb of 
Ireland, the public in general seem to have no adequate

I have the pleasure of acknowledging the receipt of your 
obHging letter, communicating to me the honor done me, by the 
f^wiit*— > of the Deaf and Dumb Institution, by appointing 
. me one of its Vice- Patrons, for which I beg to return my best 
thanks. ' 

It is a very lamentable circumstance, that there should be so 
many *poor children throughout Ireland, afflicted with this deplo- 
rable calamity ; and that means should not exist, for conrenittk 
upon mem the benefits of an Institution, whereby their intellectual 
faculties are made available for their subsistence in this world, and 

', their eternal happiness in the neat. 

Hie Grand Juries of the different counties, throughout Ireland 
make annual presentments for the support of lunatics ; and in most 
counties, at least throughout Munster, sums are presented for the 
msintenance of houses of industry, wherein necessitous objects are 
clothed and fed. It appears to me, that' if a proposition was sub- 
mitted to the Grand Jury of each county, stating, that upon pay* 
ment of a certain fixed sum' annually, for each pupil, the "Institu- 

f tion at Claremont would afford instruction, food, lodging, and 
clothing, to the Deaf add Dumb children of the poor, the Greed 
Juries would authorise the Committees, who manage their 
respective houses of industry, to apply a certain portion of their 
funds to the maintenance of such objects. 

' Una proposition would come with the greater weight, and with, 
I think, strict propriety, through the Secretary of the Lord Lieu* 
tenant ; and, perhaps, by subsequent negotiation, -when the benefits 
of the Institution became thus more widely diffused, Government 
would countenance, an application to Parliament, for a grant - of 
the sum necessary for the purchase of Claremont. v 

' I am one of those who do not approve of annual grants of public 
money for charitable purposes; but holding the Institution in 
question to be one, which (likeXunatic Asylums) provides for one 
of the greatest infirmities of our nature ; and where peculiar treat, 
ment is indispensable, I do think, that every civilized Government 
Is bound to provide for its support, or at least to aid the designs off 
those, who lend their* aid in its maintenance and direction. 

I am one of the Committee for managing the Clare House off 
Industry ; and should I«be placed upon the Grand Jury of this 
county, at the next assizes, I shall feel it to be my duty to apply 
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conception* If, as is probable, la* sense prepfwtkmewtds, 
between them end the general population in th» Mnus. 
dom, which haft been ascertained by an actual Govern- 
ment census, or by parochial returns, in four of the United 
States — in Scotland — in Sweden — in the Swiss Cantott 
•f the pays de Vaud, &c &c there must be about one 
Deaf and Bomb person in every 1750 of the inhabitants) 
ajf JMwda which, in a population of at least 7,000*000, 
will give 4000, as the number of Deaf and Diimb,aetaaBw 
in exisjtence the present generation. An accurate cal- 
eulation will shew, that an Institution which would canv 
fain $5Q»and would dismiss 30 every five years, educated^ 
to be replaced by 50 new admissions, woold, m rktun s , 
jneetthe rising wants of our country's whole Deaf and 
Dumb population, though it would not, of course, nussv 
fgfce (he wants of the existing generation, increased by 
nanjncs hitherto. To expect this latter object, wesdd 
perhaps be hoping against possibility ; but surely it is ntlt 
tee much to hope, that some means may bo devised* to 
jQQet the claims of all, that may henceforth be horny

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Modes of admitting Pupils* 



under this most afflicting privation At all events, let us 
tot be weary in well-doing, for in due time we shall reap, 
if we faint not. 

The Committee wish here to explain, that there are 
various modes, in which pupils are admitted. Every half 
year there is an election, when the subscribers in general 
have a power of electing, from the body of the candidates, 
one or more children, according as the state of the funds, 
or the discharge of educated pupils, may justify the' Com- 
mittee in creating vacancies'. In tjik case, the pupffo 
friends, in most instances, pay nothing, (except, in a few 
cases, for his clothing) — the whole of his expenses 
being defrayed out of the funds derived from annual sub- 
scribers, casual donors, and charity sermons, &c. he. 
When the family, or other friends or neighbours of a Dew 
and Dumb child, come forward with an offer, either of an 
annual payment, or of one lump sum at first, to procure 
his admission, the power of selection vests in the Com- 
mittee, and not in the subscribers. Several pupils have 
been admitted in this way ; and the Committee wish the 
friends of Deaf and Dumb children to understand, dis- 
tinctly and universally, that they will weigh every such 
application carefully, and consider it on its own merits 
alone, whether the friends engage- to pay the whole, or 
only a .small part of the annual expense of the child, or 
offer to give at once a large equivalent for the entire ex- 
pense of his stay at School, or only a small portion of 
what he will cost the general funds of the Institution. 
Their wish is to do the greatest possible quantity of good, 
at ,the smallest cost; and therefore their decision to ac- 
cept or decline any offer, depends solely upon their deli- 
ct 
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berate consideration of the actual state or prospects of 
the Institution, as to funds : and as the school-room is 
capable of accommodating more than twice its present 
number of pupils, while as many are still applying in vain 
for admission, they would wish again to call public atten- 
tion to the fact, that every new pupil admitted diminishes 
the average cost of every previously resident pupil, be- 
cause the rent and head master's salary, &c. &c. do not in 
any measure increase, by such addition to the number of 
pupils ; and consequently, if the school-room and dormi- 
tories were filled to their fullest capacity, the whole ex- 
pense of the Institution would have to be divided by 100 
or 120 pupils, instead of by 45, as at present; whereas 
the additional expense of each pupil, above the present 
number, would be merely the arithmetical addition of 
the cost of his individual food and clothing, &c. with per- 
haps an additional assistant for every 15 or 20 new pupils. 
The apparatus, requisite for the instruction and manage- 
ment of 45, and for carrying on the Institution on its pre- 
sent scale, costs nearly as much, as it would for an estab- 
lishment twice or thrice as large. On every ground, 
therefore, of utility and economy, the Committee would 
urge upon the public, the importance and the duty of 
assisting them to extend the Institution, so as to meet the 
wants of the whole Deaf and Dumb population. 

Two contrary errors prevail in the public mind, as to 
the Deaf ;— the one is, that it is almost impossible to in- 
struct them ; . the other, that their Instructions requires 
nothing peculiar or difficult. Bdth errors are equally in- 
jurious to the cause of the Deaf and Dumb. The former 
arises from observing the notorious fact, that a Deaf 
child, placed in exactly the same favourable circumstances. 
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as bearing children, never learns as these, do. The 
latter, from overlooking the many slow, and ingenious, 
and laborious processes, to which it is necessary for their 
instructor to resort, in. order to bring them to that degree 
of attainment, which the children now before you pre- 
sent. 

Thus to a person, unacquainted with the art of instruct- 
ing the Deaf and Dumb, it appears almost like magic 
that they can be instructed. This arises partly from the 
prevalent idea, of the cause of Dumbness being a Want of 
a capacity to receive ideas, and adopt vocal signs for their 
utterance, and from the confusion in most persons minds, 
between Deaf-mutes and Dumb beasts ; but principally, 
from not considering, that, as it is by hearing its parents 
express in spoken words the names of objects, and their 
qualities and actions, which he sees; or the names of 
sensations and mental operations, which they and he 
equally feel, that a hearing child learns to associate the 
spoken word with its' correspondent idea, and. also to 
ntter the word with his mouth ; so it is possible to make 
a Deaf child associate similar ideas with the written or 
printed words, shewn to him by his teacher, in connexion 
with the same objects, qualities, actions, feelings, and 
conceptions. And as the hearing - child learns to pro- 
nounce the words, which his ear hears ; so it is possible 
to instruct a Deaf child in speaking, by making him ob- 
serve with his eyes the position of the different organs of 
speech, and the mechanism of articulation, by which hie 
teacher pronounces the different vowels, consonants, syl- 
lables, and words. _ 

There have been, It may be said, two methods or sys- 
tems of instructing the Deaf— one of them may be called 
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the English system, being that generally adopted in these 
kingdoms, and also in almost all the German Schools, This 
system makes use of signs as little as possible, and only in 
the first stages of instruction, and passes rapidly on to 
the use of words, rejecting signs almost altogether, after 
its few first steps, in order to compel the pupil to use our 
words and sentences,, to express their ideas on all occa- 
sions. The other may be called the French system, and 
is almost universally adopted in France, Spain, Italy, a 
few of tne Schools in the north of Europe, and in most of 
the American Schools. By it an attempt is made, to per- 
fect and methodize the language of signs, which is the 
natural language of the Deaf and Dumb, and to carry.it 
on collaterally with a metaphysical and analytic instruc- 
tion in verbal language. 

Teaching the children to speak, forms no essential part 
of either of these systems-; but is combined with their 
mental instruction, in almost all the British, Dutch, Prus- 
sian, Austrian, &c. Schools. The French Schools in 
general, and most of those, which have received teachers 
from Paris, disuse articulation: — not however from think- 
ing it useless, but from considering it only secondary* and 
being unwilling to give up the lime necessary for its ac- 
quisition. 

There might, perhaps, be said to be a third system, 
pursued in those Deaf and Dumb Schools, which have 
been formed by persons instructed in Pestalozzi's system 
of education; such as the Deaf and Dumb School at 
Yverdon, and more recently, the present IHrmiiigbasr 
School; but it is rather the application of Pestalozzi's 
principles to the education of the Deaf,, than another sys- 
tem. Jn fact, the only method, in which the Deaf and . 
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Dumb are, and always have been, instructed, is that of 
Pestalozzi ; and his plans are in truth, only an application 
to general education, of those principles on which alone 
the Deaf are or can be taught. 

The plan of instruction pursued in Claremont, is 
a combination of both the English and the French sys- 
tems — neither rejecting signs altogether, nor making the 
futile attempt to complete them Into a perfect natural 
language, neither making articulation indispensable, nor 
despising it wholly. 

As tp the signs, which are used in the instruction of 
the pupils, we, may classify them under four beads: — 

.1st. Alphabetical signs, or those signs for letters, which 
are adopted in the manual or finger alphabet. By means 
of these, every word used in conversing is literally spelled. 
In all the British, Schools, the common two-handed al- 
phabet is adopted, for the obvious reason, that the public 
in general already know it. In most of the Continental 
and American Schools, the Spanish finger alphabet is 
preferred, which is made indifferently with either the 
right hand alone, or the left hand alone ; and but for the 
above-mentioned reason, it would probably be preferable. 
Perhaps it would be right to teach the pupils both, as has 
been, in several instances, done in Claremont School. 

2d. The second series contains the greater number of 
signs, and consists of those which represent each a single 
word, containing hut one idea— such as the signs for man, 
cow, long,, flat, one, two, three, &c. &c. Words, either 
spoken, or written, are employed by us to express our ideas 
— hence the speaker or writer mu*t first be supplied with 
* stock of words, for that purpose ; — so with, the Deaf 
and Dumb : their minds are to be stored with words, and 
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a knowledge of their signification, by the representation; 
of objects, and by definitions by signs ; and these signs or * 
corresponding words are afterwards combined, and ttsed 
to express these ideas. Verbal signs, however, are 
sometimes arbitrary and indefinite, or contractions of sign- 
definition, and cannot alone be depended on. De L'£pee 
failed in instructing his pupils, in consequence of adopting 
arbitrary verbal signs, instead of first fixing the meaning 
of words, by pantomimic or gestural definition, and then, 
using these words. 

3d; The third series may be called comprehensive 
signs, or signs for compounded ideas. These relate ei- 
ther to words or sentences. If the idea contained in av 
word be complex, or require a long definition, such as die* 
word incomprehensible, &c. the teacher gives that defini- 
tion by signs, and, if necessary, adds' examples in illustra- 
tion. When the definition is understood, or the idee 
contained in the word comprehended by the pupil, the 
teacher adopts a single definite sign for that word* If the 
word relates te a sensible object, that object is described 
by gestures, and then a part of that description, or a 
single gesture, is employed to denote the word. 

The ideas contained in a sentence, in like manner, must 
be first explained to Deaf-mutes, by pantomime, before 
they can understand the arrangement of words, — which 
with us is artificial, and not always according to the na- 
tural order, in which ideas arise in the mind. . 

4th. The fourth series embraces what may be called 
grammatical signs. These must, of course, vary in every 
language, according as its declensions, conjugations, &oi 
&c, vary. 

The public ia general do not seem, at all sufficiently 
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aware of the claims of the Deaf and Dumb upon their 
sympathy ^ hut it is still more surprising, that > even the 
persons, who are anxious and active in promoting the causa 
of every Society, which has for its object the instruction 
of the poor, in letters or in industry — the diffusion of 
Sunday School and religious education or knowledge— 
the circulation of the Bible, or of books of piety— ot the 
preaching of the Gospel, and the conversion of the hea- 
then ; — often do not seem at all to consider, that the indi- 
gent Deaf can n<$ where receive any instruction, except 
in Institutions specially adapted to their tuition— that all 
ordinary week-day, or Sunday, or industrious Schools, 
are to them perfectly useless — that all tracts and books, 
and even the revealed Scriptures of God, are written as 
it were in a foreign tongue, not one word of which they 
understand; and that the Deaf and Dumb, though born 
and living in .a land called Christian, are in truth the 
veriest heathens in the world, for they have not even that 
imperfect traditionary knowledge, which floats upon the 
minds of Pagans, as scattered remnants of those grand 
truths, wliich were at one time diffused universally over 
the postdiluvian world, by direct or transmitted revela- 
tion, while as yet some knowledge of the true God, of his 
will, and of his requirements, was preserved uncorrupted 
by Noah and his immediate descendants. 

It is a fact that requires to be constantly kept in view, 
that each individual Deaf-mute is left solely to his own 
resources, and derives no information from the attain- 
ments, or knowledge, or discoveries, or revelations of 
previous ages. His world begins, as it were, when his 
ewn life begins, and the depositories of the bid world's 
knowledge, and the records of human discoveries, and the 
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conquests i of man s industry, and the treasuries of Divine 
revelation, are all alike bidden and useless as to him. His 
insulated history is his sole knowledge ; his random ob- 
servation alone forms his conception of experience ; his 
solitary reflections are his only wisdom. Need we won- 
der, then, that, in spite of all that self-called philosophers, 
and the vain disputers of this world, say about natural 
religion, and the powers of the human mind to discover 
all essential religious truths, independent of revelation, 
the Deaf and Dumb prove, that, without its records, man 
is utterly ignorant of even the simplest truths of this pre- 
tended natural religion. Wljen questioned after instruc- 
tion, as to their ideas before they were admitted to the 
School, they assert universally, that they were ignorant 
of the existence of any God above them ; unaware of their 
own. possession of a soul ; without any idea of a future 
state, after the death of the body ; and had no conception 
of any law and sanction as to right* or threatening and 
judgment as to wrong, except the. opinions and customs 
of their fellow-creatures. 

It is from such a state "that we call on you to rescue 
your Deaf and Dumb fellow-creatures and fellow-coun- 
trymen. 

In reporting the proceedings of the past year, the 
Committee have various matters, to bring before the Sub- 
scribers. 

They have exerted themselves continually in extending 
the publicity of the Institution, by the circulation of Re- 
ports, and Election Lists, and various Circulars; but 
have not had the same facilities as formerly, in conse- 
quence of the Post-Office having withdrawn the privilege 
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Vice-Patrons. — Honorary Members of Committee. $t 

of sending any printed paper or Report, exceeding twp 
sheets, free. As soon as they learned, that this regula- 
tion was adopted, the Committee sent a circular to .all 
the country subscribers, informing them of it, and request- 
ing them to excuse their inability to send them the Re- 
ports,' as heretofore, and to point out some friends in 
town, at whose houses their Reports should be left for 
them. 

I > The ntomes of the Earl of Roden ; Joseph Goff, Esq. * 
of Mountjoy-square ; and James Molony, Esq. of Kil- 
tanon, Tulla, County of Clare, bare been added to the 
list of Vice-Patrons. 
The Committee have recently adopted a resolution to 

h appoint a number of honorary members of Committee, in 
various parts of Ireland, with whom the Committee could 
keep up a constant correspondence, as to the objects of the 
Institution; through whom, also, they could circulate 
papers among the gentry in their neighbourhoods ; and 

\ who would act besides as local treasurers, to receive and 
transmit the "subscriptions of such contributors, as may 
reside near them : they will also, when in town, have the 
privilege of attending the meetings of Committee. None 
have been appointed, but such as either have already 
proved their interest about the Institution, by their exer- 
tions, or who, there is good reason to know, will contri- 
bute to promote its utility.

\ Patrick Pray was, in consequence, admitted on the 1st 
Jane, 1 827 : His expense from that to the 1st July, the 
usual ad'missio&'day, was paid by Lady Miltowir. 

John Collins, whose father lives in Dublin* was admittecF 
as a paying pupil, on the 1st July, 1826, at the rate of £15 
British a-year. Stephen Neason was admitted on the- 
same day, at the rate of £20 Irish a-year, being sent up* 
by 4he Cork Auxiliary Society. Samuel Magrath was 
admitted on the 1st Jan. 1827, at the rate of £14 for 
the first year, and £12 for each succeeding year. 

Eliza Connell was admitted on the 1st May; 1827, at 
the rate of £15- British a-year; and James Galna on 
the 1st June, 1827, at the rate of £15 a-year. The- 
Juvenile Association have also placed two new pupils m 
the Institution, viz. Henry Payne and Thomas Dixon, 
who were admitted on the 1st May, 1827. For each of 
these, they pay £20 Irish a-year. That interesting 
Auxiliary, therefore, has now been the means of placing 
five pupils in the School. 

A Branch of this Association was formed last year, 
a| Templeoran School ; and we would strongly recom- 
mend to the masters and conductors of all Schools for the 
children of the rich, to encourage the formation of such 
Associations among their pupils. If the same exertions 
to procure funds, were made by all the pupils of Schools 
for the rich throughout Ireland, that have been made by 
the Dublin Juvenile Association, all the Deaf and Dumb 
of Ireland might be educated at Gar em out, without any 
other source of income. 

The Committee would wish to take this opportunity 
of mentioning, that there are two ot three pupils now in 
the School, who have shewn singular talents for drawing, 
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and who jrould be a great acquisition to any person en- 
gaged in copper-plate or other engraving, ot more espe- 
cially in lithographic printing. 
Thtf following pupils have left the Institution— 
Michael (Tnke, who bad been received from the 
Foundling Hospital, was removed on the 3rd day of 
August, 1826.

. seated^ of rapid cownmptien, brought on by a' severe 
fev4r, which afiiqted several of the pupils. Their names 

- were Bridge* Ryna, who died on, the 3rd February, 
1827 ; and Catherine Smyth, who died on tfye 12th 
April, 1827. 

An active member of the Committee, having observed 
how much inconvenience and trouble was caused at 
• Ckremont, by not having any separate hospital-rooms, in 
which the sick pupils could be at once insulated, has un^ 
dertakeato coltoct subscriptions for the specific object 
of fitting up part of the out-offices for this purpose, 
and it is hoped, thai the requisite sum will seen-be col- 
lected* 

The Committee, last year, made an application to the 
Right Hon. Henry Goulburn, Ml P. late Secretary of 
State- for. Ireland, for his sanction to an application on 
their behalf, to Parliament, for a single grant of money, 
sufficient to purchase, up the rent of Claremont, pledging 
themselves, at the same time, never to ask for an annual 
grant. From that gentleman they met with the greatest 
kindnesa and attention ; and though he did ndt hold out 
any prospects- of sueeess, he was kind enough to take the 
documents and memorial, which they presented, to 
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Assistance from Lord Lieutenant* 4£ 

London with him, and lay them before the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. He, however, would not give his con- 
sent to any such application to Parliament, and of course 
all efforts in- this matter were laid aside. On his return 
to Ireland, however, Mr. Goulbnrn, when communicating 
to the Committee this disappointment of their hopes, was 
kind enough, as he understood that the Institution" was in 
the greatest difficulties, and even then actually threatened 
with ejectment, for non-payment of a year's rent, to ob- 
* tain His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant's consent to a 
donation to the Institution, of £200, out of the civil con- 
tingencies, to |>ay the rent for the year 1826. For the 
uniform kindness which they met from Mr. Goulburq, 
in every communication and interview that they had with 
him, the Committee would wish thus publicly to express 
their most sincere gratitude} now that their doing so can? , 
hot be' suspected of any motive, but a wish to gratify 
their own feelings, and to do an act of Justice to his per* 
sonal and public character. 

Having failed in this effort to purchase up the rent, the 
Committee ventured to make an application to the London 
Deaf and Dumb Asylum, for assistance in removing this 
annual burthen, and for paying off the debts which die 
Institution had incurred. That establishment, which waa 
commenced in 1792, has met with such unprecedented 
public support, that it has, for many years, had an annual 
income of from neat ten or eleven, to upwards of twelve 
thousand a-year, and having expended, in general, only 
about eight' or* nine thousand, has amassed a sum of 
between sixty and seventy thousands^ of stock in the

In 1824, the total expenditure on 49 pupils, including every part 
of the annual expense of the establishment, was only \275L 2s. 
Consequently, each pupil cost only 26/. 0*. 5d. British, and in this 
is included the clothing of all of them. Therefore, at the same rate, 
the number of pupils then in the London Institution, (say 220-r*ih. 
fact it was only 219) would have cost only 5724/1 11*. Sd. inclusive 
of the clothing of all ; whereas in the London Institution they cost* 
in different years. 8302/. 1*. 1)4— .78151. 6*. 6rf— 8200/. 11*. 5cL 
—8196/. 9*. lOd. or for each pupil, 38/. British, and a fraction — 
35/, 10*.— 37/. and a fraction — 37/. 10c/. besides aU the expense, 
of their clothing, which was defrayed by their families. 

But if 49 pupils, in the Irish Institution, cost only 261 0*. 5d. 
each, four and a half times as many pupils (220£) would not have 
cost four and a half times as much ; For the rent and salaries, print- 
ing, &c &c. and, in fact, almost all the general expenses of the appa- 
ratus of the establishment, would scarcely, if at all, increase by any 
addition of pupils. The whole expense of 220* pupils, would pro- 
bably, at the utmost, not be above 4500/. — that is, each additional 
pupil, above 49, in the 220, would cpst only about 15/, 
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baa beea mare than equal to thfedenisnda en Aim foe 
tdmissios.* 

Under these circumstances, the Committee thought, 
that if the destitution of the Irish Institution, and <ef 
die Deaf and Dumb of Ireland, yrere laid before the 
London CouHntuee, and by them brought before the sub- 
scribers to that Institution, at their annual meeting, or tat 
a special Meeting appointed for .the purpose, they* (the sub- 
acribera) *rould be likely to sanction a small giant out of 
ihekaarpku funds, either annual or funded, to refloue Ihd 
Irish School from its danger*, arid even enable it*to oMtend 
its benefits- This idea was in fact suggested to the Com- 
mittee hy Mr. Goulbum, who was himself a contributor 
to both Institutions, and tknew the circumstances of both*

to lay this matter before the London Committee, and to 
endeavour, through them, to bring it before the subscribers 
to the London Asylum. Various letters of introduction 
were^given to tbem, by Mr. Goulburn, the Archbishop of 
Dublin, Lord Ldrtoo, and many other persons of in- 
fluence and rank, who were subscribers to the Dublin 
School, or bad connexions in London, who subscribed 
to the London Asylum. .The Deputation called first on 
each member of the London Committee, and stated to* 
them, individuallyjand fully, the circumstances of the Irish 
Deaf and Dumb. They then had ah interview with the 
whole Committee, and presented to them a memorial, ac- 
companied by all the material information necessary for their 
consideration. The Irish Committee were fully aware, 
that the London Committee could not make a grant, 
without the sanction of their subscribers, at - a public 
meeting ; but they also fully expected, . that they would 
have consented, at least, to lay the case before them, and 
ask tneir advice. We have, however, much regret in stating, 
that the London Committee, after someMeliberation, de- 
termined not to bring the application before their subscri- 
bers, or to take any step whatever, public or private, for 
assisting the Irish School in its difficulties'. 

It would not become us, as the conductors of one Deaf 
and Dumb Asylum, to enter into a consideration of, the 
. reasons,- which influenced them in this determination; we 
shall, therefore, only say, that we feel convinced, that no- 
thing could have done more, to satisfy the subscribers 
to the London Asylum, as to Its immense revenue, and the 
excess of its income above its .expenses, and its enormous 
funded property, than seeing, that it was thereby enabled 
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to multiply manifold the good done; and to assist a sister In- 
stitution in its distress, and save it from difficulties which 
then in fact threatened its ruin. We much fear, that 
when these matters come to be publicly known to the 
contributors to the London Asylum, they will eventually, 
injure its funds, more than the subduction of the small. 
Bum, wtych this Committee sought,: in order to place the 
Irish National Institution firmly on its legs, would have, 
done to its annual revenue or funded property.* We 

* The London Asylum was founded in the autumn of 1792— 
consequently it has now existed nearly 35 yean. During that* . 
time, only 9W, it would appear, have been admitted, (see page »v.

It 
might, perhaps, be said, that there is a' rule, that " all Donatio** 
shall be placed in the public funds;" (Rule ziii. p. xxii.) but that 
this cannot apply of necessity to Life Subscriptions or LepaoUs, is 
obvious from the fact, that in the annual accounts, there appears 
always an item, " Investment of part of the Life Subscriptions and 
legacies f* whereas, if the rule applied to these, and was impera- 
tive, every penny thus received, .must have been invested— Besidea, 
there is no rule, obliging the money to be kept in the funds for 
ever.

For 
this sum they have to pay six per cent, interest. They 
also owe £100 British to the architect; and some small 
debts, to the amount of above £100 more. 

To relieve the Institution from these debts, and this 
annual burthen of interest; and also to enable it to pur- 
chase up the, rent,, which the bead, landlord is willing to 
sell at an equitable price, and thus relieve the Institution 
from an annual charge of £203 British— 4hey now anx- 
iously appeal to the public of Dublin, and of Ireland* 

Were the Institution relieved from all these burthens, 
both temporary and annual, it would not only have aa 
income from the ground, sufficient, as at present, to pay 
the head master's salary ; but would be able to apply all 
the annual saving of expense, in interest and rent, to the 
% direct support of new pupils, and thus multiply exceed* 
imjty the good done. 

The Committee have received various communications 
from British and Foreign Deaf and Dumb Schools, and 
many books; but this Report has extended to such length, 
that they think it better to defer any account of them at 
present. The printed Report, however, will contain a 
full account of all these matters, * 
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From the Genoese Deaf and Dumb School, the follow-

My dear Sir. 

By means cf the Rev. Patrick O'Leary, you will receive, toge- 
ther with our pupils' examination of 1825, a letter of mine to the 
celebrated Baron dc Zach, on a work printed in London, by one 
John. Pauncefort Arrowsmith, with whom you are no doubt ac- 
quainted. Should it be advantageous to the education of the British 
Deaf and Dumb, I should be very glad to see it printed in your 
kingdom. 

The examination of this year having taken place unexpectedly, 
in presence of our king, and the Duke of Modena, without any 
previous advertisement, no publication has been made. The latter 
sovereign intends to erect an Institution in Modena, where the 
number of these afflicted creatures is very great : his aim, together 
with their religious, moral and civil instruction, is said to be, to 
restrain the extension of such a disease, by preventing, as far as 
possible, the Deaf and Dumb's marriages. This counsel is de- 
rived (it is said) from a Modenese physician, who perhaps knows 
not the Mr. Gallaudet's, and Mr. Le Clerc's (a Deaf and Dumb 
himself) marriages with Deaf and Dumb ladies,* and their children's 
being endowed with both the faculties of hearing and speaking, 
and many other similar positive instances here, where the deficien- 
ties of the parents do not afflict their offspring. Hie Rev. Seve~ 
rino Fabriani, who by sickness has himself lost the use of speaking, 
will probably be nominated master in the new Institution ; and yon 
will find here joined a pamphlet he published, in order to call the 
public attention to the task of instructing these unhappy creatures. 

We have been these ten months much troubled for the issue of % 



♦ It is believed that this ja* mistake. 
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lawsuit the government had to sustain against our neighbouring 
house-keeper. He intended to erect a new building very near the 
building we inhabit. The government, landlord of this house, ap- 
pointed a President; Senator Noce, to judge the quarrel, and he 
decided against us, so that, when his opinion was asked, as he gave 
faith to an act, whose original has not been found; he destroyed the 
government's claims, derived from two instruments of 1606 and" 
1650, fixing the boundaries and measures of extension of this 
ground, where the place of the opposed new building was evidently 
included, and allowed them the power of perfecting their proposed 
building, to our great detriment. The government, sincerely anx- 
ious to put an end to lawsuits between charity»house» r (the neigh- 
bouring house being an orphanotrophy,) gave their consent to this 
opinion ; and, however-strange such an accommodation may seem, 
we should not trouble ourselves about it, were it not for the dangers 
to which it exposes the moral education of our pupils, it gives 
them a communication with strangers, which > may possibly be to 
ihem an injury. As to this, we put our hopes in Providence, and 
are sure He'will dispose the best in favour of morals and virtue. 

To counterbalance so great a disappointment, I have much plea- 
sure to inform you of the admission (yesterday) of two Pennese 
pupils, whom Her Majesty the duchess of Parma pays for; so 
our Institution acquires a new extension and a high patronage, 
besides that of our sovereign. ' . 

' We feel very grateful for your sending u» the Reports of the 
Claremont Institution ; yet the eighth of them is still wanting, and 
we earnestly pray you to send it. I would be, besides, very glad 
to get a copy of the " Observations on the Language of Signs, 
among the Deaf and Dumb, and the North American Indiana.

Qui a done eu la direction de rinstruction & de l'education des 
sourd-muets a Paris? Les Abbes De l'Epee,et Sicard, & son sue* 
cesseur, que je crois aire Mr. Perier.

and how far he had succeeded ; what his plans were ; that he had 
no intention whatever of engaging himself in the education of the

Enquiries of a similar kind, were then made at Birmingham, but 
ii was ascertained, that the late Mr* Thomas Braidwood, Jun. whose 
fabler had instructed Dr. Watson, had no assistant, that he could 
give up, and would not teach any one, without being well paid, and 
-without bis entering into an engagement, not to teaah any one else 
far some years. 

Attention was then directed to the Edinburgh School, but on 
enquiry, it was found, that its master, Mr. Robert Kimuburgh, 
Sen. had been instructed by Mr. Braidwood, Jun, and was bound 
in an engagement, not to communicate his knowledge to any one, 
for seven years, of which about two remained unexpired. 

Had the persons in Dublin, who were interested about the Deaf 
and Dumb, not been as much in earnest as they were, and deter, 
mined to succeed, whatever efforts or sacrifices it might cost, these 
unexpected discouragements and difficulties would h^ve been suffi- 
cient to have made them abandon the enterprise. 

Disappointed thus in all their applications to the existing British 
Schools, for teachers, which the Committee had conceived would be 
ihe least difficulty in their undertaking, having naturally supposed, 
mat to excite public interest, and get subscriptions, were the main 
obstacles, they found themselves obliged, (as they had not .money 
enough to enable them to send a master to the Continent to te 
taught, and were not then aware, that he would be instructed gratui- 
tously at Paris,) to employ two young men, who had been ushers, 
br educated in Lancasterian Schools, to take charge of the sixteen 
pupils* whom they had collected, as mentioned in the First Report. 
These young men, Mr. Charles Devine, and Mr. Frederick Mack, 
knew nothing of the mode of instruction of the Deaf : however, 
Dr. C. Orpen told them what he had been attempting, and the 
Committee procured as many books, on the subject of their educa- 
. tion, as they could. In this way, the School was kept alive for two 
years : the children learned a good deal, and money was accumu- 
lating during all that period. They again applied to the Edin- 
burgh roaster and Committee, to educate a gentleman whom they 
had selected. They consented; under the following regulations— 
" 1st. That Mr. Kinuipyrgb receive either 1502. British, down ; 
or, if that is inconvenient, 50?. a-year, for three years, as a remu- 
neration for his trouble. 2ndly. The Directors expect, that the 
Dublin Institution will be very much on their guard, in not coun- 
tenancing any plan, which might prove detrimental to the Edin-

Humphreys, by persons crossing the channel, from Scotland, for 
instruction in Dublin, and then commencing Schools in Scotland or 
Edinburgh!

and they wish it to be understood, that had the Institution em- 
braced teaching paupers, solely, nothing would have been de- 
manded." 

To this arrangement the Committee consented : they are not, 
however, now in any way bound to the Edinburgh teacher or In- 
stitution, nor they to them* 

By the Reports of the American Asylum, at Hartford, Connec- 
ticut, from which almost all the Schools in the United States have 
arisen, (except that at New York,) it appears, that the master, the 
Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, having been unable to get himself in- 
structed in England or Scotland, was obliged to go to Bans, where 
he was instructed gratuitously ; and one of Sicard's most celebrated 
pupils and assistants, Cfcrc, was given up to him, to aid him in 
America* 

The present master of the Birmingham Institution, was educated 
gratuitously, at the Dublin School. The Dublin Committee also 
offereiNo educate masters, gratuitously, for Liverpool, Manchester, 
Leeds, Huddersfield, Bath, Bristol, and Clifton, in which cities col- 
lections were made in 1822, by their master, Mr. Humphreys, an d two 
of his pupils, for building a new school -house for the Irish Institu- 
tion. One of the ushers, above mentioned, as having had at first 
the charge of the School, is now a private teacher of the Deaf; and 
one of the former matrons of the Institution, was instructed for a 
small remuneration, and is now a governess in a family, where there 
are three Deaf-mutes. ' / 

Some time since an application was made to the Dublin Institu- 
tion, to 'teach a master for a School about to be established at Ex. 
eter, but as the Institution was then in £reat difficulties, and much 
in debt, and as, in consequence of their funds not allowing them to 
employ a sufficient number of assistants, Mr. Humphreys's time 
was incessantly occupied, the Committee resolved not to direct him 
to undertake the task, and abstract so much of his time from his 
more immediate business, unless both he and ..the Institution were 
paid for the trouble and loss. Besides, the London Institution 
had fourteen or fifteen assistants, and abundance of wealth, and 
could therefore, without injury, give them a master, or teach one for 
them. Application was probably made elsewhere, as the Com* 
mittee have since had no communication from Exeter.

were under instruction ; and when they were earnestly applied to, 
to teach masters for intended new Institutions:—- nevertheless, if 
the Abbe were to visit the British isles, he would find, that, both as 
a nation and as individuals, more proofs are given by their inhabi- 
tants, of genuine Christian charity, that knows no limits, a hundred 
fold, than by any other nation under the sun. Hie conduct of a few 
individuals in any nation, If wrong, disgraces themselves, not charac- 
terises their country. As almost all the Deaf and- Dumb Scbooli 
on the Continent, are supported by government, their mastersiiever 
had any temptation to make a gain of their science ; and aAhey 
paid nothing for learning, they had no exeuse for demanding repay- 
ment for teaching. Besides, they are almost all ecclesiastics, 
holding some other appointments, and without families, to be 
provided for. The true character of the British nations is 
scarcely known on the Continent, except to a few individuals, who 
have travelled among them without prejudice. Scarcely any chari- 
table Institutions, in any nation on the Continent, are supported by 
individual bounty— all by compulsory (axes, paid to Government. 
There are probably one hundred charitable Institutions in England, 
of {he former class, for every one of the latter, in any continental 
nation.

- — ' — It is the anxious wish of your Committ ee i t is your 
own most earnest desire, that its usefulness should be -enlarged— 
that it should be able to receive under its protection a greater num- 
ber of the unfortunate children, for whose benefit you designed it. 
It wants nothing, they believe, to this end, but extended means; 

•and, to obtain these, nothing more; perhaps, than that its design 
and its wants should be known. Your Committee would there- 

•fore again most solicitously press upon your attention, as heretofore 
they have ventured to do, that you should afford to the Institution 
this further aid of your individual exertions, in making known its 
Objects and its wants. It must never be forgotten, in proposing an 
Institution of this nature, as an object to considerate benevolence, 
that the work, which it aims to accomplish, is one, not of ordinary 
humanity : that what it offers, and trusts to bestow, is not the re- 
lief of physical, but— a more solemn charity — of spiritual wants. 
In these Schools, it may be said, that on the deep natural night, in 
which, through their unhappy bereavement, the minds of the Deaf 
and Dumb are shut up, reason dawns. And when it is further 
remembered, that, by these Institutions alone, can we hope to con- 
vey to a whole class of our fellow-creatures, any knowledge of the 
Scriptures of truth, or any sense of religious and moral obligation,* 



* On this subject, the Committee cannot speak more strongly, 
than in the words of one of Mr. Woodbridge's communications to 
them. He says,— 

But aside from the necessity of making this (religion) apart of 
education, on its own account, we found it of essential and immediate 
advantage in the government and instruction c< our pupils. *Rie 
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in such a cause, k is surely not too much to expect, from a Chris- 
tian public, the most decided and liberal support." 



knowledge of God was the great instrument of mosel discipline and 
restraint in the school, and we found it more efficient, than any other 
we could employ.

" No instance has been known, in which a Deaf and fJumb s pe*- 
sen had any conception 'ofa Supreme Being, or was found ton&a- 
,gw? a Creator of tee world, without instxuction.--Sucn i&vftfe tftri- 
accountofthe mstrnctors^h^tfce <£reneh, Italian, aiid Ante!- 
-can Schools. In the many instances, whien I nave had Wa 'Oppor- 
tfctrity of observing, or halve heard described— there Htfesfeo. dls&fct 
rcodception of -right aifd wrong. It is certain, tnat ^«he grossest 
tarhnesliave been committed by the uneducated l)eaf J s»d Dumb, 
^without any idea of their guilt, as they have stated, when their 
•minds have been enlightened. Even the assidudUB efforts o£rHettthr 
"Have failed, in most of the cases, with which I have been fettniHar, 
'to $ive distinct conceptions of ' the Almighty. A most intelligent • 
young lady, who had been much in the world, and at a mature age 
became a. pupil in the American Asyhim,-x»bserved, that her 4xiende 
had taken great pains to give her some idea of Qod, but all that 
she had been able to imagine was, that this name belonged 4o a 
'number of strong men, living above the sky, who printed* the Bible 
and sent it to us. The idea, that the world must have had a Cre- 
ator, never occurred to her, nor to any other of several intelligent 
oupils of similar age, and with equal advantages for acquiring ideas 
W religious truth.

They will no£ 
however, disguise, that the existing state of the Institution, at the 
particular period alluded to, seemed to render these superior quah- 
fean'ons, peculiarly necessary, in the master, whom they should ap-

a It did appear to your Committee, on a full and impartial con- 
"•Aeration of the subject, that the system, upon which the Institfr* 
tjan had previously been conducted, was, in many respects, mate* 
natty defective ; and that they should be conferring the most im- 
portant benefits/ not only on the pupils more immediately com* 
nutted to their care, but also on the Deaf and Dumb generally, 
throughout Hie kingdom, by introducing into your Asylum a mede 
of instruction, similar to that pursued with so much success on the 
European and American Continents. They could not but enter- 
tain an opinion, that the science of teaching the Deaf and Dumb; 
*s hitherto practised in this country, had been embarrassed with 
much needless difficulty, and that the progress of the pupils in usei. 
fol knowledge had been greatly retarded, by following the precepts 
°f art rather than attending to the dictates of nature. If it be true* 
at your Committee believe, that Nature herself has taught the Deaf

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and Dumb, slanguage of their own— the language of gesture and 
ertyitejldn«-ifiliuf be Hie medium of communication, which they 
spontaneously end universally employ with' each other and with 
those around them— and If this medium can-be rendered capable of 
conveying to their minds sound and correct ideas upon all points, 
in which it is needful for them to be instructed;— -it appears to 
follow, as an undeniable conclusion, that the most effectual and ex- 
peditious mode of imparting instruction to them, isHo cultivate and 
improve this their natural language j that this at least should be 
made the bona of instruction, and employed as the means of com* 
muaicating knowledge to them, before any systematic attempt be 
made to teach them the artificial combinations of words and sen- 
tences. In shorty it appears to your Committee, that the same 
course should be pursued, in the instruction of the Deaf and Dumb* 
as in teaching children their mother tongue, who have the. organs, 
of hearing and speech complete. They should - be taught things 
#C»t, and wards afterward* ; they should learn to thwk correctly, be- 
fore their memories are burdened with .the artificial txpntsums of 
JAomoht- Otherwise, if this process be inverted,* not only will the- 
J^nowledge they acquire, (if knowledge it may be called,) be purely 
mechanical, ' but, in the acquisition of it, they will have at once to 
cputmt with flue doubly dipculty of learning new ideas* and trans- 
lating the terms, in which these ideas are conveyed, from a language 
jsbieb they do not know, into pne which they do. It is upon .this 
principte, via. that of improving and methodising the natural lan- 
guage of signs— that the. celebrated Institutions of. Paris, Naples* 
.Genoa and Vienna, on the XJontinent of Europe; and those of 
JNfw York, Hartford and Philadelphia, in Korth America, have 
been conducted with so much success. And. . . nothing can more 
satisfactorily evince the superiority of the system, there adopted, 
over that usually employed in this country, than a comparison of 
the. progress* made by the pupils of the respective systems. Fork 
proof of this, your Committee need only refer to the Reports of the 
Institutions themselves. They are, however, further. confirmed 'in 
their opinion, by the representations of individuals, who bayo paid 
the closest attention to the subject, have themselves been instructors' 
of the Deaf and Dumb, and have personally inspected the principal 
I n sti tution s in t hi s a n d other .countries. -They Bright) appeal to the 
assurance of one individual, (Mr. Woodbridge,) who, after six years* 
experience in; the instruction of the Deaf and. DumK.teU* us, " that • 
he found^Wmself able to communicate, by the medium of natural 
signs, any knowledge, which he possessed, on, any subject, whether 
scientific, intellectual, or physical, as easily and ste rapidly without 
the use of words, as he could do in articulate language to persons 
equally ignorant."

loduenced by these ednsuierations, a. portion of your. Omuhittee, 
who had been demited to examine .into the actual etate of the Ae$- 
hue, subsequently to the visit of Mr. Woodbridgc, referred to in 
the lest Report, after mature delib e ration, adopted the following 
Resolutions:— . . , . \ 

1. That the Sub Committee coincide with Mr. Woodbridge in 
epinioa, that an alteration, in the system <o£ instruction, hitherto puf> 
sued in the Institution, is highly expedient. * 

2. That the Sub. Committee are of opinion, that the principle of 
a mere extended and definite use of the language of signs, as ex* 
plained and recommended by Mr. Woodbsidge, is worthy ofadojfc- 
tion, as the basis of Jhe system of instructiun, hereafter to be,pux- 
aw4 |n the Institution.

The aboye Besolutions received the sanction of the General 
Committee at its next meeting, and directions were given; to make 
inquiry for a master, who should be- qualified to conduct the Institu- 
tion upon the- principles above recommended. . 

Justat this juncture, your Committee learnt that the Committee 
of . the Institution for* the £ducatum of the Deaf and RunuVat 
Claremont, near Dublin, had been for some time engaged man 
mtjuiiy sinular to their own, under the irnpression,,thatvl^.- .Haa> 
phreya,.the highly valued <mrater-.ef their Institution,. : was about ,t& 
lave them. In that event, the; Dublin Committee had deterttuntfl

mittee felt no doubt that after spending a short time at Claremont, 
previously to the departure of Mr. Humphreys, be would be found 
fully qualified to undertake the superintendence of that flourishing 
Institution. His acquaintance with different languages, his skill 
in mathematical and natural science, and, above aU, bis long expe- 
rience in the instruction of youth, were 7 thought amply to counter- 
balance the temporary disadvantage of his deficiency in that parti- 
- eular branch of education. Mr. Humphreys having been prevailed 
upon, however, to retain his situation, Mr. du Paget was intra- 
' duced to the notice of your Committee, with the strongest recom- 
mendations, and testimonials of the most honourable natures, as well 
•from the Swiss Commune of which he was a native, and from^the 
venerable Pestalossi, as from several persons of the first considera- 
tion in Ireland, who bore the most decisive testimony to his private 
Virtues acd professional merit. 

Under these circumstances, your Committee felt, that they should 
•be fully .justified in placing Mr. du Pugetat the head of your In- 
stitution, and they accepted the obliging offer of the Dublin Com- 
mittee, to have him gratuitously initiated in the duties of his office, 
in the School under their care ; where, during a residence of less 
-than three months, he so confirmed the opinion, previously formed 
•of him, that Mr. Humphreys himself not only spoke in the highest 
terms of his abilities, but expressly acknowledged that he had him- 
self derived important benefit from his suggestions. 

Your Committee, however, did not expect that a transition from 
the course of instruction, .which had been for some time followed in 
'your Institution, to one in several respects materially different, 
would be effected without some temporary difficulties. Not to 
mention other reasons, which rendered it not wholly improbable, that 
'such difficulties might arise, they could not be ignorant that the 
-children themselves might naturally be expected for a while to. feel 
some reluctance to exchange modes and bibits, which, use -had ren- 
dered familiar, for others, which would appear difficult, for no other 
reason, but because they were new. They were prepared also to ex- 
pect some degree of unwillingness, on their part, to transfer t}ieir 
attention to an entire stranger, from an instructor, -to whom they 
<tiad been' so long and so deservedly attached, as they, were to Mr. 
Bingham, the under master. They will not deny that their antici- 
pations on this head were painfully realised. The collision between , 
different systems of instruction produced effects, unfavourable to 
the docility and prompt obedience of the pupils ; they became re- 
fractory, and even refused to receive the instructions of their new 
teacher, alleging (though, as the event- afterwards proved, not with 
pfcrfigct sincerity) that they could not understand them*

In this state -of things, the under master tendered his resignation 
to the Committee, which was accepted. And though, for a short 
tine after that event, symptoms of insubordiiiation continued to 
manifest themselves, the ferment gradually subsided^ the pupils 
became attentive to their instructor, and soon expressed « lively 
.intessst in the new lessons and mode of instruction, introduced 
among them. Your Committee, have much pleasure in adding* 
that tins Improvement has bean pro£ressive~order has been* for 
the most part, restored among the pupils ■■method introduced into 
the system of instruction— a new and more vigorous arrangement 
of time adopted, and, on the whole, your Committee have every 
reason to expect that, in a very short tune, not only the transient 
ffiffictftttes, %ith wnfcti they have had Do contend, will be entirely 
surmounted, but *feo the - ad r an e age a wlrichmey sought #K,ina 
change of system, will become more and more apparent. 

A temporary Assistant has been engaged : and it is the wish of 
your Committee to .procure at least one such Assistant, perma- 
nently, for fie instruction of the younger classes. 

Ifour Committee have thus stated, without reserve, the unplea- 
sant occurrences, which have for a while retarded the progress of 
the Institution during the, past year; and having thus discharged 
their dufy to the subscribers and to thfepubkc, they feel themselves 
at liberty, to claim a rec^rocal exercise of candour, on the part of 
their constituents. They trust, that no pr e ci p i t a te judgment will 
he formed, as to the tendency and ultimate effects: of the cha n g es , 
which have been introduced into the Asylum, and that no miscon- 
ceptions, founded on- an imperfect acquaintance with the real facts 
of the case, will be allowed to operate to the prejudice either of the 
Institution itself, or of those connected with it. 

In closing this subject, they deem it an act of justice to Mr. Du 
Paget, to bear witness to the patience and forbearance,' with which 
-ne has conducted himself, under cfreUinatancea peculiarly painful 
-and eihbarrasstBg ; and to the unrenuttmg^ttasntiOn, systematic ar- 
♦iangfement» sad inventive ingi mssty, attch he haseatfubfeed, during 
the short smriod, mutiny lull eppeotsmity hasbeen afforded him of 
fHrdaifcg Us powers in the Institntion. 

There is, however, another individual,* a member of their own 
|>ody, to whom, if your Committee failed to express their deep 
SWIte of obligation, 'they would be guilty of the most unpardonable 
Injustice and ingratitude. If delicacy to the feelings of that indivi- 
dual forbid their mentioning his name thus publicly, they are Tiot

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the less bound to acknowledge, that to4ke same humane interest in 
behalf of the Deaf and Dumb, which prompted his first benevolent 
exertions for the establishment of your Institution, they hare been 
Indebted, for the most important and efficient aid, under their recent 
difficulties. Nor can they sufficiently express their admiration of 
that disinterested Christian feeling, which has led him to devote his 
time, his labour, and his personal attendance at the Asylum, for so 
many weeks, with unwearied patience and paternal solicitude, to 
the good Of the Institution/' 



The Committee then mention the importance of the matter resi- 
ding in the Institution, in the following terms;— 

" Your Committee are more than ever convinced of the importance 
of giving effect to the last of your Fundamental Laws, which ex» 
pressly enacts, that the Head Master shall reside in the Asylum ; 
and for that purpose they are extremely anxious to provide a house 
for him, at the earliest possible period* Without living on the spot, 
it is clear, that he cannot maintain an efficient superintendence of 
the Institution, or make himself fully responsible for its welfare, 
Another important addition to their present buildings is contem- 
plated, in the erection of a large and more convenient school-room, 
accommodated expressly to the peculiar purposes of instruction in 
your Institution, leaving that now in use to be occupied as a sitting 
and play room for the boys, which, on many accounts, is much 
needed." 



His Grace the Duke of Devonshire is President — Joshua Schok- 
field, Esq. and Thomas Green Simcox, Esq. Auditors— William 
James, Esq. Secretary. All Members of the Institution, not resi- 
dent in Birmingham, and thirty others, (residents,) are Members 
of the Committee. There is also a Ladies' Committee of sixteen.

SUPPLEMENT TO THE REPORT. 



February 5, 1827- 

Thx Committee of this Institution, having learnt with regret, that 
rumours prejudicial to its character and interests have obtained ex- 
tensive circulation, think it their duty to lay before the Sub- 
scribers, and the Public at large, the following brief statement of 
(acts. 

The Annual Report, read at the last General Meeting, detailed 
the views, by which the Committee had been actuated in their en- 
quiries after a successor to Mr. Braidwood, and the grounds on 
wfcich thety were induced to fix their choice on Mr. Do Pugxt. 
The difficulties, which had occurred at- the Asylum, for some time 
• after his appointment, were also candidly stated, and at the same 
time, a confident hope was expressed, that those difficulties would 
not be of long continuance. . 

If the expectation then entertained by the Committee has not 
been realised, either as speedily or to as full an extent as they anti- 
cipated, they are at no loss to account for this partial disappoint* 
ment of their hopes. They will not disguise that an adequate cause 
may be- found, partly in the line of conduct pursued by themselves— 
partly in mat adopted by other members of the Institution, 

1. With regard to themselves — the Committee are fully per- 
suaded, that they exercised too much forbearance, not to say indul- 
gence, in the first instance, towards the refractory pupils. Their 
extreme disinclination, to the use of severe measures, induced them 
to pass by, or but slightly animadvert upon, several acts of insub- 
ordination, which occurred in the earlier stage of the proceedings. 
Hie consequence was such as might perhaps have been expected, 
llie children put a wrong construction upon the conduct of the 
Committee. Tney interpreted lenience into connivance; and en- 
couraged themselves in (he persuasion, that the authority of the 
Master was not supported by that of the Committee. 
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If it be asked, whence arose this disposition, on the part of the 
pupils, to oppose themselves to Mr. Du Puget? The Committee 
will here only reply, that wherever else the fault really lay, the 
fullest enquiries have convinced them, that it is not justly imputable 
to Mr. Du Puget himself. All that they have learnt, respecting his 
conduct in other situations— all that they have themselves observed, 
in his treatment of the children here— (and some of their members 
have had the fullest -opportunities of personal inspection,) entirely 
preclude the belief, that he alienated their affection, by any harshness 
in his measures or deportment. Equally erroneous is the supposi- 
tion, which' would resolve the difficulties, with which he has had to 
contend, into his ignorance of the method of instructing the Deaf 
and Dumb ; and the Committee deeply regret, that representations 
so unfounded in fact, and so detrimental to the character of their 
master, as well as to the Institution itself, should have been suffered 
Is gain credit, with any portion of the subscribers. 

1 From whatever cause, however, the disaffection of the children 
towards Mr. Du Puget originated, it was unfortunately strengthened 
kj the manifest indications, which, they witnessed, from time to time, 
of a decided predilection, on the part of some members of the Insti- 
tution, in favour of the late under master. These indications, con- 
curring with their own very natural attachment to one, who had so 
long been with them in that capacity, certainly had the effect (how- 
em contrary to the wishes and intentions of the individuals them- 
wires,) of leading the children to suppose that Mr. Du P. was re- 
gained with no very friendly feelings by some of the subscribers, 
and even by some members of the Committee itself. 
• Under the combined operation of the causes, which have" been 
mentioned, several of the pupils continued to indulge a refractory 
sod turbulent spirit, for some weeks after the .General Meeting. 
They not only refused to attend to their lessons during school hours, 
hot were very unruly and unmanageable at other times. They went 
oat of bounds — absented themselves for some hours together from 
the Asylum — broke different parts of the furniture of the school* 
room— some of the older children proceeded so fair, as openly to in- 
cite the others to rebellion, to treat even some members of the Com- 
mittee with manifest and studied disrespect, to insult the master, 
sod st last so far abuse his forbearance, and that of his assistant, 
st to strike them, and that repeatedly. 

Various means were used to repress these evils : some of the 
offenders were confined for a short time to the sick-room ; one or 
to, for a still shorter period, were kept in the passage leaning to 
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the cellar, others were put an bread! a^*w^^tw*£dafrs alfthe 
utmost ; ahd it was not till an ineffectual .trial had been taade, Hf . 
these milder modes of punishment* (bat the Committee had at ledfeth - 
recourse to one more severe^ ,:wMch a if applied at the commence* 
ment of the disturbances, to one or two of the most refractor^ , 
would, in aft .probability, have checked the evil on its first appear* 
Juice. x A i*few of the most incorrigible and daring -*xg*f^e?t 
flogged; and three of them, together with one- of Mhf.&fc who 
had for some time behaved- extremely ill, were dismissed* the 
School, t . . - ^ . 

The Committee beg it may be distinctly understood, that *K the 
punishments, which have bpen here enujnerat^ wtee niitioH^ 
either by individual members of their body, Acting 'as visitors,' or* by 
an express vote, passed at their collective meetings. t< The nee of the

Such a 
system never, yet has been, nor ever; will be, acted upon by . the 
Committee ; it being their firm and decidedconvktion, that, .thobgrt 
It may occasionally prove necessary* (as the experience of other simi- 
lar Institutions testifies,) v to\ retort U) corporeal chastisement, in. 
Schools for the Deaf and ]Din£b, as well us m tho*e for other chil- 
flrej^ yet the general system should unquestionably be one of nuld- 
pgss ind forbearance. The Committee cannot but express their 
. extreme surprise and regret^ that certain unauthorised representa-

DEAF AND DUMB ASYLUM. 
TO TBK EDITOR Ot JBWM BIMMJNOHJi^ GAZETtM. ' 

Monday, \&h Dec. 18*9. 

Sib, 

As I find, that the affair* of the "Birmingham A*ybm far tkt 
Dm/ and Duma*' have been made matters of public discussion, I 
trust, that you will allow me to do thai justice to the character of 
Mr. Du Puget, which a long acquaintance with him enables me to 
do, with more certainty and effect, than perhaps any one else in this 
country ; and* as I had a principal ■hare In reconmMnding hhn to 
the Committee, I feel it due to him, and a pleasure to myself* to 
place him before the subscribers at large, in the same tight in 
which I originally introduced htm to the conductors of the Insti- 
tution. 

. In the years 1817 and 1818, 1 was on the Continent, and spent 
some time with the noble-minded PestaJosai, theaat the bead of hit 
celebrated Institution, for general education, at Yverdop. There 
I heard Mr. Louis Du Puget, who had formerly been for many 
years a pupil, and afterwards a master, under that, venerable foes*, 
der of a new and rational system of education, much spoken of and. 
commended, both as to moral character and mental acquirements, 
and a thorough acquaintance with the peculiar views and principle* 
of his master, as to education. He was at that time conducting s 
school in the south of France, and had already been highly spoken 
of, in La Mair's work on the application of Peatsjosri's principles 
to grammar, and also in a work by Boniface, another of JPesteJasti't 
pupils, then resident in Paris. 
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Oo my return to Ireland, I found that my friends, Lord Via* 
count De Vesci and John Synge, Eaq. who had also spent some 
tlmeal Yverdon, were endeavouring to introduce FettalonFs sys- 
tem of education into Ireland, by founding, on his Lordahip*t es- 
tate, an institution for the education of the upper classes. After 
some correspondence between me and Mr. Du Puget, be was in- 
duced to resign his situation, and become one of the masters of 
this new establishment. During the time that he continued con* 
. seeled with it, he was a most efficient, successful, and conscientious 
master, and the governors, who consisted of the gentlemen before- 
mentioned, and myself, and some others, vis. James Digges La 
Touche, Esq. Rev. Robert Daly, Rev. James Dunn, Rear Admi- 
ral Oliver, Mr. Sergeant Lefroy, and one or two others, were uni- 

| fermly satisfied with his conduct, and with the progress of his pu- 
pils, in the branches committed to his care. He is perfect master 
of French and German, is well acquainted with Latin, and gene- 
rally with Greek ; is acquainted, in the most extensive manner, 
with every branch of arithmetic and algebra, and has made the - 
U^best attainments in the most difficult branches of mathematics. 
He speedily- acquired a knowledge of the English' language; and 

I was also able to apply Pestaloszi's peculiar views to ail the different 
departments of instruction^ that fell to his share. He had also him- 
self been trained in gymnastic exercises, and was able, if required, 
to teach that most important branch of physical education. He ' 
&* indefatigable industry, and a power of application and labour, 
of which few) persons, educated id the common way, in our highest, 
schools and colleges, are capable ; and he was so regular and punc- 

I tual; that a gentleman, who had the best opportunities of judging, 

► Abbc^'Trayer, Esq. the head master of one of Lord De Vesci's 
tchools, above-mentioned, in a- testimonial which he gave of hrm^ 
uid, that "if he had a good watch, it would be difficult to way, which 
tcouligo most regularly, the machine or its owner,** 
. Last year, my friend, Mr. Humphreys, the head master of the 
"National Institution for the Deaf and Dumb of Ireland," was 
thinking of resigning his situation, and 'retiring again to private 
life. Among the whole circle of* my acquaintance, I did not mink 
there was a single person, so fit for the situation, as 2u>. Du Puget $ 
^accordingly, though it was a branch of education, to * which I 
knew he had never paid any attention, I suggested to him an ap- 
plication to our Committee, to 'succeed Mr. Humphreys.. Out of 
all the candidates for the situation, the Committee selected only 
two, and from these two they would have elected Mr. Du Puget, 
to place him at the head of their Institution, but that they s«c- 

' K 2 ■ v - 
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©ceded in inducing Mr. Humphreys to whWrtw Iris resignation* 
before the period of the election came oft. 

Hie testimonials which Mr. Du Puget then produced, from aH 
the indrriduals above-named, as well as from the municipality ©f 
Yverdon, and from several gentlemen, whom I have not named, 
were of the strongest kind, and all testified to the vnrioul acquire* 
menCa and capabilities, which I have above enumerated, as well as 
to private worth, personal morality, strict integrity, and a steady 
and progressive growth in religious principle and reeling, in prac- 
tical piety and spnitixal^miDdedness. I have now known him 
eight years, personally and intimately, and can testify the same, 
and could say more, than 1 think it necessary to express at present* 
I should not have omitted to mention his attainments in philosophy 
and general grammar, and of course, in all the usual branches of a 
liberal education. 

Knowing that the Birmingham Committee had, through one of 
their members, applied to Mr. Humphreys, to undertake the charge 
of their School, if he left our's, (which, however, he declined, as it 
was not his intention, if he left us, to engage again in any similar 
undertaking,) it immediately occurred to me, that Mr. Du Pag* 
would exactly suit their wants ; and I accordingly wrote about 
him to my friend, Doctor De Lys, and sent over all the befbre- 
mentioned testimonials, which had induced our Cotaoattee to de- 
termine, almost unanimously, to elect him* These recommends" 
tians, which were so strong, that, after requesting a 'personal inter- 
view with him, the Committee, 1 believe unanimously, chose him, 
are still, I suppose, in their possession, and will, I am convinced, 
satisfy any one, who examines them, that the subscribers to the In- 
stitution have in him got a most valuable servant. The Dublin 
Committee, and myself, and Mr. Humphreys? were anxious to 
render him a service, as well as to assist the Birmingham Cote* 
mittee, under its temporary difficulty, from the deprivation of » 
master, and to pay a special compliment to Alexander Blair, Esq. 
and to Dr. De Lys, whose example, in setting on foot the latter 
Institution, in 1814, it was, which tint suggested to me those ef- 
forts, in the cause of the Deaf and Dumb of Ireland, who had been 
previously totally neglected, which, in 1816, succeeded in founding 
our present flourishing national establishment; and accertf7ttgfy> 
they and Mr. Humphreys offered to instruct bhn ffratutfowfyt 
winch they would not have done with any other person or school, 
I befceve, for Mr. ^umphreys's education had cost them 8 consi- 
derable siim, and the devotion of his time to the tuition of another, 
neeestarily abstracted a large portion of his leisure and attention, 
from the immediate objects of hie office. 
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Mr. Du Paget spent about three months in the Irretftuticte, with 
Mr* fa. and i eatt testify to the indefatigable attention* which he 
gm to this novel branch, of education, every material part of wbieh 
he soon became master of, as far as one can, before being actually 
engaged in the ccmdwct of a school j and Mr. Hutnpfarey* would 
join me in saying, that he derived many new lights and most haw 
portent hints from Mr. Da P. aeto several parte of the rnstructioft 
of the Deaf and Dumb, to which his intimate acquaintance with* 
Festalozzi's views, and bis- long experience in general education, 
enabled him to bring new aids and new principles* They are at 
present engaged conjointly in preparing for publication, a complete 
and uniform system of education, and series of lessons, for Hie 
Deaf and Dumb, a work which has never yet been effected, or hw 
arei undertaken, in these kingdoms. Each has taken those porta 
for which his peculiar talents and acquirements fit him, and the re- 
salt, I know, will be the greatest service ever rendered, in the Eng- 
lish language, to the Deaf and Dumb, 

Mr. Du Puget was very anxious to stay somewhat longer with 
Mr. H. at Claremont, and be and I did what we could to induce- 
the Birmingham Committee to extend the time of his sojourn here; 
but the wants of mat Institution, and their arrangements, made 
this inadmissible. I know, however, of but one thing, in which 
he was deficient, vix. a facility of using gestural signs, This can 
eary be acquired by degrees, in the actual practice of instruction. 
It is the least important qualification, however, in my opinion, and- 
I trust, that the subscribers to the Birmingham- Asylum wiHbeKe^e 
me, when I say, that I am convinced, that in Mr. Du Puget they' 
hate got a master, who will prove inferior to no one in Great 
Britain, if given time and fair play. That I am competent to form 
a opinion, they will allow, as 1 have visited almost all the Deaf* 
and Dumb Schools in fee south of Europe, and correspond also 
regularly with almost all those in the north of Europe, and m 
America, and have colleoted almost every work, that baa ever been 
published, on the subject of their education. I Crust, alio, that they 
will beheye, that I, who have, for these eleven years, been labour* 
iog gratuitously, and with no selfish object whatever, to rescue my 
uafortunate deaf-mute fellow- creatures, and fellow^countrymen> 
from their melancholy state of destitution and misery, would never- 
hare been so anxious to place the Deaf and Dumb of my country,, 
or of England, under the care of Mr. Du Puget, had I not been 1 
intimately convinced, that in mental, moral and religious clwreeter, 
ia literary, scientific, and practical acquirements, in domestic eaeV 
social habits, he was eminently calculated to be a blessing to mem. 
Sooner would I leave them in ignorance* than be accessary to en* J 
treating them to the <^ of any man, whom I did net think tat* 
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qnatifiad, and wbo would not M naturally care" for their temporal, 
and eternal well-being, aa I know my excellent Swiss friend does, 
I hare seen him in prosperity, still labouring in his duties ; I have 
seen him under the severe disappointment of all his prospects in 
coming to Ireland— (by the unfortunate failure of my noble friend 
Lord De VescTs admirable plan for benefitting the upper classes, 
from causes over which we had no contsoul)— - still labouring un- 
discouraged, and still trusting in God, and growing in the grace 
' and knowledge of our Lord and Saviour, Jesus Christ. 

As I understand that aome persons have inconsiderately blamed 
Mr. Du Puget, because he found it necessary to use corporal pun- 
ishment, with some insurgent and refractory pupil s — unde r the sanc- 
tion qftil* Committee, be it observed j I think it but justice to him 
to state, that during bis residence at Claremont, he was both liked 
and obeyed by the pupils ; and further, that during the many years, 
that he was employed as master, at the Abbeyleix Institution, I 
never heard of any complaint being made against him for' severity-. 
On the contrary, I do not remember a single instance, in which 
any fruit was found with him in this respect, or indeed in any 
other, either by my fellow- visiters, who had the controul of the 
establishment, by the head- master, to whom its local management 
was committed, or by any of tfee pupils. 

Further, I must say, that it is a great mistake to think, that the . 
Deaf and Dumb should never be subjected to bodily chastisement, 
like other children. Our master, Mr. Humphreys, who has a pe- 
culiar talent for managing children, and has also had many fa- 
vourable circumstances, to assist him in his management, has some* 
times been obliged to inflict severe punishments, and the Visiting, 
members also have sometimes found themselves compelled to 
direct him to use the rod. The experience of every Deaf 
and Dumb School, as well as of every common School, confirms . 
this. . 

As a stranger in a foreign land, and a Switzer, far from his 
country— proverbially beloved— Mr. Du Puget met with the utmost 
kindness in Ireland, from those whose names I have quoted, and 
from many others ; because they thought, as I do, that he deserved 
t^eir esteem and love, as a man, a friend, and a fellow. Christian. 
As such I commend him, now that he is doubly a foreigner, having 
left his newly-acquired Irish, friends, to the subscribers of the Hb- 
mmgham Asylum, wishing to them and him a joint blessing in thek 
efforts to' benefit the objects of their and my common interest—- the 
Deaf and Dumb; praying them also to remember, tha} " He. who 
$id oH things well," and who- was the only missionary, mat the Deaf 
and Dumb ever had-— who, by one volition of his supremacy,, 
opened their ears to bis own gracious accents, and unloosed thek 
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tongue in his praise, and endued their mind with l a ng uage, and 
tbdr spirit with faith— left us an example, that we should rbUow 
sis steps, not in the path of miracle, but of nwrey. .

SERMON. 

ISAIAH XXXV. V 6. - 

« Tfaft the eve* xf ike bknd shall be opened, and the ears \>f 
. the deaf shall be unstopped: them shall the lame man leap 
as an Sort, dud the tongue tf tke Dumb shall ting? 9 

Tarn contemplation of the wonders which hiunrfn thirty devises- 
and human ingenuity executes, for the relief trf our nQteted fellow- 
creatures, lead* the mind, as it were irresistibly, to the miracles 
which, while upon earth, the. Loan Jnsus Christ wrought upon 
the bodies ef men, and to the still greater spiritual prodigies, which 
he now performs from heaven upon the soul. And from dwelling 
upon the individual and partial restoration of spiritual pn^era^by 
the Gospel, and the grace of Christ,, in the course of tfwa scjnji A 
trial, we are carried on to the full recovery and universal enjoy* 
ment of those privileges, at its close, when " the Son of man shall 
come in the clouds of heaven* with power and great gWSi^^t© 
judge the world in righteousness,' *f and " to reward, evejr£jafem 
according to his workV'f We are enraptured by the prospect: 
we indulge in the meditations which naturally spring from it and 
our soukr imbibe a more salutary indifference to the things of time 
Snd sense — a livelier relish for religious exercises, and the concerns 
of eternity— a more earnest desire for the friendship and service of 
God, the giver of such blessed £ifb— and a more ebrdial self- 
denying anxiety to abound in labours of love, towards our poorer 
brethren; for whom Christ died->-and especially; in those works' of 
compassion, by which we tread in His steps, and bear, according, 
to the measure of human infirmity, a conformity, a kindred resem-- 
blance, to his example. ' 

The text is eminently calculated to produce this profitable asso- 
ciation of ideas, and to draw forth spiritual, from the description

These interesting and impressive images, of distress relieved and 
< bestowed, form a striking branch of one of those sublime 
iccies, \VhicK usually relate, in the first instance, to the lupine? 
g external effects of the Messiah's coming, and in, their more 
remote, but more complete ? fulfilment, to tlie internal prevalence 
of his Gospel and his power. Jn agreement with many other pro- 
phecies of Isaiah, tjiey may, in their chief and most important sense, 
be considered ft$ delineating^ under sensible figures, the removal of 
those m&i-td defects and incapacities; and cl that spiritual impotence, 
which detain men in then- natural death of trespasses and sins, and 
keep them far away from God and heaven* ^ ' 

The. primary literal fulfilment of these pWdfietfone Is exactly re. 
corded, and pointedly alluded to, by ^ur blessed^ ^etd, when, in 
the eleventh chapter of St Matthew, he answers the question of the 
(Bsj^'trai^tted throtgh^^' ^pl^; f'Jk* -thtou-:He wifieh 
should comej or do .we look ft>r aasoth^r?'* Jndg0 ye'^fwe may 
conceive him to have replied)- whether I exhibit the diatfn^shing 
marts, the characteristic; credentials, witfcb your, prophets iiavfe ted 
you to expect, in « Him which- should come.'' : Ai&eiigst other 
signa, " the blind receive their eight— the lame walk— the deaf 
tor." 9 

Absolutely to remove these disJtoesaing defect* in the organs of 
sense and of action— <when commencing from the birth— was the 
exclusive property of Omnipotence^ and marked the Divinity of 
the blessed Author. But, though it does not please God (feus 
ndracvjUnuly to interfere ha his . ordinary providence, he has thought 
fit to bless the charitable efforts of this and simitar Institutions, to 
a degree which considerably obviates two,of the prominent evils 
alluded $o in the text, and cannot but -excite our admiration, our 
gratitude, and our earnest desire , to take our share in this .work "of 
mercy. Here, may we say^-as to mftch of the practical benefit to 
he derived from the providential gjjfai of hearing and speakmg— 
" the ears of the -deaf are uristpppjkl~-the tongues of the' dumb- do

— * We will, from henceforth, make a profitable use of oar own 
privileges, and secure, if it may be, similar blessings, with satisfac- 
tory hope of their t^ing rightly exercised, to those whom .God 
perhaps exhibits to us— -4bus deprived and destitute— to try our 
love to himself, and to his children !" 

I. We consider the deplorable state of these objects, while unre- 
lieved. 

The human frame, which was produced by the last effort in the 
great work of material creation, seems to hav$ been its consumma- 
tion— -the most exquisite specimen, as to external things, Sf creative 
goodness and wisdom, which it has pleased God to afford to us. 
Every member, every faculty, has been admirably adapted to sus- 
tain and assist its fellow members and faculties ; and aU have been 
so skilfully adjusted and compacted together, as to form in union a 
fabric the best suited which we can conceive, according to our scale 
of being, to every purpose'of exertion and enjoyment. «* We are 
fearfully and wonderfully made :" "in the book" of the' All-per- 
fect Maker " were all our members written,"* planned, and re- 
corded. But the very consequence of this nice adjustment must 
be, that the derangement, the defect, or the failure of any part- 
especially an important part— affects the whole machine, and ren- 
ders it proportionally incapable of fulfilling its functions, and 
ministering to the happiness of the whole creature. " When one 
member suffers, ail the members suffer with it."f The mind also 
—the animating presiding* principle of this, wonderful machine*-- 
the spirit, which* as Job tells us, was « the inspiration of the 
Almighty,"*, is itself so closely connected with its earthly taber- 
nacle, -as to sympathise with it in all its considerable losses and 
privations. «

Defective sources of ideas in the Beef and Dumb. 1$I 



Both the -families of ideas in thfe mind, (whether of sensation or 
of reflexion,) and, therefore, all the objects of exercise, and all the 
sources of pleasure for its faculties, come, primarily at least, through 
tie medium of the bodily organs. The effect, therefore, upon the 
mind, of a total failure, in any one of those organs, is, perhaps, 
more readily conceived than described ; and the -existence of this 
failure, from the birth, cannot but greatly aggravate the evil. Not 
only is all present and future access to ideas, (so far as the defective 
organs are concerned,) denied, but no opportunity has; been ever 
previously given, to collect matter of reflection, through these chan- 
nels, or to make provision for the approaching deficiency. Net 
only is all power of gathering a harvest for the year, and all hope 
of future crops, cut off, but there is no store-house of hoarded 
stock — no resource from past supplies. The mind may be com- 
pared to the chamber of an artisan, fitted up with extensive com- 
partments, for the different materials, of which v his work is to be 
composed, and for the various implements, by which it is to be 
named. If one or two of these compartments be irremediably 
empty, how lame and defective will be his' work, if it can be ex- 
ecuted aft all ! Perhaps oftentimes it will utterly tail : and, at the 
best, how little satisfactory to himself! how worthless and despised 
_ by others! 

Such is the mind of the Deaf -and Dumb from his birth, while un- 
relieved by skill and care— -so destitute, so degraded, so deprived of 
s large measure of its best instruments of ability— of its most hope* 
ful channels of rational pleasure. Observe, further, a few of the 
prominent particulars of this privation. 

A desire of knowledge, an anxiety of information, seems to he 
an inherent principle in our nature, and the gratification of it one 
chief avenue to satisfaction and delight. Such is the strength of its 
attraction, that it afforded the ground-work for the earliest, the 
fatal temptation to our first parent. But in its right use, a 1 ami- 
able curiosity is gladly to be cultivated, rather than condemned. 
We are told, by the wise king, that " the heart of (urn that hath un- 
derstanding, seeheth knowledge"* Even the poor man's child, in 
bis narrow sphere, has many objects of knowledge, in which he wall 
hike interest; the family history— the family employments — the 
concerns and the state of friendly neighbours— all suffice, in their

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degree, to occupy his thoughts, m>t. disagreeably, to feed the mind 
With food convenient for it, and to prevent that aching void, winch 
is often more distressing than positive uneasiness. But all these 
avenues to pleasurable knowledge, are in great. measure closed to 
the Deaf and Dumb. He seems doomed, almost wfeoUy, to hope- 
less ignorance. He can neither make enquiries, nor receive an- 
swers. Incapable, of hearing, so as to imitate, he can never acquire 
Slanguage. 1 Tie fetter of the ear chains the tongue* And to all the 
benefits of social intercourse, he is little less a stranger. "Hie sees, 
\at times, vivacity, and every sign of animated enjoyment, in .the 
countenance and gestures of those around him*— but, to him, it is all 



life, with all its chequered vicissitudes, is to him hut anvni- 
jform, cheerless, dreary blank. He is never more solitary, than 
'when in company. The suggestions of friendly counsel*, .the 
,aoothing voice of the comforter, and the, no less salutary, admoni- 
tions of the reprover, never reach his soul* He .cannot give vent 
to the effusions of affection, or pour forth the tribute of gratitude. 
.He seems, as It were, given up by nature, -to the benumbing in- 
fluence of necessary selfishness. — Yet again, in the next place, tucfc- 
jfmdence is generally out of bis reach. Rarely can he be taught the 
necessity of working at a trade, to get his own living ; with great 
difficulty can he acquire the power. Vigour of body, and strength 
of mind, seem, in his case, often thrown away-— without an en- 
. lightened will to prompt, or an instructed mind to .guide. The 
ablest-bodied crew can do little to wards conducting a vessel through 
a difficult voyage, while the pilot, at the helm, is equally without 
r fhe chart of experience, and the compass of forethought. 

Thus, therefore, while singularly destitute of every attractive 
qualification—of all the means of exciting interest, and conciliating 
'regard, in <he breasts of those, with whom he has the nearest and 
the closest intercourse, he is, at the same thne v , placed in the most 
"peculiar degree of dependance upon them. Generally useless^ and 
'often wearisome, he is, too frequently, at once the plague and Bur- 
den of the family. ' 

- To complete the measure of iris woes, " the ever springing well 
"Of 'living waters"*^ the source of comfort, life, and joy, under any 
"other trial rfrid privation— is to him a «* sealed fountain." The 
•Bible-spreads in vein its treasures before his eyes. They are out of 
'his grasp— beyond his conception, 'fhe holy precepts of the law, 
^ the' glad trdihgsof the Gospel, are equally unknown, equally taste-

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less t'ohrtn. The proclamation of rinfoffetven, of a crucified Ha. 
viour, and a -reconciled Father, "that sound which is gone through 
all the earth, even unto the end of the' world,"* passes him by. 
Amidst its pealmg echoes, its awakening summons, Its touching 
apjpeal& he stands insensible, unmoved. " The sword of the 
Spirit, which is the word of God/'f cannot pierce the barrier of his 
ear, or penetrate to his* imprisoned soul. The customary channels, 
at least, by whieli he would hear of his God, are cut off, and 
we usually fiiid him without prayer; without "God ' in the 

Such, then, is the 1 woe, which lids Institution professes to relieve 
— such its urgent claims upon our regard. The very incapacity of 
its distressed objects, to press these claims in person, pleads with 8 
mule,* but irresistible eloquence, in their behalf. 

IX Wer enquire, then; tin the seacpdpfa**, w^at prospect of suc- 
eestdees m Institutie* Wat ftrfer and wfca* degree of relief W 
we^bope4a*flTord? 

let exfserienne reply to these questions, ; Xo*ng prawoOT rcecttod 
from their state of mental impateney, elejraftad iVom ft condition* 
little superior to that of the animal creation, to the rank of intellec- 
tual beings, and sent forth qualified for usefulness -and happiness, 
form no despicable first-fruits of the attempt, no • inconsiderable 
earnest of future blessing. The relief could not, of course, be ex* 
pected to amount to a perfect cure. He, ajpoe, who laid on the 
affliction, could remove it, by his special interposition. And the 
degree of recovery cannot bat vary, according to the different cir- 
cumstances of original situation, and in proportion to different na* 
tural capacities. 

But all are returned to their families, in great measure, mentally 
—and, (as far as .God has. seen fit to bless the instruction they have 
received,) spiritually, "new creatures"^- capable and desirous of 
exercising tjieir new faculties of thought, reading, writing, and 
communication of ideas, for their own support, and for the benefit 
and- gratification of their friends. They are returned capable^ and,

ing consciousness of guilts without subsequent remorse— without 
apprehension of the future. * f 
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we humbly, trust, desirous of redeeming the time, involuntarily, lost 
fo religious knowledge and improvement— ready to prize, above all 
learning, the knowledge of the Word of God, and to delight in 
celebrating, above all utterance, His praises, to the utmost extent 
,of their unproved faculties. 

Imagine to yourselves, the inmates-of a cottage, rushing forth to 
welcome the returning brother or sister— catching, with admiration 
and transport, the first sounds, however uncouth, which, burst from 
his hitherto closed lips, or the intelligent signs which, perhaps, 
better supply their place ; and watching, with no less delight and 
gratitude, toe innumerable intimations of new understanding, new 
affections, and new powers, which beam in his eyes, and transpire 
in his conduct. Hear the parents exclaiming» with feelings little 
less lively than those of the father in the parable, " It is meet that 
we should rejoice, for this thy brother was dead, and is alive again 
—was lost, and is found." 

Imagine, lastly, the youth himself exulting, like another of bis 
age, at his return to his home— but with tea-fbM rapture, at find- 
ing it a far different home from what he left it A hast of new 
ideas has entered into his mind, and clothed each familiar scene 
and object, with an interest beyond their own. The plough, the 
loom, the flocks and herds, to him have a -new value*— 

" Tne common sun, the air, the skies,' 
To him are opening Paradise.*' 

The endearments of kindred and friendship, have almost the charms 
of novelty to him, and what was little more than brute instinct, is 
now enlivened ana spiritualized into warm and rational affection. 
Imagine him, above all, entering the house of God, in which his 
fathers worshipped, to offer, for the first time, there, a reasonable 
service— to join, with heart, at least, in that form of sound words, 
which was, heretofore, " foolishness" to him, and to imbibe, with 
keenest relish, at least some drops* of that precious doctrine, as it 
falls from the lips of the minister, at which he might once have 
stared with vacant gaze, or scoffed with idiot laughter. Imagine 
his newly raised .affections, kindled by the views of his Saviour's 
love, and by bis own sense of special mercy. Imagine them poured 
forth in fervent prayer for grace, in determined vows of devoted 
service and obedience, in heartfelt participation of the blessed 
Eucharist, and last, though not least, in his only, but his best, and

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surely valuable, tribute of thankful- ackiiowledgment~-in earnest 
petitions for his benefactors — for the instruments of God's mercy 
towards himself — for the supporters of these Institutions, 

Contemplate, my brethren, fellow-beings thus relieved, thus 
blessed by your means— thus employed for you; contemplate 
almost as many more, preparing to tread in their steps, to rival 
their improvement, and to emulate their gratitude. Contemplate 
this scene, and these prospects, and refuse, if you can, to persevere 
in your support—refuse, if you can, to throw in your mite to a 
treasury, which so thoroughly repays its contributors, in gratifica- 
tion of feeling, and .abundant thanksgivings—" full -measure shaken 
together— pressed down, and running over.'* •■ 

But its repayment may be still more ample, and worth more to 
fee contributors, than silver and gold can ever produce. With this 
crowning consideration I conclude. 

Let the pitiable sight of so many, to whom the organs of hearing 
and of speech have, as yet, been useless, move us all to examine 
our own consciences, and consider whether those organs, so fully 
and bountifully bestowed upon Ws, have not been often more than 
Melees— even unprofitably arid injuriously employed. If we have 
ever listened with complacency to what we should, as Christians*' 
have rejected with abhorrence— if we have ever heard with con* 
tempt, or even indifference, the inestimable tidings of salvation 
through Christ — if our tongue has ever been, in the language of 

James,-* " an unruly evil ;" if it. has' ever abounded in idle 
words, for every one of which, the Scripture tells us, we must 
Hgr*e4ecount*'f-*-if our consciences condemn us in all, or in auy 
of these charges, oh ! let this sight lead us to the deepest humilia- 
tion and repentance— for we have had the talents, which they bed 
eat, and abused or neglected them. And had they been blessed 
with our endowments, they might have u«ed them to greater ad- 
vantage, and made them, long age, as much the instruments of 
Chaste glory, as we have, perhaps, often made them the instru- 
ments of our own shame. 

Again. Let the delightful picture of the Deaf, who can now 
understand, and the Dumb, who can now express their: feelings, 
apply still further to our own case. If they so turn their recovered,

ShaU we not consider whether we have not been, perhaps, aa 
dumb men in our pMjfent Heartless- prayer is -a* an inarticulate, 
sound, in respect of Him whom we address. It never reaches the 
throne of grace, God is deaf to it. . « His ear is heavy* thee He 
cannot hear/* $ " Ye ask, and receive not, because y* **k> 
amiss. "§ 

If any of you— of those, especially, who have; been habitually 
attendant upon public worsh ip— a m indulging in any. one <known 
wilful sin, or aie conscious that you are living to yourselves, -and to* 
the world, and not unto God, be assured, mat your supasscatfcoua' 
have been* as yet* inaudible— your lip* no better then- inuteybeeore- 
your God* Pray then again— but in a 1 new way. Pray -like St. 
tfaul, of whom, though*he had, no douut, prayed, to outwani ap- 
pearance, for many years, in the Synagogue, with most evident 
assiduity, yet it is not said, till after kit co nv e rs ion, "Beheld* he 
prayeuV'|j Pray even— as, we- trust, the young freemen, (if I 
may so speak,) of these Institution, pmy— with all the elacrity and 
zeal of newly acquired liberty of thought, and enlargement of 
mind. Pray in earnest, as if eternity depended upon your prayers. 
Pray for pardon— for light— for grace-^for power to believe and.

JUtwuV-lhe conceiving, judging, and reasoningnower, - 
of a human being. 

Joy— That agreeable sensation of the mind, which, 
arises from the possession or expectation of something 
pleasing, valuable, or good. 

From the Report, we extract the following passages 

To one who considers the present condition of man, in connexion 
with the moral duties enjoined by the Divine law, it will appear, 
that there is not a single duty, even in its moat minute ramifica- 
tions, but what finds, in the various circumstances of human Ufe, 
an ample scope for its operation. This remark apphes peculiarly 
to the benevolent virtues, Into whatever varieties of form these 
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virtues may be subdivided* the wants end imperfections of some 
of our feUow-creetureS) open a wide field for the operation of 
each. 

Use necessities of the poor call for the exercise of liberality in 
almsgiving. Ignorance, with its attendant evils, renders it neces- 
sary to endeavour to communicate instruction. The strong ten- 
dency to sin, which exists in our fallen nature, affords the opportu- 
nity for wisdom to suggest her defences against temptation. The 
manifold afflictions of human life incite us to pity, and assist our 
suffering brethren. And the imperfect perceptive powers^ with 
which the all- wise Disposer has seen it meet, that some of the hu- 
man race should come into the world, open an interesting field for 
benevolence and art combined, to alleviate or remove the evils, ari- 
sing from these imperfections. 

That it is the duty of all who have the means, to assist in reme- 
dying such evils, is admitted universally. Nay, it cannot be 
doubted, that to afford scope for the exercise of the benevolent vir- 
tues, is one of the moral purposes, which the Almighty intended 
these distresses to accomplish ; and therefore, the judicious employ- 
ment of measures for their alleviation, is concurring with the gra- 
cious designs of Heaven, in rendering these physical evils condu- 
cive to moral good* 

Tnere is hardly any other defect to which man is subject, more 
deplorable in its influence on the immortal spirit, or more com- 
pletely beyond the power of individual benevolence to remedy, and 
which, therefore, has. a stronger claim to the united charity of the 
benevolent, than that for which it is the object of The Society fir 
ike Education of Deaf and. Dumb Children, to provide a remedy. 
There may be, and no doubt there are, cases of more deplorable 
defect, in as far as mere bodify wants are concerned; but when we 
have a regard to the mind, that high intellectual principle, which 
raises us above mere animal existence, and qualifies us for knowing 
and serving our Maker, we must admit that, unless in those to 
whom reason has been altogether denied, there is no incapacity so 
deplorable, as that of those who are born Deaf and Dumb* 

To education we owe that interesting and extensive portion of 
our knowledge, which relates to intellectual and moral subjects; 
and, indeed, almost every part of it, except what is immediately 
suggested by our senses* But education cannot be carried on, 
otherwise than by the mutual communication of thought. And 
from the extremely defective means which the Deaf enjoy, of com- 
prehending the thoughts of others, or conveying to others their 
own, they are almost shut out from the benefits of education, and 
can obtain very little of that information, which is possessed by the 
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restef maiAxad, and even that litttV they aco^ire vaguely and itoX 
peslectly. .- . . - 

Hie extreme difficulty of conveying to them knowledge— ^xw 
cepting-by those wbo'tove been regularly trained to tkte very in- 
geuibWs -ert^renders it hardly possible rbr them to- acquire age** 
quale conceptions, even of the plain obligations of religious and' 
moral duty; and puts it altogether out of their power -to eompre.' 
hefad the Mes se d doctrines of the Gospel, which alone can make 
wise trn to -salvation. Previous-*© their acquiring the knowledge of 
language, which they -can hardly 'acquire, excepting in- eueh an In- 2 
sthutkm as ours; the Deaf -unquestionably occupy the lowest -stage 
of intellectual existence. After" they have acquired ft, they are 
eievatedi-as 4t were, -into a higher scale of being. Their' Intellect, 
formerly almost wholly inactive, is quickened and' excited. New 
views are continually opened up, of which they were -fbrmerty -alto- 
gether unsusceptible ; and, by fixe gradual accessions of impmrve^ 
meat winch they receive, they soon come tu equal, in understaacKn^ 
and in acquirements, the generalkjrof other men. 

If, then, we set a juat value on that reason, which raises t& 
the high rank we enjoy among the creatures of God $\ and estimate 
tffoperly the inrportance of- thai knowledge, which fits as for fitting' 
properly our different stations in civil society ; and above all,- if we* 
prize? as -we- ought* to $o, the heavenly doctrines and glorious hopes 
which areopened up' to us, in the Gospel of our Saviour, we abalf 
conhalry-rejuice in the prosperity of an Institution, which -conveys 
to those who could -not otherwise acquire then*, an 4 improvement 
and a knowledge of such inestimable vahie ; and we shall reel -it Ho* 
be a sacred duty,- to contribute our share to' extend more generally;, 
the precious advantages which it hiitted to impart • 

On reviewing t&e operations of the Institution, during" the last 
year, - your Committee have nothing really new to communicate r 
but they have much satisfaction in being able to report, the 'con* 
tinued success* attending the means- employed -fbr the instruction of 
the pupils. When they consider the number of young persons' 
reaping the benefit of it, amounting to 70 In all, of whom 47- are 
males, , and 83 females ; their gradual and sure progress, in acqui- 
ring that expansion of understanding, and tharUcnowledge, which' 
may fit them to execute creditably and usefully, their future -func- 
tions in life'; and especially, that religious instruction, winch may, 
by the Divine blessing, qualify them for- immortal feHcity : when' 
they t^sifar the cheerfulness of the pupils,- their anxiety to learn, 
and their growing sense of the importance of that mental impiove - 
ment, which- they are acquiring ; and when they look to *Jhe skill,' 
and fidelity, *and tenderness, with which their instruclorswatch over* 
their interest, and labour to promote their improvement, the Com- 
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mittee feel well entitled to congratulate the Society, and the Public, 
who take an interest in its welfare, on the high prosperity and use. 
fulness of the Institution. They are well assured, that no person 
can examine the condition of the School, without being delighted 
to see so many young persons, naturally in a state of the greattst , 
ignorance and incapacity, gradually extending their knowledge, and 
acquiring habits of useful industry, and delighted with the new and v 
interesting prospects, which are continually opening up to their 
contemplation. .

• A Deaf-mute, of an obstinate-tamper, and vicious disposition, 
when going from school, one wfateT^day,<wai observed, by another 
popU, to stop before a store door, from which he had a desire fea- 
sted* pair of skates.

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.here them. He stood, pondering .in his mind, for some time, and 
vu watched by the ether Mute, At last, he made the signs steal, 
body nei\ and went on without taking them* This soliloquy indi- 
cated his moral improvement, and is to be interpreted thus— To 
steal is bad; I will not steal. 

Several of the pupils, now In the School, have expressed to their 
teachers, the impropriety of their former conduct towards their 
friends and parents, in telling ties, stealing, and misbehaving in s 
variety of ways, of the evil of which they were not aware, before uw 
struction. One of these, from Saugeities, in Ulster County, ii s 
most promising young man, about 19 years of age ; kind) obedient, 
and well disposed, and will do credit to himself and the Institu- 
tion. He has fifteen months yet to remain in school, under the 
.state laws. 

Another, about the same age, from Saline, in Onondaga County, 
will also afford a bright example of moral, aa well as istellectusi 
improvement. His time, as a state pupil, expires on the 10th 
January, inst. and the Directors have determined to retain him nil 
spring, at the expense of the Institution. 

Among the moral effects or instruction, may be mentioned, a 
number of the former pupils of this School, whose ability to com- 
municate and understand, has enabled them to acquire trades, and 
obtain a living by their industry. Some of these are in /the city of 
New York, working at their trades ; and others have been reported* 
' as residing in different parts of the country* much respected and 
esteemed. 

A female pupil, (whose surviving parent wan reduced by misfor- 
tune,) was patronized by this Institution, brought up and instructed 
here, until nearly nineteen years old, when she was married to the 
young -gentleman, who is now the Principal Teacher in the Central 
School at Canajoharie, and who obtained Jris first information, of 
the method of instructing the Deaf and Dumb, in the School of 
this Institution. 

Under this head of moral and intellectual improvement, we cannot 
omit to mention the young man, who, for several years, past, bat 
acted as^an Assistant Teacher. He was one of the Deaf-mutes, 
• who came to this Institution as a State Pupil, from Otsego Coaatfi 
and after completing the period of three years, under the first state 
' law, he was retained, as an Assistant in tho School, and has, been 
■ provided with board and clothing for his services, and, at convenient 
intervals, received instruction as a pupil. His improvement hat 
been so creditable, that the Directors have now struck bis nan* 
-.from the fist of pupils, and engaged him as-a teacher, at a salary i 
< thus enabling him to provide for himself, in a useful and credits^* 
n&enher.

tion of capacity, and there was no appearance in his countenance; 
of intelligence or quickness of intellect. He was, upon, the whole, 
rather a coarse and rough boy, and was considered as a dull pupil. 
It was some time, before his abilities began to develope themselves, 
and then, when internal light began to shine, its effect was manifest, 
in discountenance and manner, and' he has since continued to im- 
prove, and is also cautious and circumspect in his moral deport- ■ 
meat. The Directors hope to continue him in the Institution, and 
that be will be an example for other Deaf-mutes to imitate, and do 
honour to the Institution, himself, and his friends. , 

After the. marriage of our late Assistant, Miss Rose, and her de- 
parture from New York, it was necessary to supply her place ; and 
Miss Van Cleft, of Minisink, in Orange County, was selected for 
that purpose. This pupil's time, under the state law, was about 
to expire, and being the daughter of a poor widow, it was concluded 
to retain her, to assist in an elementary class, under the direction of 
the other teachers, and to allow her clothing, board, and additional 
instruction, for her services. Thus, also, adding to the moral and 
intellectual benefits, arising from the establishment of this Institu- 
tion. *

The two first hare been employed in the instruction of the Deaf 
and Dumb, in this Institution, for eight years past, and are well ' 
qualified for the purpose, by practical experience. Hie two 
latter are Deaf-mutes, and have been State Pupils, as before men- 



From the preceding account, it will be evident, tfiat " th$ general 
state and condition of the Institution" is prosperous. For several 
years past, every thing in relation to the Institution has gone on 
with order, regularity, and harmony. The pupils have increased, 
and are now more numerous than at any former period. Hie funds, 
too, have improved, and the income of the Institution is adequate 
to sustain its expenses, with a limited number, but not to extend 
its fostering care to numerous other applicants. Hie receipts, in 
1826, have been derived, principally, from two sources* vis. the 
amount received from the Comptroller for State Pupils, and the 
amount received for Lottery licenses. The last has produced a 
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larger mossne than ever before, owing .to the increasing number of 
venders of lottery; tickets in this city, and the compulsory means 
that the . Directors hare resorted to, in order to make them pay what 
the law requires, .to obtain a license. Thirty-three hare paid the 
last year, and it is believed, there arc* more than sixty offices, from 
which lottery tickets are sold. : There is difficulty, however, in ob- 
taining evidence against mese infringement of the lews, and con- 
sequently, the greater part of them«eU tickets with impunity, end 
take out no license. 

The other sources of revenue to the Institution, as will foe seen 
by the Abstract of the Treasurer's Account, have arisen, last year, 
from pay pupil*, donation* and subscriptions, CorpomtioK annuity, the 
safe of books and pamphlets, from interest on asylum fitful, and the 
amount reeeived for pupils of the Female Association. 

The Directors cannot pass over this opportunity, of expressing a 
sense of their obligations to a Society of Ladies in New York, who 
have associated, under the title of the « New York Female Associa- 
Hon, to aid in gioiny eupporf and instruction to the indigent Deaf and 
Dumb." They have selected seven pupils, placed them in the In- 
stitution, and paid for then; board and tuition, from resources .col- 
lected in this city, thus adding to the income of the Parent So- 
ciety. 

More than half the income of this Institution is derived from 
means collected in the city of New York ; and of the State pupils, 
one only belongs to the city. Thus the Directors have endeavoured 
, to appropriate the income derived from the State, almost wholly to 
'other counties than their own. While they 'have done justice to the 
liberality of the State Legislature, they have not been wanting in 
attention to other .calls on their. humanity, as will be seen by 
their list of part pay and charity pupils. 

Hus, too, while they hate : been JiberaX. they have not been ex- 
travagant. While they have extended the benefits of the Institu- 
' tion, they have been careful of their means ; and having in view its 
permanent establishment, they have created a surplus fund, and laid 
it by for two special purposes. . The sources of income being pre- 
carious and contingent, they have commenced a permanent fimd, 
thus setting aside 2260 dolls, the amount -of all life subscriptions, 
to be increased by its own accmeing interest, and such ' other 
means, as may be hereafter devised. 1 " 

To render this Institution, permanently useful, a building is ne- 
cessary to be erected, as was stated in our last Annual Report. 
With a view to the consummation of this event, 3000 dolls, have 
been set apart out of the surplus, as stated in (he treasurer's ac- 
count. Tnis has been called ther Asyttcm Fund, and is intended to 
be added to such means, as the Directors hope will be appropriated 
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by tie Honourable the Legislature, for which they have directed a 
Commfttee of their body to petition. If there is any merit, in be- 
stowing care and attention to the charge in their trust, the Direc- 
tors believe, that there will be no hesitation, on the part of the Le* 
gblatare, in granting them the means of building an Asylum and 
Work-shops, in order to connect trades and employments with the 
instruction of the Deaf and Dumb, since they have shown, by this 
exhibit, and the documents accompanying it, that they have been 
worthy of the trust, reposed in them. 

In relation to the art of instructing the Deaf and Dumb, the 
Directors are satisfied, that as far as concerns this institution, and 
ib teachers, it is no longer a subject of experiment or doubt. They 
hare pioneered the way, through all the doubts and difficulties of 
toe case, and as there is frequent opportunity to extend the benefits* 
rtsnhiag from instruction, ii is hoped that the Honourable the Le- 
gislature will enable them, to use their experience to the best advan- 
tage, for the Deaf and Dumb, by appropriating such additional 
Jneans, ass they have prayed for, in their petition, already pre- 
sented. 



The Appendix contains the Report of the New York Female 
Auxiliary Association, (p. 12—18,) and the Speech of Mr. Stark- 
weather, in the House of Assembly, (p. 19—22,) and various spe- 
cimens of the pupils* composition, with many suitable vignettes of 
animals, &c. &c. (p. 22—37.) Also an Act to provide for the build- 
ing of an Asylum for the Deaf and Dumb, in the City of New York ; 
passed 23d March, 1827, (p v 37—39,) and the one-handed finger 
alphabet, ( P . 39,40.) - 

The Female Association has placed seven pupils in the School, 
of whom, they wholly support two, and partly five. It is conducted 
by three Directresses, 18 Managers, a Treasurer, a Corresponding 
&aetary— Miss Arabella Ketch um, and a Recording Secretary-— 
Mils Julia A. Hunter. 

Several of the pupils' compositions are in praise of the American 
Revolution, which is a singular feature in their instruction. On the 
*bofejihe compositions are much inferior to those of the pupils at 
Hartford, Connecticut.

Orpen, on the utility of teaching the Deaf and Dumb to 
speak ; together with the Notes upon it, by the Editor of 
the Christian Observer : — 

To the Editor of the Christian Observer. 

UTILITY OF SPEECH TO THE DEAF.(l)* . 

Br the December number, of your Magazine, I perceive, that 
some person, unknown to me, has done me the honour of bringing 
forward some parts of a speech, which I felt it my duty to make, 
at the last anniversary of the Irish " National Deaf and Dumb In- 
stitution," in Dublin, in reply to the objections, which I have 
known to be urged, against that or similar schools; and in refuta- 
tion of some visionary projects, as to the education of Deaf-mutes, 
which have, of late years, been promulgated. I send you, herewith, t 
a copy of the last Report of that Institution, in which the whole of ' 
% that speech, and some notes to it, are given in detail. As I con- 
ceive, that the arguments and facts contained therein, are, on most 
of the points, to which I have alluded, conclusive ; I shall not oc- 
cupy your tune by them, more than their perusal will require. My 
only business, therefore, is with your own note,- at the foot of your 
correspondent's communication, (December, p. 756,) to which I 
have above alluded ; in which you attack the teachers of Deaf and 
Dumb Schools in these kingdoms. (2)* 

I am not a teacher of the Deaf, though it pleased God, some ten 
years since, to make me the instrument of founding the first Insti- 
tution for their relief, that ever existed in Ireland. 1 have been a 
voluntary servant of that Institution, as Secretary, since the- day of 
its commencement ; and never derived any emolument from the 
services, that I have felt it my duty and my pleasure to render to 
the Deaf and Dumb, I had also, some years since, while travelling 
on the Continent, opportunities of visiting many of the principal 
Deaf and Dumb Institutions in Europe, and now correspond officially 
with almost all those of Europe and America ; and the Committee 
and Master of our Institution, and myself, have collected into its 
library, most of the works, that have been written,, on the 
subject of the education of Deaf-mutes ; and, moreover, during a

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season of ill health, when I was unable, for a time, to attend to the 
active exercise of my own profession, (surgery,) I bad amused myself 
by instructing a Deaf and Dumb child, prior to our Institution's 
foundation, with & view to interest the public of Dublin in that pro* 
ject, by proving what could be done, even in a few months, by one, 
who had no experience. (3) 

Therefore, I trust, I may say, that I am an unprejudiced and 
disinterested witness, and a competent judge ; and, more especially, 
in the question of teac h in g articulation to the Dumb ; because, at 
the above time, I myself taught several to speak, without any diffi- 
culty, though I never had been instructed in the mode ; and be- 
cause, in the Institution at Dublin, under my friend Mr. Hum- 
phreys, articulation is never made an indispensable part of their 
education. 

I shall not stop to notice your " thinking, that many of the argu- 
ment" in the extracts from my speech, (4) made by your correspon- 
dent, are " open to refutation" further than by saying, that I have 
now furnished you with the whole, and that I request you publicly 
to disprove, if you can, both the facts and the inferences, which I 

, have therein combined, and by which many persons have felt con- 
vinced, that I have overthrown all the arguments and theories of 
Mr.. Arrdwsmith, the Quarterly Reviewers, and " the papers in your 
own former volumes. 1 * 

.^Our own great objection" says your note, "to the management 
of the Deaf and Dumb Institutions, in this country, is, that their 
conductors profess to teach Deaf-mutes to speak.** If this be an in- 
sinuation,^) that they do not accomplish what they profess, any one 

r who will take the trouble of going to the London, Edinburgh, 
Glasgow, Liverpool, Manchester, Birmingham, or Dublin Institu- 
tions, or to most of the private Schools in England, will not only 
find, that many of the senior pupils can speak so distinctly, that a 
stranger can, at the first audience, understand what they say ; but 
that the most advanced can, in many instances, tell what the visiter 
says, by watching the motions of his mouth. This I have seen, 
over and over again. But that you are not so competent as some 
others, to lead the public mind, on this question, is more manifest, 
from your Ihmkiog, that it is *' in this country** alone,(6) that the 
Dumb are taught to speak. If you will inquire, or collect the 
Reports and publications of the Continental Schools, you /will find 
that, in almost every one, some of the pupils are instructed in arti- 
culation ; and that, in the larger number, all are so instructed. (7) 
And, that you may the more readily make the inquiry, I furnish 
you with the following catalogue of some of the principal ones— 
Madrid, Barcelona, Milan, Hsa, Genoa, Naples, Florence, Yver- 
Am, Munich, Vienna, Waitren, Prague, Berlin, Kiel, Una, Leip- 
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sic, Copenhagen, Stockholm, Hamburgh, Petersburg, Wilna, Bor- 
deaux, Paris, &c. (fee. and many other minor ones, of which I do not at 
present happen to have the list near me (8) You are also mistaken, 
in thinking, that ajl the American Institutions disuse articulation. 
Only those do so, which have originated from the Connecticut 
Asylum, at Hartford, of which, the Head Master, the Rev. T. H. 
.Gallaudet, was taught at Paris ; and the Assistant Master, Cere, 
was Sicard's most celebrated pupil, next to Massieu. But few of 
Sicard's pupils were taught to speak; yet if you look into his works, 
and those of his former assistant, Bebian, you will find, that he ex* 
presses, in the strongest terms, his wish, that he had a sufficient 
number of assistants, to enable him to teach articulation to all. 
Almost all of De L'Epee's pupils were taught articulation; 
as you may see by his works, which have been translated into 
English. 

The public will perhaps agree with me, in thinking the united 
opinions of so many men of practical experience, more than a coun- 
terbalance for your assertion, that this part of their mode of instruc- 
tion, is a " mummery. "(9) 

Now, as to your assertion, that it is by mis " mtrt/nmery, of teach- 
ing Deaf-mutes to speak* that the conductors of the British Institu- 
tions retain the education of them in a very few hands," I answer, that 
the very simplest of all the parts of the education of the pea/ and 
Dumb, and that which requires the least talents, and the least time, 
and the least attention, is articulation ; and I would undertake, in 
half an hour, op in, three pages of your magazine, to make any per- 
son, of ordinary intellect and education, understand the mode of 
teaching \t so perfectly, that he could enable any Deaf child m his 
neighbourhood, to speak distinctly, in three or four weeks at the 
farthest. That the masters of the Institutions, in these kingdoms, 
have not made a mystery of their mode of teaching to speak, is 
evident ; for m the work published in 1809, on " The Instruction 
of the Deaf" by Dr. Watson, master of the " London Asylum," 
the whole process is so fully explained, that the mere perusal of it, 
without ever having seen a Deaf and Dumb School, or, until then, 
a Deaf and Dumb person, enabled me, in 1815, to teach a Dumb 
boy to speak exceedingly well, in a few weeks, though I did it 
merely as an amusement, and for the purpose mentioned before. 
Any other person could, do the same ;(10) and each succeeding at- 
tempt would, of course, be easier and more expeditious. I could 
also, if necessary, point out to you many other works ; for in- 
stance, Holder's, in which this branch of instruction is fully ex- 
plained. 

And as to the general mode of instructing the Deaf and Dumb 
in language, I think you will find it difficult to point out to me, 
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any works of real value oh the subject^ published in these coun- 
tries, except those written by the instructors of the Deaf, and the 
conductors of public institutions for their relief ; for instance, Dr. 
WalhYs tracts in the Philosophical Transactions*-- Holder's and 
Bulwer's works,— Dr. Watson's work shore noticed, and bis two 
volumes of vocabularies, with plates correspondent,— and Kinni-i 
burgh's Life of Christ, Catechism of Genesis, Arithmetic, and Dic- 
tionary for the Deaf, &c. &c. &c. Yet you bring a sweeping accu^ 
sation against these Institutions, of "deluding the public -on this sub- 
ject of (articulation,** J and " think it important, that it should be dis- 
abused." 

I agree with you in thinking, that there are "far too few teachers* 
to be adequate to Me number of these un/tappy candidates for instruc- 
tion." , But, is this, the fault solely of those, who do devote them- 
selves to this most laborious of all branches of education? No, sir; 
it is the fault of the public, who, from not being aware of the ex- 
tent of the calamity of mutism, from congenital deafness, do not 
contribute sufficiently to most of the existing Asylums, to enable 
them to employ as many masters as they could wish j( 1 1 ) and are still 
more unwilling to establish new Schools, even where required*. 
The number of Deaf and Dumb children in the upper classes, is> 
not sufficiently . numerous to support many masters of private 
Schools ; why then should men of talents adopt this, as a profes- 
sion, which is already fully supplied, when they can turn their 
abilities to much better account, by undertaking the education of 
hearing children, among whom their success may procure them an 
unlioiited number of pupils; and, as to the poor, you will find but 
,few men in any country, able or willing, like De L'Epee* to devote 
the whole of his time and fortune to their instruction, without any 
remuneration. Let thevpublic provide funds for the support of aU 
the Deaf and Dumb poor ; and for the payment of salaries* to men 
of competent ability, sufficient to justify them, to themselves and 
their families, in not carrying their talents to some other market ; 
and I am certain, that no want of such men . will be experienced ; 
but it is futile to expect, that, because De L'Epee, who was an 
unmarried ecclesiastic, with a pretty good private fortune* devoted 
himself, unpaid, to the education of the Deaf and Dumb, others 
would be found in crowds to do the same, if they only knew how 
to teach them. You accuse the existing teachers of " deluding the 
public ; and this, almost* as if some beneficial privilege, softie private 
patent right were infringed, by divesting the education of the Dkaf aid 
Dumb of mystery." These are hard words ; but the truth is, that 
there neither is, nor ever was, any mystery at all in the plan ; and 
that it was the ^ublic, who were indifferent to the .purchase, or imi* ■ 

N 2 
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tation, or improvement of their patent. Any- man, of. ordinary in- 
tellect and acquirements, may become a teacher of the Deaf, by the 
perusal of the books published on the subject, or merely by his own 
experience, and mistakes, and reflections. The present master of 
the Liverpool Deaf and Dumb School, Mr. Anderson, (formerly 
of the Glasgow School,) was not regularly taught at any previously 
existing Institution, though he visited several, and, amongst others, 
that in Dublin ; and yet his pupils advance as rapidly as in other 
Schools. 

Now, as to the monopoly of their knowledge, of which you ac- 
cuse all (12) the teachers of thfe existing Schools, I need only inform 
you, that for a moderate remuneration for the trouble, a cousin of 
my own, who had three Deaf and Dumb children, got a young 
lady educated, as governess for them, by my friend Mr. Hum- 
phreys, the master of the National Institution at Dublin ; that a 
gentleman, who is now a private teacher in Ireland, another who I 
has now given up the profession, and another who is the present 
master of the Birmingham Deaf and Dumb Asylum, were ' also 
educated by him. 

You ask your correspondent, triumphantly, " Is he not aware, 
that reading and writing, §r. 8fc, are objects perfectly attainable with' 
out articulation ?" Of course ; but does this prove, that being 
taught to speak, in addition to reading and writing, is a bad thing ? 
Because a child can be taught two things, without a third, is surely 
no objection to his learning also that third. You might infuse into 
a hearing child's ear, a correct knowledge of nature, himself, and 
religion, without ever allowing him to read or write a word, or ' 
even to learn to speak, or to see ; yet this would not prove, that 
teaching Mm vocal utterance, or allowing him vision, would be of 
no use. Just so, you might, by means of a Deaf child's eye, teach 
him to read printed or written language, without allowing him to 
learn to write ; or, by means solely of the finger alphabet, you 
might communicate to him all the stores of language, without al- 
lowing him to learn to copy written words with his hand, or to read 
printed words with his eye ; or you might, by means of his own 
natural language of signs, alone, perfected and methodized, com- 
municate to him all knowledge ; yet this would not prove, that the 
finger alphabet, pictures, writing, reading, and books, were of no 
use to him, any more than the possibility of teaching a Deaf child 
the treasures of language, withoftt articulation, proves, that it should 
be despised, and? cashiered without consideration. 

That having been taught to speak, is sometimes of the greatest 
use to the Deaf and Dumb, under circumstances in which signs 
cannot be used, I, as a medical man, can testify, from having at- 
tended them in illness, when they were too weak to use their arm* 
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in signs, or their fingers in the manual alphabet, but yet were able 
to speak their pain9, wants, fears, hopes ; and that they can some- 
times attain to a wonderful perfection in speaking, and also in read- 
ing the hps of those, who speak to them, is proved by a hundred 
instances ; for example, the celebrated case related by Bishop Bur- 
net, which I need not now quote. Neither will I mention any 
case, that came under my own notice, except one. Some years 
since, I met, at a table d'hote in Paris, a Deaf and Dumb gentleman, 
the Baron De Montval, a miniature painter, who spoke so well, 
that I understood him perfectly at once ; and, though I was a 
foreigner, speaking his language, he understood almost all that I 
said, by watching my mouth :— -But it is not enough, merely to 
disprove the assertion, which you and some of your former corres- . 
pondents have made, as to the inutility of teaching articulation ; it 
shall be my business, now, to prove its importance, and to set the 
question, I trust, at rest in this country. 

And first, I suppose, there can be no doubt, as to the answer 
which would be given to me, if I were to ask you, or any man, this . 
question : — " You can now both hear and speak; 'suppose disease or . 
accident to destroy your power of hearing, would you like, at the same 
time, to lose the faculty of speech ?" or this, " Suppose that a paralytic 
stroke deprived you of the sense of hearing, and the command of your . 
tongue, at once ; would you, because the physicians told you that the 
recovery of the former was hopeless, not think that the restoration of the 
latter would be a blessing ?" And, if the preservation, or restitution, 
of the privilege of vocal utterance, be a benefit to a man, who in 
adult age becomes Deaf, how can its acquisition be an injury to 
him, whose ears are congenitally insentient ? or rather, how multi- 
fold must not its advantage be to him, who never had, like you and 
me, an auditory sense, or an association of sounds, to assist him in . 
establishing and maintaining, in his mind, the connexions between 
arbitrary verbal signs, and the ideas or objects, to which men have 
conventionally affixed them ? 

Neither need I doubt the answer, that will be given to these ques- 
tions :— " Whether the number of persons in this country, who under- 
stand the meaning of the gestural signs, mode use of by the Deaf and 
Dumb, when they meet them for the first time, is not very small?"— 
" Wlitther more than about one person, out of a thousand, understands 
the finger alphabet, so much used in the instruction and intercourse of 
the Deaf?'* And, " whether there are not tens of hundreds of thou- 
sands of the common population, in these kingdoms, who can neither write, 
*or read written or printed words?" And, if these things be so, 
surely it is of importance to teach the excessively small minority, 
the Deaf, to articulate words, which, if spoken in .the ear of any 
individual in those immense majorities, the hearing public, will at 
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once be comprehended by him;— otherwise the former will, even 
though well taught in the meaning of language, often have no 
means of communicating their thoughts to the latter. ' 

It is needless to mention the thousand circumstances of casual 
converse, difficulty, hurry, want or danger, &c. &c. either to him- 
self or others, in which a Deaf person's being able to speak, so as 
to be understood in an instant, even by a person with averted eyes, 
or inattentive, may be of use to both. It is needless at present to 
inquire, whether the assertion of the celebrated physician of the 
Vienna Imperial and Royal Deaf and Dumb School, that diseases 
of the lungs were much more infrequent among the pupils, who 
had been taught to speak, than among the rest, can be disproved, 
qualified, or confirmed. But it is of importance to prove, thajt not 
orlly where acquired and used, is articulation of use, but that even 
in the process of acquisition, it is collaterally helpful to the other 
parts of their tuition. (13) 

The public are not in general sufficiently aware, that the only 
reason, why a Deaf-born child is Dumb, is, that he does not hear 
words to imitate; nor that, in such a Child, the organs of speech 
have no defect whatever, but are merely not called into action ; nor 
that no such person is perfectly mute, for they all articulate several 
of the vowel sounds, and even some syllables, in spite of their deaf, 
ness, and prove the necessary effects of their breath, and of mental 
emotions, on their windpipe, larynx, and mouth ; nor that a child, 
who hears, can be corrected in his mispronunciation of various let* 
ters, by making him watch the position and motion of your tongue, 
lfys, teeth, &"c. &c. while articulating them correctly, as } have 
often proved with one of my own Children. 

By making a Deaf child feel, with his hand, the vibration in 
one's larynx} which causes voice, and the direction or force, with 
which one at the same time breathes out, through the mouth or 
nose; and watch with his eye the posture or movement of one's 
lips, teeth, tongue, and soft palate, while pronouncing each of the 
vowels or consonants, simply or combined, his organs of speech 
will learn to act like his teacher's, fcy being subjected to his power 
of imitating what he sees, as yours and mine did, by being directed 
by a similar power of mimicking what we heard. 

It is quite a mistake to think, that they who advocate the instruc- 
tion of the Deaf, mute in speaking, make it a, sine qud non in every 
individual case. It is no less a misconception to suppose, that they 
make it the sole means of tuition in language. It is not doing 
them justice to believe, that no other part of their education is com- 
menced, until this is attained. The truth is, it is only one out of 
many means, of hastening their acquisition and practical use of our 
words, instead of their own signs; its attainment is additional, coir 
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lateral,, adminicular, and perfective ; not solitary, exclusive, precur- 
sory, or paramount. No intelligent teacher of the Deaf thinks of 
making all other parts of instruction wait, until, hi* pupil baa ac- 
quired the power of speech, any more than the master of a school 
for common children, will require them to wjite a good hand, be* 
fore he teaches them to read, or to count, or to understand gram- 
mar. Besides all this, what parent does not kaoWj that he can 
teach his children many things, by speaking to u>eav even while 
they arc §q young as to be unable to articulate; or by shewing ob« 
jects or pictures to their eyes, while they as yet know not tbenames 
for them, which we utter in their hearing. 

There are two other collateral advantages* in teaching the Dumb 
to speak : one is, that, after they have learned to articulate pretty 
distinctly and correctly, each pupil in a class can rqaeatifeo letaons, 
which he baa got by heart for the master* or answer his quajtions, 
in a fifth part of the time, $a£ it would take to spell them m Wa 
fingers, and in a fiftieth part of the time, that writing them on a 
slate would require, Every schoolmaster or parental teacher knows, 
that what saves time facilitates and expedites education. Another 
advantage is, that the habit of voluntarily moving his organs of 
speech, in the manner requisite to produce articulation, (of which 
motion he is conscious* though he cannot hear it* effect-— voice, 
which we hear J establishes an additional association in his mind, 
between the objects and their names, between the words- and hie 
ideas. Now, he not only sees the word written, or printed) or 
spelled on the fingers, but he feels the alphabetical articulation of 
it by his own mouth. What wants he then of all that we possess ? 
Nothing, but the power of hearing the sounds, which we utter, 
(which yet, if well taught, his eyes can often read from our lips ;) 
for, as to those which he himself utters, though he cannot hear 
them, yet be- feels their cause, and is intimate with their organic 
formation. 

I might produce many other proofs of the utility of articulation ; 
M X trust, that whajU I have already »e*l» wiH be sufficient to prove, 
that, to enable a Deaf person's eyes to read the lips of others, aad 
to enable a Dumb person's mouth to speak to others' ears, in addaV 
tkm. to the instruction) of his mind, in the maanang and syntax of 
words, remedies, as far as mere man can, the effects of bis affliction. 
Only He, who gave to them, by a miracle of power and grace* im 
an instant, hearing, voice, and the use of speech, without education, 
and the association of ideas and words, and the power of the wUL to 
direct their organs of speech, without gradation; or repetition, or 
habit; and knowledge, feith, and gratitude, without a wish or 
merit of their own,— ^onhr He can do more. He does and 
will. 
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I should not have -omitted to mention, that peaf children anx- 
iously wish to be taught to speak ; and that I have myself known a 
Deaf boy, who was constantly talking aloud to himself, while 
walking or playing alone, in the field attached to the Institu- 
tion. 

I shall end by an anecdote, of the boy to whom I before alluded ; 
and whom I took as an orphan, in 1815, out of a beggar's asylum 
in Dublin, utterly ignorant of even a single, word. He has been 
since well taught in language, by my friend Mr. Humphreys, mas- 
ter of the Institution at daremont, near Dublin. My wife asked 
him, a short time since, one evening, this question— " Are you 
happy f" To which he replied viva voce in distinctly articulated 
words-*-" / have God for my Father S —I have Jesus Christ for my 
Redeemer ;— ■ J have heaven for mine inheritance ,—Iam happy.

NOTES, 

BY THE EDITOR OF THE CHRISTIAN OBSERVER. 

(1) We think it right to insert the foregoing paper, though the 
writer is pleased, in some parts, to be a little severe upon ourselves* 
Our earnest wish is, to promote the universal education of the Deaf 
and. Dumb ; and we shall be most happy, if the discussion, which 
has taken place in our pages, shall have assisted in calling the at* 
tendon of the public to the subject. 

(2) Our only " attack," if so it must be called, was a statement* 
that, chiefly by insisting upon the necessity of teaching Deaf»mutes 
to speak, the business is retained in a very few hands*" We la- 
ment again to assert, that, for whatever reasons, there has been, fa 
various instances, an effort, on the part of the conductors of son* 
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of these Institutions, to Emit the facilities for acquiring and com* - 
municating the system, by onerous and unnecessary regulations. 
Will our correspondent justify, for example, the conduct of the In- s 
s&utions off London and. Edinburgh, (the latter being itself re- 
stricted by the former,) towards Mr. Gallaudet, who wished to ac- 
quire the system, in order to carry it to America, but was driven, by 
the QHberal requisitions of these Institutions, to France, where he 
acquired H in a short period, and he is now most successfully using 
it, in the * r American Asylum," in Connecticut? (See Christian 
Observer for 1817, p. 822, and 1818, pp. 68, 132.) We gather, 
also, from the last Report of the Dublin Asylum, which Dr. C« Orpen 
has been so obliging as to send us, and which contains much inte- 
resting matter, relative to the Deaf and Dumb, — that an effort has 
been made to establish a Day* School in Dublin, for these unhappy 
persons, but that the plan has been strenuously opposed, by the 
friends of the Claremont Asylum. The following is an extract 
from Dr. C. Orpen's own speech. It is omitted by the correspondent, 
who furnished. the extracts in the former paper:—" We find, by 
experience, that nothing interests persons so much about the Deaf, 
as seeing them in every stage of instruction, and that almost every 
person, who visits Claremont, becomes (or grows more) interested. - 
Why do they go a mile or two to visit it ? To see the curiosity of 
the education of the Deaf. But if there were another School in the 
city, for the same purpose, persons would go there to see this curiosity, 
and not take the trouble to go so fay as Claremont, and pap a turnpike 
beside. Thus, though a Day School in Dublin, if it succeeded, 
might benefit a few children, whom our funds do not yet permit us 
to receive into Claremont ; still, by diminishing visiters to it, and 
thus diminiahing its support, or at least preventing its increase, it 
might injure more Deaf and Dumb persons, in the country parts of 
Ireland, who can have no refuge but our boarding school." 

The same Report informs us, that Mr. S. Gordon, who had been 
a teacher in the Claremont Asylum, and who was the proposer of 
this Day. School, having published a statement, that "a shameful 
attempt had been made, to bind him not to assist in the formation 
of any similar establishment in Ireland." Dr. C. Orpen, in his speech, 
stated, " that no such requirement ever was made by the managers 
at Claremont." It is added, that " during this speech, Dr. C* Orpen 
met with frequent interruptions from Mr. S Gordon ;" but the 
counter- statement of Mr. S. Gordon, whatever it might be, is not 
given. 

(3) And yet the drift of Dr. C. Orpen's speech is to prove, that Deaf! 
mutes can be properly educated only in Asylums, expressly for the 
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purpose, where they must be boarded, as well as. instructed ! The 
lamentable restriction, which is thus thrown in the way of the gene- 
ral instruction of the Deaf and Dumb, may be inferred from the 
fact, quoted by Dr. C. Orpen himself, that in the London Deaf and 
Dumb Asylum, the average annual expense of each of two hun- 
dred and twenty- two children, is not less than thirty-seven or 
thirty-eight pounds, exclusively of clothes, which are provided by 
their friends. Such a disbursement, on so large a number of chil- 
dren, is, in our opinion, most inordinate and unaccountable, and 
calls for the strictest investigation, on the part of the friends of that 
Charity. 

J 4) We did not say, " in the extracts from Dr. C. Orpea's speech ;" 
in our correspondent's " paper**' of which, indeed, the rosin 
' part was from Dr. C. Orpen, but which further contained some 
original observations, which might be also " open to refuta- 
tion." 

(5) We intended no " insinuation;" but it is a notorious fact, and 
it argues no want of care in the teachers, that the great body of 
Deaf-mutes never do, or can learn to speak, so as to m&keuseof 
their faculty, for the ordinary purposes of human intercourse, Even 
the few picked scholars who, after great labour, are taught to recite 
a passage for public exhibition, do not generally converse by means 
of oral sounds. From this observation, we do not exempt even 
the best instructed of those Deaf-mute who are annually exhibited 
at the City of London Tavern, and who, we conclude, are the 
greatest proficients in articulation* The uncouth, unnatural, and 
often unintelligible sounds, to which they give utterance, convey 
pain rather than gratification to others. 

(6) We did not either, say or " think," that «h is in this country 
ii/one," that the Dumb are taught, (or rather, we should say, at- 
tempted to be taught,) to speak. All that we said Was, that read- 
ing, writing, and all other necessary instruction, can be given tb 
Deaf-mutes, without attempting to make them articulate ; in proof 
pf which, we referred to "the example of the Institutions in France 
and America," where instruction is thus given. We did not say 
that there were no Institutions, in which articulation is attempted ; 
or that, even in some, where it is not general, it may not be attempt- 
ed in particular cases. 

(7) If only a part are not thus instructed, it is quite sufficient to 
prove all that our argument embraced ; namely, that articulation is, 
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not indispensable, in order « to give a Deaf-mute a language." 
Dr. C. Orpen wiH probablyrepty, the* no argument was necessary to 
prore so obvious a truth ; but, obvious as it it, it has bean, either 
ignorantly or intentionally, kept out of sight, by soma of the advo* 
catee for articulation. They ipesk of the insufficiency of m the lan* 
fuage of signs," to convey moral or retigioue truth $ but the eon* 
troverey is not between manual signs, and written or printed lan* 
guage, but only between manual signs sad oral language. Writing 
and reading weajnnmtt to both systenieja^ these, added tostgns, 
we still contend, sin sufficient for all desirable purposes ; and, we 
are persuaded, they may be taught to Deaf-mutes, without that 
formidable degree of skill and labour, which the public have been 
led to think necessary, and which would deter most persons from 
undertaking the task, even for a relative* 
» * 

(8) litis Bet proves nothing ; fyt Dr. C. Orpen does not inform us, 
which of these Institutions adopt, and adopt exclusively, the system 
of teaching articulation. 

(9) We believe that the results of « practical experience" are on 
our side. The Quarterly Reviewers, and others, who have taken 
up the same view of the subject with ourselves, have at least less of 
prepossession and personal feeling to encounter, than those whose 
occupation, and a very lucrative one in some instances, would be 
endangered t*y simplifying the system, cutting down the expense, 
snd multiplying the number of teachers. With regard to the word 
"mummery," we regret, that we should have used an offensive 
term ; though our meaning was not beyond what we believed to be 
the truth. 

(10) Where then the need for the enormous expenses of the Lon- 
don Asylum ; the receipts of which, for 1825, were upwards of 
twelve thousand pounds, while but 220 children, (arid these not 
clothed,) are on the books, and numbers are constantly r eje c ted. 
If Dr. C. Orpen could teach Deaf-mutes in the rapid manner be des- 
cribes, we should have thought the proposed Dey-School, on model 
rate terms, in Dublin, would have bean quite adequate to dHfrmueh 
for many of these unhappy outcasts, without as aU mjurlag others, 
who could command votes for the Asylum. * 

(11) We shouldhave thought that 12,0002. per annum, to the Lou* 
don Asylum alone, was not a very niggardly charitable cmrtribu* 
uon, for such a purpose.

immense fanned property. Had their means not been greater, 
than the demand fee admission into their individual Institution, 
(though, cjetainly, by tie •means equal to the general wants of the 
Deaf a.od Dumb, throughout England ;) it is impossible to con* 
csflve, that they would >aave sacrificed the temporal and eternal in* 
taresta, of the present generation of Deaf end Dumb, for any pros- 
pective or emftangent advantage to the next ; by funding one, two, 
three, or tourtbousend pounds, of surplus annual funds, every year %

I confess, I cannot justify the managers of the London Asylum, 
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for inserting such a sentence, as that, which I have quoted, in their 
half-yearly election lists, year after year ; as it must certainly be 
amderotood, by their subscriber* and the public, to imply, not what 
they mean thereby, Tis. temp orary postponement, but actual JSnal ex- 
ehtlion j in which latter sense, you, it appears, did, and all common 
readers must understand it. It does not mean so. 

In page 146 1 had said, that to teach articulation was easy; and 
proved h by stating that, « The men perusal of Dr. Watson's book, 
without ever hoeing previously seen a Deaf emd Dumb School, or a 
Deaf and Dumb individual, enabled me, in 1815, to teach a Dumb 
boy to speak exceedingly weR, in a few weeks $ though f did it merely 
ae an amueement, and fc^ the purpose mentioned (see mat letter:) 

« any other person could do the tanu." On this you remark, •« Where 
then the need for the enormous expenses of the London Asylum, %c flpc." 
(— " If Dr. Charles Orpen could teaeh Deaf-mutes, in the rajnd man- 
ner he describes, £c frs." 

If you will have the kindness, to read over my letter again, you 
will perceive, that to teach the Dumb to articulate, was all that my 
letter spoke about, and that it was this, which I said was "easy," 
and that I did not enter stall on the question of teaching the Deaf 
the perfect mental and written use of langusge ; which is the object, 
for which they am sent to these Asylums. No man could my, that 
this latter attainment was easy n cat "rapid." You have cms. 
founded two things, essentially different, which I had carefully 
distinguished, by saying of this very boy, whom I had taught to 
pronounce perfectly, only a very small catalogue of common sub- 
stantives and adjectives, and some few verbs, and the commoner 
particles, " He has since (seepage 154) been wsU taught, m language, 
by my friend, Mr. Humphreys, master of the Institution, at Claremont, 
^ near Dublin.** To gire the Deaf and Dumb a perfect command of 
nor verbal language, is an exceedingly slow and difficult process: 
any one, who attempts it, will soon find so. It was not my object 
to effect this, but merely, (as the indigent Deaf and Dumb; in Ire- 
land, had never previously been taught,) to give this boy the power 
af speaking ; which novelty, I knew, would at once strike the pub- 
lie, and induce them to set on loot an Institution, for their relief. 
His exhibition, and a few lectures on the general subjects, can* 
nected with their education, and me relation of some anfeeting aneo- 
dotes, accomplished this object; but it never bad been my inten> 
lion, to attempt his perfect instruction in language; and I am vary 
sure, mat, to have carried it on much farther, would have been to 
me extremely difficult ; and if you, or any one else, will try to 
commujiicate to the Deaf, the use of the conjugations of verbs*-* 
of the conjunctions,-^ syntax,— «f figurative language, i and of 
ellipsis, you wpl soon find, how many obstacles are to fee fur- 
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mounted. To give the Deaf a mere vocabulary or nomenclature, 
of noons, adjective*, 'and infinities, is easy enough, and only re*, 
quires time, and repetition, and memory ; but, as their language of 
signs has no cases, genders, numbers, conjugations, moods or 
Voices; no 7 pronouns, propositions, or Conjunctions; and also has 
no syntax, but the association of then* ideas ; every thing, <ihat is 
purely grammatical apd verbal, in our language, is to their teachers 
a difficulty, having nothing correspondent in their gestural (natural) 
language*. ' It was the same circumstance, of not attending to the 
fad, that my letter related wholly to the instruction of the Dumb in 
articulation, and my speech to their instruction in language, 
which made won,' in your note 3, page 155, commencing, "And 
yet the drift if i)r. Charles Orpevts speech is to prove, frc. $-c." 
imply, that the one contradicted the other. On a re-perusal, you 
will find, that .they speak of two different things. * 

In page 140, I had said, that there being H far too few teachers" 
for the Seaf and Dumb, was not the fault of the present teachers, 
but u ofthepu&ic, who from mot being aware of the extent of the cala- 
mity, efo not contribute sufficiently to etotT of the existing Anytime, to 
enable them to employ at many teachers, as they could wish ; and are 
sHU more unwitting, to establish new Schools, even where required," 

Not attending' to the word most, you remark on this, " We should 
hew thought, that 12,000£ per annum, to the London Asylum alone, 
was not a very jUggatdfy charitable contribution, ' for such a purpose.*' 
Certainly not : that charily, as I well know, is* nobly supported, 
having, In general, about 12,0002. a year, and expending only about 
8000*. or 00002. and having also funded property, to the amount 
of between 60,0002. and 70,0002.* But what I Said was perfectly 
true; for,, at the moment that I wrote, the Birmingham Institution 
was about 9002. in debt; the Edinburgh Institution, in March, 
1886. (see the Xrisji Tentlj Report, page 95,) awed 5002. and the 
Dublin Institution then owed, and stal owes, about 1000/. and if 
you loot; into the Reports of other Deaf and Dumb Institutions, 
in England and ^Scotland, you will find, that they too are constantly 
littering the sameappeal for assistance. 

That the "pubtie are not sufficiently willing to contribute to establish 
new 8ehooUi ye proved by the following fact 

In 1822, r we sent our master, Mr'Humphreys, and two of his 
pupils, to this -West of England, to collect money for completing 
our new£choe&ouse, -By 'lectures, 1 and exhibitions of then* sju

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IrimulB, he succeeded m obtaining contractions, in Liverpool, 
Mmcbate, LeeoVHudderaneld, Bath, Bristol, and Clifton. Oo 
his return, oar Committee and he published an address to the in- 
habitants of mess odes, fin their principal newspapers,) expressive 
of our gratitude, and saying, that, (in consequence of their contri- 
butions!) if they wished to rr^WW* local Schools for their own 
JDeaf and Dumb, Mr. Humphreja would repay their kindness, in 
the only way in our power, by e d uc a ting masters for mem, free of 
charge. Not a single one of these towns has ever availed itself of 
the oiler. Recently, indeed, a School has been commenced in 
liverpool, now under Mr. Anderson, late master of the Glasgow 
School ; and in Manchester, under Mr. Vaughan, late assistant to 
Br. Watson, of the London Asylum; but nothing has been done 
in the other five places, even though, from their greater distance 
from the previously existing School at Birmingham, then- want of 
such a School was greater. 

It is a singular circumstance, too, that, in the first publications 
of the above-mentioned new Schools, no allusion is made, to the 
cause of their origination, namely, the interest excited by our mas- 
ter's visit; nor to our Committee's offer to educate masters. 

As to the accusations, which you make, against the London and 
Edinburgh Institutions, for their " OKberal requisitions" (note % 
page 155,) it is not my province to enter into a defence of the parti- 
cular details of conduct of any Institution, but that, with which I 
am connected* as Secretary, as I do not, of course, know all the 
circumstances of others. The conductors of these Schools may, 
it is possible, be able to justify themselves, at the bar of the public ; 
they should do so, when such charges are made, as may injure their 
utility ; and to them I leave their own defence : I may just ob- 
serve, in passing, that, according to the common proverb, " One 
story. is good, until another is heard." They may be able to give a 
version of the anecdote, which you mention, very different from 
that which you give. I have, however, no means nf judging, 
which account is true. This, however, I know to a positive cer- 
tainty, that your assertion, u of the Edinburgh Institution's being 
itself restricted by the London" from teaching, (note 2, page 155.) 
is utterly destitute of foundation. The former School did not ori- 
ginate from the latter, and never was in any way bound, or restricted 
by it. The Edinburgh master (Kinniburgh, senior,) was taught 
by the late Mr. Braidwood, junior, (who had formerly lived at 
Hackney, and was master of the Birmingham Institution, from 
1814, until his death,) and not by the master of the London Asy- 
lum. ^Vhatmade the confusion in your mind, was., possibly, that 
he promised Mr. Braidwood, not to teach any new master, for seven 
years, the usual term of an apprentice's keeping his master's secrets.' 
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lUs alio I know, that our matter was, for a remuneration,, taught 
at the Edinburgh Institution; and that neither he nor we are 
bound in any way whatever. 

In note 2, page 155, you say, " We father, from the last Dublin 
Beport, which Dr, Charles Orpin has been so obliging as to send us, 
§r. frc. that an effort has been mads to establish a Day School in Dub- 
lin; butt that the plan has been strenuously opposed by the friends of 
ike Claremont Aeylunu" This, I must say, is a most extraordinary 
assertion or inference. Some of the Committee, asindiriduals, it is true, . 
did, as that Report states, when asked in private, about the pro* 
posed Day School, give it as their opinion, thai, it was inexpedient 
and unnecessary ; and that, by dividing the public interest in Dub- 
lin, it might eventually injure the Deaf and Dumb of. the country 
parts of Ireland, who had no hope of education, except at Clare* 
mont Institution ; and that, in this way, the attempting a Day 
School in Dublin, whether followed by success or failure, might be 
the injury of Claremont ; and thus, the benefit of a dozen chil- 
dren in the capital, might prevent the education of many more, 
from the remote and wild districts of the country, where no School 
could ever be established. The sneakers at our anniversary, also, 
used the same arguments; in defending the Institution against the 
various disgraceful attacks, then made upon iV by a man, whom 
the Committee had, some years before, been obliged to discard, after 
a short trial, as assistant, for severity to the children, and who had 
been afterwards dismissed from the London Asylum, for similar 
conduct. But to assert, that the Committee of Claremont '< ttrtn-, 
uously opposed the plan of a Day School," is Only to reiterate the false 
charge, then made by that person, that " this praiseworthy object had' 
been opposed, in every direction, by the managers of Claremont, 11 (Tenth 
Report, page 41.) This was contradicted, on the spot, in the most 
unqualified manner, first, by my declaring', in the name, and- in the 
presence of the Committee, and before a thousand persons, (see 
do. page 22,) " that they had never opposed the formation of a Dau 
School," and also/by reading the following sentence, from the letter 
issued by the friends of the Day School—" The Committee of the 
National Institution, in their Circular f lately printed, contemplate the, 
adoption of a Day School in Dublin, and seem fully. sensible, that such 
a plan is necessary, $c. $c." (see do. page 41 ;) which sentence* I 
then stated, (see same page,) contained as great an untruth, as the* 
above charge, (though the direct reverse,) for the Committers Cir- 
cular, therein alluded to, did not say one word on the subject of 
such a Day School. 

I trust,' that, from these facts, the public will learn, that many 
motives, besides a pure love for the Deaf and Dumb, may influence 
men in their attacks upon the existing Institutions for their relief j 
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and mat, eeamnjxens, the fappeMfag cause has been, a personal hos- 
tility to either their gratuitous or- paid managers. With out Re- 
port in your hands, and even without the explanation, which I have 
now been compelled to give, I think you had sufficient means of 
being assured, Jfeat the charge was unfounded, and it should not 
have been repeated, by insertion fat your respectable columns.

Several of them 
concern only the xeana£eM of »the London Asylum, whom T may 
well entrast^nm4beir own defence; <and the remainder, I mink 
ahready sufficiently -*newered, tby 4he passages in my former letter,

speech, -grren^by your (Beeenber) correspondent, in his coimmmi* 
aatian.

which you will find in pages 39, 40 ;• and again, more folly, in 
pages 57—59; and also, to the curious statistical information, as 
to the proportion of the Deaf and Dumb to the general population, 
in pages 102, 106, 108, 113, 158,159; by which it is proved, that 
there is, probably, at least one Deaf and Dumb person in every 
1747£- of the population of a country, and consequently, about 
12,000, of all ages, in these three kingdoms. 

I wish also to mention, in justification of the masters of Deaf and 
Dumb Schools, for not publishing many books, that, in consequence 
of the number of plate*, which they must contain, their publkauoa 
is very expensive; and that there is scarcely any class of books, for 
which there is so small a sale ; so that no bookseller will undertake 
them at his own risk. 1 know that my excellent friend, Mr. Hum* 
pfareys, the master of our School, has been long engaged in making 



lions, to afford the advantages of instruction, to a greatly increased 
number of Deaf-mutes ; without any additional expense to the pub- 
lic. As much time is lost at every School for the Deaf and Dumb, 
by the pUpHs arriving totally ignorant of many things easily ac* 
qmred^such as copying writing, the manual alphabet, numbers— 
and even of the names of the commonest objects, of habits Of order 
and, mental attention, &c &&— Their Head Master, Mr. Hum* 
phreys, is engaged in composing simple elementary books, to be 
printed, if possible, at the press, belonging to this Institution, and 
circulated ; by which, the relations of any Dumb child, the com. 
mon teachers at public Schools, or, in fact, any intelligent persons, 
may be eaopowered to communicate instruction, to a certain extent.* 
— By these means, all Institutions for the Deaf and Dumb may, in 
time, be able to confine their accommodations to the use of such 
only as have, without any expense, been brought thus to Ujat critical 
point, where the great difficulty in their way always commences, 
viz.— s ontpnry , utfercegatives, verbs,, particles, or sucb small con* 
necting words, and abstract ideas ; syntax* ellipsis, and figurative 
language ; and the moral and religious truths of revelation. These 
are difficulties, which never were, nor indeed can be, surmounted 
at common Schools, or by teachers not initiated in this peculiar art ; 
as, in fact, is proved by the origination of Institutions for the Deaf 
and Dumb. Pupils thus prepared, might be dssmissed, to make 
room for others, alter a residence of two, three, or £aur years, &c 
instead of five, six, seven, eight, or more*— the periods now required* 
according to the child's capacity* Hat plan never has been acted 
on, or thought of, by any such Institution ; , but the Committee 
trust to make it as universal as the calamity to be relieved.''

a bttutifi* series of drawing* on an entirely new plan, for the edu- 
cation of the Deaf and Dumb ; and that he, and my other valued 
friend, Monsieur Louis Du Paget, the master of she Birmingham 
Jtastiftution, are preparing, conjointly, a complete aeries of corres- 
pondent lessons., for their mstruction ; but whether they may ever 
be able so publish them, will depend cm the liberality of the public, 
or perhaps of thi pookaellers. Our Committee, with about fifty 
pupils to support, and about as many move candidates for admis* 
aiao ; and encumbered, as I s na ntio ned before, by a considerable 
debt ; nail probably nave* he able to publish these most important 
works, at the expense of the Institution. Possibly my thus bring- 
ing these matters before the British public* through the medium of 
your widely circulated Magaaine, may be the means of procuring 
assistance, to relieve our Institution from its difficulties, and to 
enable it to accomplish this most necessary publication, as nothing 
oflhe kind as yet exists in the English language.

The Chair was taken at one . o'clock, by the Right Hon. the 
Lord Mayor, and the meeting (and examination of the pupils) 
ended at half.past three o'clock. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

I. That the Report, now read* be adopted; and that it be printed, 
with the Cash Acaountk and each Appeadrs as may be necessary

II. That, as, without » knowledge of the meaning of words, 
it is impossible for the Deaf and Dumb, who know only the 
language of signs and gestures, to leant the important truths, con- 
tained in Revelation \ it is. the duty of every one, who knows these 
truths, to assist, in. affording them the necessary instruction, in the 
English, language.

III. That, viewing the enlarged accommodations, now provided, 
at Claremnnt, rbr the Deaf, and Dumb of Ireland, we feel our- 
selves called- upon, to appeal earnestly to the public of this coun- 
try, to add to the annual funds, at the disposal of the Committee ; 
so as to enable them, to increase, to the utmost extent, the number 
of the pupils.

hours' ignorance, and their own incapacity of receiving instruction, 
except through a peculiar mode* of education, never before within 
their reach.

Reasons for publishing a small Report. 

In reporting, to the Subscribers of the National Deaf 
and Dumb Institution, its proceedings, since the last 
anniversary, the Committee wish to mention, at the 
butset r that having presented and published, last year, 
a very full report, both as to the state pf the Deaf and 
Dumb, in general, and the different plans for their 
Education; and having, also, printed a very extensive 
Appendix^ containing much interesting matter, as to 
foreign Schools, and various new publications on the 
subject, they think it unnecessary, this year, to do anj 
thing more, than submit to their friends, a very brief 
statement of proceedings since that period. Th« 
printed Appendix, also, will, this year, be confined to 
matters, connected with your own School ; for, thouyh 
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a good dedof information/** to different other kindred 
Institutions, fans been received, and some new publi- 
cations, they think it as w*H, to defer these matters, 
untO the ensuing Report* By this means, some expense 
wiU'be saved, in printing: and future Committees will 
probably see it advisable, to aet-on the same plan, viz : 
publishing/ only occasionally, extensive Reports, or 
Appendixes* so as to dilhinish,,** much as possible, 
the charge for porting* 

' fbe following 'matters, as to the pupils, deserve to 
be recorded — James Gaina, was admitted on the 1st , 
June, 1827, his father engaging to pay £15 a year:— 
Walter Davidson, was admitted on. the 1st September, 
182?, Lady Elizabeth M'Clintock, and others, engaging 
to pay £15 a year :— Edward L. Graham? was admitted 
on the 15th October, 1827, his friends engaging to pay 
£15 a year ir— Mary .Anne Corkoran, was admitted on 
the 1st April, 1628, a number of individuals having 
promised to contribute £15 a year -—Eliza Dempsey, 
was gent up, by the Cork Auxiliary Society, on the 1st 
April, 1828, under an engagement to pay £20 a year. 
Another pupil, a girl of the name of Rosetta Creaghe, 
Has been- admitted I under a similar engagement, made 
by her lather, to pay £20 a year, but has not yet been 
tent up to town. A day scholar of the name of Charle* 
Gifijgan, whose <autily lives near Claremont, was admit* 
kd, as a gratuitous pupil, on the 6th day of July,. 1827. 

The following pupils have left the Institution —

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may be raised. .Any contribution to this Xund will be 
thankfully received, — Two of the children, Eliza Correll, 
and James Galna, had severe attacks of fever, buj re- 
covered. Another, howeyej, Henry Payne, who had 
been but recently admitted, as a pupil, ejected by the 
Juvenile Society, fell a victim .to disease, on the 1st 
February, 1828, before his instruction had made any 
progress. That interesting Auxiliary, the Juvenile 
Association, have since elected two more pupils, Eliza* 
beth Murphy, and James Madders, who came in on the 
1st day of Aftril; so that they have now six pupils 
in the School, elected by themselves, and supported 
by their exertions in collecting funds. For the former, 
sogie friends hare engaged to pay part of her expense* 
At the Election, on. the 30th November, William 
Ho&s, was elected as a gratuitous pupil, and was ac-

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As to funds, the Committee think it only necessary 
to mention, that the Trustees of Bishop Stearne's cha- 
rities, last year, most liberally presented the Institution 
with a donation of £200, and that recently two donations 
of £50 have been received, the one from a former be- 
nefactor of the Institution, the Kt. Hon. and Rev. Lord 
Decies — the other from an anonymous contributor. 

As to the annual subscriptions, the Committee are 
happy to say, that they find them progressively advan- 
cing, from year to year — since this time last year, about 
forty new subscribers have enrolled their names, and 
very*few have fallen off* 

Some useful grants were, also received from other 
charitable Institutions, viz. — from the Hibernian Bible 
Society, 30 Bibles and 18 Testament, of various 
sizes. From the Society for Promoting the Education 
of the Poor of Ireland, two complete sets of their cheap 
books for School Libraries, valued at £3 : 6 : 8. Prom 
the Sunday School Society, 24 copies of Spelling Books, 
Nos. 1, and 2, 12 Alphabets, 12 Freeman's Card* 
and one copy of Hints for conducting Sunday Schools. 
From the Religious Tract and Book Soeiety for Ireland, 
* they have, also, received fifty shillings worth of hooks,, 
suited to children. 

As to the expenditure, the Committee think, that there 
is nothing particularly deserving of notice, except that 
1250 copies of the last Report were printed, and having 
been extensively circulated, have appeared to excite 
much interest, by the variety of novel matter, that it 
contained. Some other expenses connected with pain- 
ting the house, and some minor alterations andiiifc- 
provements, at Claremont were unavoidable.. 
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Hospital Rooms.*— Caravan Jbr Bay Scholars. £1 



Much inconvenience having been sometimes caused, 
in the case of sickness, at Claremont, by the want of 
separate hospital rooms for the sick, a zealous member 
of the Committee, Dr. Adams, commenced, some 
months since, a collection for the special purpose of 
providing this accommodation, and, we are bappy to 
say, has collected nearly enough to justify him in com- 
mencing the execution of this work, by alterations to 

i be made in some of the out-offices, which will provide 
two rooms for this purpose, one for the boys, and the 
other for the girls, connected with their respective parts 

|- of the'Institution.* 

Another member of Committee, Mr. Henry C. Sirr, 
Jun. has also commenced another separate subscription, 
for the purpose of purchasing a covered caravan, to 
convey to Claremont, daily, in the morning, and bring 
back again in the afternoon, such Deaf and Dumb 
children, resident in, Dublin, as may wish to attend as 
Day Scholars. — Any contributions towards this object, 
will be thankfully received by any of the Committee* 
As the School-room, at Claremont, is not yet filled 
with boarders* and as the whole apparatus of instruc- 
tion is there complete, the expense of this plan would 
be very small, after the first expense of the purchase. 
It might perhaps, however, be advisable, afterwards, to. 
provide such pupils with their dinner, at Claremont, 
daring the summer, and with their breakfast during 
the winter months.. By this means, such Deaf and 
Dumb children, as have their parents resident in Dublin, 
might receive a great part of the advantages of the.

' School, a* ClarewQnt, while, at the $ame time, they 
left unoccupied, the vacancies there, which should rather 
be appropriated to children from the country, who 
otherwise would be entirely cut off from education. 
The firs* ezpen.se of such a plan could not be more 
than ahqut forty pounds and the annual cost would 
probably not he so much* — As some friends of tlje 
Deaf and Dumb-had recently commenced a Day School 
in town, for such children as may reside w Dublin, 
your Committee have thought it jright* before putting 
the above plan into execution, to offer to the Conductors 
of that School, to take in all its pupils at once into 
Claxernont, if they will undertake to assist in providing 
for this trifling! primary, and animal charge^ and in 
providing additional assistance to Mr. Humphrey*, in 
his labour in the School* What the result of this oflfer 
may be, we are ye* to ascertain,* hut of this we feel con* 
fident, that .we have sought the true interests of the D**f 
and Dumb in making it, and that it affords the cheapest 
possible plan of relieving those, who are within the 
r*nge of such a plan. The intention is* that such 
children in. Dublin should collect at some central place 
in town, and sh**4d be taken up there, at a certain hour 
in the forenoon, hy a large covered caravan* and set 
down again, at thei same place* in the afternoa. But it 
is unneeewury, at present* to enter further into the minor 
details, than to say that such a caravan, with the words 
Chrmmt Jfrqf <wd Dumb Day Scholars* painted on its 
sides, stoating and repassing, daily, through the city, 
would b* a perpetual and efficient advertisement of the

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Institution— and that by this mea*s the exerfiorts of the 
friends of the Deaf and Dumb would be concehtrated 
in one focus, and the public interest not diverted to 
two different objects, white, at the saint tftne one appa- 
ratus of instruction and management, and of course 
one expenditure alone would require to be supported, 

Recently a journey was undertaken by M** Hum- 
phreys, to visit, the towns of Drogheda and Dtmdalk, 
with two of his pupils — in each he gave lecftrrtes. The 
season of the year being unfavourable* he ohty collected 
about £l : 12 : 0£ more than the expenses. Some 
annual subscriptions, however, wend rdceiVed-^md some 
individuals much interested. It te die intention of 
the Committee, that, after a short time, he should visit 
Armagh and Londonderry, and some othe* town's in 
the North of Ireland.

In fact, nothing but a power 
given to grand juries and parochial vestries, to assess 
their respective jurisdictions, for the support and eda- 
cation of their own Deaf and Dumb, at ClaremoJit, 
will ever universalize their education.

I understand that Mr. Sec. Lamb is coming over, and 
that he is preparing a,new code of Grand Jury Laws.

Although ^jremt difieulties do he in shew** of any ays* ' 
tern of f oor Laws, yet, H seems to me, that, as far «s 
those infirmities, with which children or* for*, there 
coufti %• no difficulty in empowering Grand Juries to 
present such sums of money, as are required for their 
education and maintenance, to be expended either within 
their respective counties, or eUeuohere. The Present* 
ments should be made to the treasurer and Managers 
of the House* of Industry, «r to €em«itoes ^printed 
by Che Grand Jury, where no House of Industry exists. 
The principal objects, then, in my contemplation are, 

1 " The Deaf and Dumb." 

2 " The Blind." . 

■ 3 " Cripples of fl u fof med Pers^w.^ 

4 "Idiots, not admitted into Lunatic Atfhxtmt, <ettber 
born such, or who afterwards became such* 
In the Province of Munster" there Are Houses j©T 
Imbust/Jr in eaeh «ee»nty, but the Managers are not 
authorized to expend any money out of th* county, so 
that they cannot avail themselves of the Institutions* 
in Dublin, adapted to the circumstances of each class 
of the above unfortunates. 

* Perhaps your legal friends would take the trouble of 
considering the matter over, and if the Patron, Vice- 
Patrons, and Committee of the Deaf and Dumb would 
present a Memorial on behalf of their own peculiar 
class, the others might be provided for in like manner.

In reporting to their Friends and the Public, at their 2Mb- An- 
nual Meeting, the proceedings of the past year, the Juvenile As- 
sociation have much pleasure in congratulating the Subscribers, 
upon the steady and progressive increase of its funds, and its con- 
sequently augmented power of benefiting the unhappy objects of its 
charity. 

The experience of each successive year, since its formation, in 
fact produces a stronger conviction, in the minds of its conductors, 
that its plan, though simple, is yet capable of almost universal ex- 
tension, throughout the Schools for the upper classes, in Ireland ; 
and that it only needs to be efficiently conducted, and steadily per- 
severed in, and extended, to produce a degree of benefit to the 
Parent Institntion, which even the original framers of the Juvenile 
Auxiliary were not able to foresee. 

Let us look at its principal effects, in their more striking points 
of view ; and first, as to the effects on the managers of its concerns. 

To those, who are at all aware of the effects of habit, it cannot 
but be interesting, to observe the importance of cultivating, in 
youthful minds and hearts, the habitude of doing good to others, 
from a feeling of Christian sympathy and commiseration ; for if 
man be naturally, as experience and revelation both .concur in ex- 
hibiting him, prone to selfishness, apt to think but little of the 
miseries and deprivations of others, and 'disposed to wrap himself 
up in the cloak of his own selfish individuality, caring little for' 
evils, that press only upon others, * surely it must be. of vast con- 
sequence, to implant and cultivate in early life, and in the youthful 
heart, those habits of feeling and of action, which in .manhood 
may counteract the suggestions of selfishness, and facilitate the 
maturity of compassion for the evils, under which others suffer. 
What more likely to effect this, than interesting and engaging the. 
young members of this Association, in efforts to relieve one of tne| 
greatest complication of evils, that can press upon rational beings. 
What, too, more likely to make us feel the value and the blessing 
of hearing, than being engaged in relieving those, whom it has 
pleased God to form destitute of that privilege ? What more con- 
ducive to our forming a right estimate of the value and importance 
of speech, and the* duty of using it, only for good purposes, than 
having under our view, constantly, beings, who are totally desti- 
tute of that faculty ? And Will not our becoming acquainted with 

i ' • « 
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the fact, that the Deaf end Dumb, being destitute of the know- 
ledge of language, are necessarily destitute of all the information 
contained in the words of revelation, not only make us more anx- 
ious to communicate to them that knowledge, but also make us 
disposed to value more highly the information, which, to us, the 
Sacred Scriptures, convey, without any hindrance, from want of a 
power to hear or read its words, and to appreciate their gramma- 
tical meaning. 

In fact, the immense importance of cultivating habits of Chris- 
tian charity and beneficence in youth,— which habits can only be 
produced and strengthened, by exercise and repetition,— is often 
too much overlooked by those, who attend only to the inculcation 
of principles ; for nothing is more likely, to infix the feeling and 
influence of the principles, which it is wished to instil, than the 
frequent exercise of those actions, to which they naturally tend. 

Tin's reflex effect of benevolence, upon those, who habitually 
cultivate it, shews, in one sense, how truly it was said by our Lord, 
that " it is more blessed to give, than to receive for Christian 
liberality blesses the man, who exercises it, both in the pleasure 
which it gives him, and in the feelings which it cultivates. 

It is time, however, that we should view the effects of this As- 
sociation, upon the objects of its bounty. And here we must first 
remark the striking fact, that, within the short period, which has 
elapsed since its formation, it has been enabled to place in the 
Institution, no less than five pupils, who otherwise, probably, might 
never have been able to obtain admission, their friends being des- ^ 
titute of the means of paying for their support, while receiving edu- 
cation there, and the Institution being unable, from want of other 
funds, to admit them gratuitously. It is gratifying, moreover, to 
consider, that we are met together this day, to extend the same 
benefit to one or two more children. 

Consider now for a moment, the extent and the variety of the 
benefits conferred on each individual, thus taken up by this Asso- 
ciation. He arrives at the Institution, totally ignorant of the 
meaning of even one single word, in the whole compass of lan- 
guage. Not even does the name of God,' when presented to bis 
eye, convey to his mind any impression, except that of the form of 
its three letters. Nay, even the idea, <which- this word re-excites 
in our mind, whenever seen, after it has been once explained to us, 
has no existence in his mind : — He has not even the slightest, or 
most indistinct conception, of the existence of any spiritual being:' 
—nor has he any knowledge even of his own possession of a soul. 
And if, as experience proves, the Deaf and Dumb, uninstructed, 
are totally ignorant, even of these simple truths, how easy it is for 
us to see, that they must be tenfold less capable of discovering* 
without our aid, all those grand and peculiar truths, which revela^ 
titra alone has made known to sinful man of the nature of «n» 
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as the transgression of a law, given by the Deity of the corrup- 
tion of man, as a taint of his nature, derived from a fallen primo- 
genitor of the atonement for man's sin, as made by the Son of 
God, in the nature of the sinner;— of the promise of the Holy 
Spirit, to enlighten .and jpiide all, who ask this, precious gift of 
•od, through Christ;— of the redemption of the body from sin, 
and its resurrection from the, grave; —and of the glorious hope of 
the second advent of our blessed Saviour, to establish. his kingdom 
of righteousness, peace, and joy, upon this earth t-— The Deaf and 
Dumb, in truth, are the greatest heathens in the world j for, living 
separate and insulated, as they do, they have not the excitements 
to reflection and inquiry, which the intercourse and combination of 
many minds may present, and being destitute of any written lan* 
guage, they have not any traditionary knowledge whatsoever. 
Each generation of Deaf-mutes is ignorant of all that any indivi- 
dual in former generations knew, learned, or invented, and each 
individual, in each generation, is incapable of learning any thing 
from other individuals,, unless he happens to meet them, and even 
then,, their intercourse can only communicate such ideas* as each 
possesses, which it baa been already shewn, do not comprise any 
of the essential truths of revelation, and. not even the commoner 
notions, which, are included in. what is generally called Natural 
Religion. 

To such beings, bow incalculable is the advantage of an edu- 
cation, which affords them, not merely a means of learning such 
trades, as may enable them to gain a subsistence in life, or of gain- 
ing such a knowledge of language, as may enablo them to com- 
municate with their fellow*meu, and to receive all the information 
of former generations, contained in books ; but also unlocks to 
them all the , treasures of Divine wisdom and knowledge, which 
Revelation contains, for the consolation of the afflicted, the en- 
couragement of the desponding, the salvation of the soul* 

But amidst x the many causes of congratulation to our members, 
to which we have reason to advert, we must not forget, , that we 
have also a painful duty to perform, in announcing, that one of the 
pupils who was elected at the last anniversary, was, after a few 
months residence in the Institution, attacked with an alarming 
disease, of which, after a few days extreme suffering, he died*. 
His residence in the School was so very short, that but little pro. 
gress could be made in communicating to him those blessed truths, 
which alone can support the sinking spirit, in the hour of pain, 
sorrow, and dissolution. What an incitement is this to active ex- 
ertion, in placing others, without further loss of time, within the 
range of instruction, lest death should overtake them too, ere our 
tardy charity has contrived to teach them that, which alone can rob 
'' death of its sting, or the grave of its victory." 

We have, however, great pleasure in being enabled to congratu- 
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late the friends of the Juvenile Association, on the increase of its 
Auxiliaries, during the past year. 

There has been another Auxiliary to our Association, formed at 
Raphoe Boyal School, with every prospect of success; the Report 
and Accounts of which will be found in the Appendix. The 
Temple- Oran Auxiliary has also improved, during the past year, 
in its funds, and promises to be a steady friend to this interesting 
cause. 

We have thus engaged, in behalf of fellow-creatures, who were, 
before, almost unknown in such establishments, two v of the prin- 
cipal Schools in Ireland, and we take advantage of this opportu- 
nity, again to impress upon the friends of this Institution, the im- 
mense opening, which is here presented, for the almost univeml 
extension of the Association throughout Ireland v and the incalcu- 
lable benefits, which would necessarily result from such a circum- 
stance. We therefore earnestly entreat its friends to use all their 
exertions to establish Auxiliaries in the different Schools, with 
which they may be connected, as the most effectual means of pro-' 
moting the benefit of that cause, for which they are interested. 

As to the items of income and expenditure, during the last^year, 
it is unnecessary to particularize them here, as the Treasurer's and 
Auditor's Accounts will sufficiently explain them. 

It is only necessary to add, that, during a period when the Pa- 
rent Institution was exceedingly distressed for money, last year! 
this Auxiliary was enabled, by a timely advance of money, so as to 
pay up the charge for its pupils, a year in advance, at once, to res- 
cue it from its embarrassments. 

Nothing, perhaps, can more forcibly illustrate the importance of 
our exertions to procure extended contributions. We trust mat it 
may please God to preserve us from being weary in well-doing* 
and make us always zealously affected in this good cause ; and 
that, when advanced to mature lite, we may be enabled, as oppor- 
tunity 4 may offer, to aid the present Committee^ by the result of 
that experience in charitable labour, wl^ich we have acquired in our 
Juvenile Association.

Iff terminating the labours of another year, the Temple-oraii 
Auxiliary feel, that their* success has surpassed, even their most 
sanguine expectations. They are sensible, that the young gentle- 
men composing it, have exerted themselves in so praiseworthy s 
^cause, in a manner highly creditable, for although the number of 
collectors, for the past year, did not equal that of the preceding) 
yet, by increased exertions, their labours have been amply repaid"; 
and they feel much gratification in being able to state, that the col- 
lection, transmitted to the Juvenile Association, amounted to nearly 
^double the sum collected during the year ending Easter, 1827. 

The Society have also -to state, that in consequence of tbe*3ure> 
oile Association entering into a resolution, tflat '' the Qualification 
for the first vote of each member be increased from 5s. to 10s. and

this transitory-scene, to that land, where the "dumb mouth" shall 
be opened to sing the praises, of Jehovah, 'and to lead them to 
Jesus, as a crucified Redeemer ; being impressed with such con- 
siderations, they again came forward, and unatiimeusly resolved te 
resume their exertions, in the cause of the Deal' and Dumb Poor 
.©f Ireland. -

At the close of another year, the Committee- art happy, in 
being able to report to the members of the Irish National Deaf 
and Dumb Institution, that they have much reason for cangratu* 
lation* in the review of the occurrence* of that period, and also 
many causes for thanksgiving, to the Author of all blessings, ia 
dependance upon whose support of every thing, undertaken for 
his glory, and his creatures' temporal and eternal good, this 
School was first commenced, and has been ever since conducted* 

In fact your Committee* in resigning their trust into you* 
hands, have to report nothing of an unfavourable nature ; while 
they have, on the contrary, to record an augmentation of prosperity, 
in every branch of its public support, and an encreasing degree of 
fuccess, in its internal results. 

Some details, as to its' income, last year, and still more a com-* 
parison of its various items, with those of previous periods, would 
Show, that it is steadily advancing every year in public estimation, 
a result, which can justly be attributed to only two causes : The 
first is, the blessing of the Lord, upon a work of mercy, under- 
taken to relieve, as far as by human means is possible, an eaten* 
sive and most afflicted class of his creatures, whom he bunseJf t 
while on this earth, when he veiled for a time his eternal omni- 
potency in the form of man, relieved by miracle ; thus leaving us 
an example, that we should follow his steps, of course according 
to the. limited measure of our ability, to imitate the effects, apt the

meant of his mercy* The second cause of success has been the 
interest, which the objects of such an institution, namely the Deaf- 
mute, naturally eicite in every humane and Christian heart; and 
the general and justly growing conviction of the public mind, 
every successive year, that this Institution is, in all the main and 
essential points of its management, so conducted, as to deserve 
their favour* 

It appears by the list of contributors, for the year ending this 
day, that no fewer thaowflfty-eight new annual Subscribers have 
enrolled their names, during that period, whose annual contribu- 
tions amount to £8\ 7s. and -the total of annual subscriptions, 
which in the year ending 3 1st December, 1828, amounted to only 
£515 17s. 7d., advanced in the year 1829, to £538 16s. lOd. 
The sum also contributed by benevolent individuals, or by Auxi- 
liaries, for the support of pupils, chosen by themselves, which in 

1828 was only j£447 19s. 3d. was raised in 1829, to £190 6s. 
The Donations which in 1828 produced £278 9s 2gd. in 

1829 produced £303 5s. This sura includes a large donation 
from Mr. Wakefield, of Sedgwick, near Kendal in Cumberland— 
a gentleman, who had been so much gratified, while in Ireland, 
by a visit one day to the School, with his family, that after bis 
return to England, he remitted the munificent contribution of 
,£100. It also includes a donation of £50, from the Right Hon. 
and Rev. Lord Decies, of Bo lain House, Northumberland, to 
whom the Institution has been on different occasions greatly 
indebted for his liberality. 

The balance also of the Treasurer's account, which at the close of 
1828, was £21 8s. lid. against the Institution, was found at 
the termination of 1829, to be JL'5 3s. 3d. in its favour* 

The proceeds of the Charity Sermon, therefore, are the only 
item among the sources of income, in which. there was any de- 
crease in* the funds, last year, and that only a trifle, viz : from 
£H9 12s. Id. (gross collection) in 1828, to ,£96 10s 3d. (do.) 
in 1829; but the late season of the year, to which it was by 
unavoidable circumstances postponed, and the annually increasing 
number of Charity Sermons, in Dublin, were the only causes of 
this temporary diminution. 

His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant was also pleased, to grant 
a sura of X 100 out of the civil contingencies, to pay one-half 
year's rent. 

In reference to the subject of Charity Sermons, we may here 
mention a measure, which we adopted last year, which appears to 
have given general satisfaction, as a just tribute of gratitude to 
those Ministers, who hate, at different timev kindly undertaken 
the labour of advocating the cause of the Deaf and Dumb, from 
the pulpit, namely, that they should be entitled for life, to one vote, 
far each vacancy, at every half yearly election of poor pupils, for 
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every twenty pounds, in the gross amount of the collection, made on 
tbe occasion. In accordance with this vote of the Committee, 
the following Clergymen are entitled to the votes hereinafter 
mentioned, and tbe same rule is to • be applied to every future 
Sermon.

Mary Dullagban was accordingly admitted on tbe 1 st of January, 
1830. James O'Brien, on the 1st January, 1 830. Mary Speer, 
on the 1st January, 18 SO. 

During the course of the year, two pupils were sent home 
a short time after their admission, as soon, in fact, as it was ascer- 
tained that they were not strictly cases of Deaf Mutism, bat that 
their intellects were originally defective, namely, Eliza Dempsey, 
a pupil sent up by tbe Cork Auxiliary, who was returned on the 
30th September, 1829, and Mary Jane Millar, one of the pupils 
elected by the Juvenile Association, who was admitted on the 
1st of July. 1889, and discharged on the 9th of October, 1829. 

Tbe following pupils were discharged having completed their 
education, viz : James Lyons, on the 9th January, 1 830 ; John 
Wynne, on the 3 1st December, 1829 ; John Pearson, on the I Oth 
March, 1830; Frances Hayes, on the 4th November, 1829; 
Mary Anne Doyle, on tbe 1 st October, 1 829 : all the above were 
returned to their families and friends. Barbara Doyne, who had do 
friends able or willing to receive her, was discharged on the 24th 
March, 1830, and apprenticed to a respectable dress-maker m 
the country, a benevolent lady having contributed £10, as a fee 
for an indoor apprenticeship of three years.: she had also before 
she left tbe Institution learned, as indeed all the girls do, to work 
very well with her needle, and had also been, as well as several 
others, taught to act as a «ervant in a family, so that there can be 
no doubt, that at the end of her apprenticeship, she will be able to 
earn her own bread. Philip Geary having been found to answer 
exceedingly well as an assistant teacher in the boys* school, h&i 
been retained at a salary of £4 a-year, with his diet and clothing- 
In consequence of the decease of the father of one of the chil- 
dren, viz : Eliza Correll, the circumstances of ber family were so 
altered, that the Committee reduced the sum, which was to he 
paid for her to £8. One girl has been admitted from England' 
Mary Pbilipson, who arrived on the 27th January, 18S0. The 
reason Tor her admission was, that the daughters of tbe gentleman, 
who was mentioned before, ajs having sent a donation of one 
hundred pounds, were anxious about ber education, and offered to 
pay the full amount of her annual expenses ; and as this girl 18 
therefore not any source of expense to the Institution's funo* 
the Committee considered themselves justified, of course, in *** 
ceding to their wishes. 

One paying pupil, a boy, haS been sent home, in con*egn* B * 
of his parents and securities having failed in their engagement* 
to pay the cost of his maintenance, after having been often sr 
plied to. 

The Committee are happy to mention, that the Juvenile A*" * 
elation, Auxiliary to this Institution, has proceeded during J 1 * 
past year with encreasing vigour, and consequently encreasing 
prosperity. They have now 32 Auxiliary Associations in dff ereot 

/ > 
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parts of Ireland, chiefly connected with Schools for the rich, and 
their funds were in so prosperous a state on last -Easter Monday, 
that at their anniversary meeting, at Ciaremont, on that day, they 
found themselves able to elect at once 30 pupils, to be supported 
by themselves in the School, having previously, at different times 
elected 16, so that after the above newly elected pupils have 
arrived, tbey will actually have forty-two children in the School, 
entirely supported by funds, collected by children for this object, 
and thus the total number of pupils in your School will be 
nearly 80. 

In order to encourage the exertions of the Juvenile Association, 
the Committee have decided, that according as the number of 
pupils elected by them encreases, they shall pay less and less for 
each pupil. This is a principle, on which tbey think themselves 
quite justified in acting, on behalf of the Institution, which you 
entrusted to their care, as the average expense of each pupil, will, 
in fact, decrease according to the augmentation of their numbers, 
because no encrease of the number will add any thing to the 
expense of Rent, Annual Meetings, Office in town, Clerk's Salary, 
Printing, Advertising, &c. &c. and comparatively, but little to> 
the total expense of the necessary Assistants' salaries for the 
School, as most of the Assistants will be Deaf and Dumb persons, 
who having been educated in the School, and found qualified for 
that purpose, can be .retained as assistant teachers, and whose 
salaries will be very small, in addition to their maintenance and 
clothing. If the Juvenile Association is prospered by the blessing 
of God, as much in future years as in the six past years of its 
existence, the time cannot be very far distant, when no instance 
will occur, of what has hitherto been so painful to our feelings in 
many instances, namely, our being obliged to strike a child's 
name finally off the list from overage, after having for one, two, 
three, or even four years, sought admission unsuccessfully, solely 
from the low state of the funds. 

The last Report mentioned, that one of the Committee had 
made a collection to fit up two rooms at Ciaremont, as HospitaL 
Rooms. It was, however, afterwards deemed advisable to adopt 
a plan* which in case of any infectious complaint among the 
children, would separate at once the sick from the healthy, and 
accordingly, we have arranged with the Physician to the Whit- 
worth Hospital, on the Canal, that all such cases of illness shall 
be received there ; and he has liberally arranged, with the consent 
of the Committee of that Hospital, that the whole charge for 
each patient's food, medicine, &c. &c. shall be at the rate of only 
one shilling a-day— and as Mr. Humphreys, our Master, baa 
also liberally agreed, that that sum of one shilling a day should 
be deducted from what is paid to him, according to our contract 
for dieting the children,— their illness, in fact, adds, no additional 
expense to your funds. This arrangement having made it uo-

necessary to provide the Hospital-rooms, the gentleman who had 
collected the money, as above stated, determined, with the ap- 
probation of the donors, to apply it to building a lodge for a 
tailor, at Claremont, by which means several of the male pupils 
will be enabled to be taught, out of school hours, how to cut out, 
and make their own clothes. This will not only be useful to the 
Institution, and to them at the same time, but will probably 
enable them, as tbey will be somewhat instructed, before they 
leave the Institution, to find masters willing to take them without 
a fee, or with a small one, which is a matter of very great impor- 
tance. This Lodge, though built, is not as yet floored, or com- 
pleted inside ; but it is hoped, that some benevolent persons will 
combine to contribute the trifle that would be requisite to 6nish 
it, and as in the other lodge already built, some of the children 
are now learning shoe-making, we hope that in process of time 
we shall be able to have a variety of trades carried on in separate 
cottages, similarly erected on the grounds, so that the pupfls may 
not only leave the school educated in letters, and in a knowledge 
of revelation, but also so far in some mechanical art, as to enable 
them easily to find masters glad to get them. Unless this plan 
is accomplished, we shall not think our Institution completely 
fitted to toe wants of the Deaf and Dumb poor.* 

Having thus mentioned a few of the leading circumstance 
connected with the proceedings of the Institution, during the past 
year, the Committee do not deem it necessary to enter into any 
lengthened discussion, in order to demonstrate either the claim 
which the interesting objects of their care have on public sym- 
pathy, or the extent of the benefit which may be bestowed on 
them, by means of an Institution like this. But while the man- 
ner in which their former appeals have been received, forbids the 
idea that the public generally, are either uninformed, or sceptical 
on these points, they hope to be excused if for the sake of those* 
(and it is believed there are many such,) who may not have b* 41 ^ 
or not reflected much on the subject, they shortly advert to the 
nature of the Institution, and the objects it has in view.

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It may safely be averred, that excepting the deprivation of 
reason itself, there is no defect of the human constitution more 
lamentable, than the congenital want of hearing, and consequently 
of articulate speech. This arises not merely from the sum, but 
still more from the kind of knowledge of which this sense forms 
the inlet. All our other senses, it is true, are inestimably pre- 
cious, as means by which we hold intercourse with the external 
world, and as contributing in such a variety of ways, to the safety, 
and convenience, and enjoyment of life. But the knowledge 
from which the Deaf are excluded, is the knowledge more pecu- 
liar to us as reasonable creatures. Not only are they Deaf to 
the voice of affection, and insensible to the charms of music, but 
the great avenue by which instruction reaches other minds, is in 
their case closed. They want the faculty by which the mutual 
communication of thought is chiefly carried on. Incapable of 
articulate speech, they are ignorant of written language, which is 
Its substitute, so that the accumulated stores of wisdom and know- 
ledge on which other men may freely draw, are locked treasures 
to them* And cut off from almost all communication with their 
fellows, beyond what is common to them with the lower animals* 
and left in a great measure to the unaided exertions of their own 
minds, they are doomed to spend their days in gloomy ignorance, 
and moping melancholy. Nor is it only the want of intellectual 
cultivation, and the narrowness of the field of present enjoyment, 
which they have to deplore. Man is not only a rational, but an 
immortal creature, and 'destined for eternity; and the Author of 
our being having been pleased to communicate to us the revela- 
tion of his gift of his Son for our salvation, not by a special reve- 
lation made to each individual, but by a written word, in what 
are emphatically called the Scriptures or sacred writings, the 
Deaf and Dumb, unless by some means their natural defects 
shall be remedied, must remain in a state of sin as well as igno- 
rance, and be total strangers to these glad tidings of great joy. 

In this situation they have become, according to the different 
views and feeling of those among whom their lot has been cast, 
objects of pity and commiseration, or of horror and superstitious 
dread j and it was long before even the possibility of relieving 
them was contemplated, and still longer before a practicable 
method of doing so was discovered. This precious art, however 
modern ingenuity, stimulated by Christian benevolence, has at 
length devised. An avenue has been found, by which knowledge 
may be conveyed to the minds of these mute and desolate crea- 
tures, and plans have been devised for rescuing them from vice 
and ignorance, and placing thern in the elevated station of in- 
tellectual, and social, and religious beings. 

As to the practicability of this plan, if any are yet sceptical 
on the subject, the Committee need not nOw erfter the list* of 
controversy with them j but as the most simple, and the moat 
4 2 
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convincing argument they can. employ,- they confidently refer to 
the experiments that have been made in different countries, the 
result of which is, that the average measure of intellectual power, 
possessed by the Deaf and Dumb, is fully equal to that of other 
men, needing only materials for its efficient exercise; that they 
are, in general, distinguished by gentleness and docility ; and 
that they are quite capable of being instructed in the use of 
written, and Co a certain extent, <of articulate language— in the 
arts 'of life— the elements of general knowledge— and the princi- 
ples of religion. Above all, the Committee refer with pleasure 
and confidence to the history and progress of the Institution com- 
mitted to their care, to the wonders it has already wrought, of 
which you will have convincing proofs brought before you this 
day, and to its daily increasing usefulness* 

It was first commenced in the year 1816. on a very United 
scale; and since that period many children besides the present 
inmates of the establishment, who but for it must have been 
doomed to hopeless ignorance, and limited in a great measure, to 
mere animal enjoyment, have had their dormant faculties called 
into exercise, have been trained up in knowledge and virtue, and 
sent out into the world in a capacity to labour for their own 
support, and to be useful members of society, instead of beings 
permanent burden on the industry of others.. And a result so 
gratifying must surely be regarded as, in every view, an ample 
recompense for the trouble and expense, though considerable, 
that have attended their education ; for as the difficulty of edu* 
eating the Deaf and Dumb exceeds that of instructing ordinary 
children, so also must the cost of a Deaf and. Dumb Institution 
exceed that of any other poor school,, as the number of teachers 
must be greater, and they must also be of a superior class of 
intellect. Apart from all sense of duty, and every, feeling of 
benevolence, it were pleasing to witnes -so eigfeal a triumph of ; 
art over natural defect; and in a philanthropic view, though no 
more bad been attempted than merely to collect these desolate 
beings from their several neighbourhoods into one society, where 
they might be maintained in comfort, much would have been 
done to promote their happiness] for, though- denied of the 
faculty of speech, they have a natural language composed of 
visible signs, intelligible to each other, which might have been 
improved by use, and the very. exercise of which, howevee limited, 
must Jjave afforded tbem delight.. But whan to thw has beta , 
added, not only new and more distinct modes of giving expres- 
sion to their feelings; but such an extent of instruction as oss 
%tted them to be happy and useful members of society, and to 
know, and serve, and love the. God that made them, and the Lord 
that bought thorn, the result of our benevolent scheme must form 
the subject of wonder, and mutual congratulation. And ft it, 
tp as. it surely is* •« more blessed to give than to receive," we 
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may learn from the cheerful look*, and contented happy temper 
of these mute objects of our bounty, what ought to be the mea- 
sure of our gratitude to God, for having made us his honoured 
instrument* in doing so much good. 

As to the past year-s proceedings, the Committee have great 
pleasure in reporting, that die tuition of the pupils in the various 
branches of education, has been conducted by Mr. Humphreys 
and his assistants, on a plan, and with an efficiency which merits 
the highest commendation, and is the result of enlightened zeal 
and long experience, and that Mr. Humphreys has continued to 
secure the entire confidence of the Committee, and the affection 
of the children, by the parental tenderness with which he watches 
over the whole establishment. And they are happy also to be 
able to add, that through , the liberality of the public, and the 
exercise of a strict economy, the debt for the current expenses of 
food, Sec. &c. which had been incurred in former years, when the 
annual income fell short of the unavoidable expenditure, has 
been paid off, so that the Institution now only owes the original 
debt of about dgGOO Irish, contracted for the erection of the new 
buildings, without which it would have been in fact impossible 
for the school to have been carried on at all. But as the Insti- 
tution is subject to a heavy annual sum of interest for this debt, 
they trust that their successors may be enabled to do more than 
themselves, and thus to obtain funds for its extinction also, and 
in the mean time, as the rate of interest which they are obliged to 
pay to their Treasurers on the money borrowed from them, is as 
high as Six per Cent, they think it might be possible to induce 
some benevolent person who has a command of money, to lend 
the Institution a sum sufficient to pay it off at once, and to be 
content to take a much lower rate. Not to look forward to the 
removal of this remaining burden, would argue, that the Com- 
mittee were insensible to the readiness and liberality, with which 
all tbelr calls have hitherto been answered. But they will frankly 
own that they look farther. They cannot allude without pain, 
to the many urgent applications, which they have been under the 
necessity of refusing, for want, not of accommodation in the 
school-room, but of funds,— to the comparatively small number of 
children who are admitted at each election, to the benefits of the 
Institution, and to the heavy sum which they are obliged, in 
many cases, to require from the relatives or friends of- applicants* 
But they look forward to a period, they trust fast approaching, 
when the necessity for this shall no longer exist. Trusting to 
that charity which " never faileth," they venture to anticipate the. 
time, when with the assistance of the Juvenile, and other Auxi- 
liaries, (which are the first fruits of that generous emulation in 
goodness excited by this establishment,) no individual of that 
unhappy class of beings, whom it is their object to relieve, shsTl 
be left without the means of intellectual improvement, and reli- 
gious knowledge. Nor does this imply any unlimited or ver 
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, unreasonable demand on public charity. The number of unin- 
atructed Deaf and Dumb in Ireland, (the whole being probably 
as one to two thousand of the general population,) does not 
perhaps exceed 3,500, and from these fall to be deducted such as 
. can afford to pay for instruction. And when we deduct from 
this number, all who are under the age of 8, which is the first and 
fittest period for their admission into the asylum, and all, who 
from their having been totally neglected previous to the yesr 
1816, have passed the age at which it would be prudent, or safe 
towards the others to admit them, or perhaps practicable to edu- 
cate them, there can be little doubt that this Institution might be 
gradually enlarged so as to meet all the wants of the rising genera- 
tion of the Deaf end Dumb. It has been said indeed, and with truth, 
that charity often encreases the number of its objects, and that 
the wider the door of a parish work-house is thrown open, the 
greater is the crowd pressing for admittance ; but no such objec- 
tion can reasonably be made to restrain the band of charity in 
the support of this Institution. For while mere poverty is often 
the result of misconduct, as well as of misfortune, and the reliev- 
ing it, at least in a systematic way, may tend to weaJten the 
ordinary motives to economy and industry, the privation under 
which the Deaf and Dumb labour, is in no case to be traced to 
themselv es t he very nature of the case precludes the pouibility 
of imposition— -the charity given for their relief can never add to 
the number of its own objects, which is determined by the over- 
ruling providence of God, according to the laws of the bodily 
constitution of fallen man ; and no one individual therefore can 
be relieved, without, in a proportionate degree, diminishing the 
aggregate amount of misery. 

This is a view, which the Committee trust will not be overlooked 
by those to whom they address themselves, in estimating the 
comparative claims of this, and other charities on their support 
And in conclusion, they would just call on them to consider, that 
several poor objects are now pressing for admittance to their 
Institution, to whom the Committee, for the reason already stated, 
are compelled to refuse it ; and that even now, while this appeal 
.is making, some of these maybe passing the age, beyond which 
ft is found impracticable to impart instruction to them. And 
they leave it to the wealthy and benevolent to say, whether now 
that the evil and the remedy have both been set before them, they 
will, by stinting their contributions, suffer any of these mute 
supplicants of their bounty to perish in ignorance, and to be 
hurried into the eternal world unacquainted with the God the* 
made them, and the way of salvation which has been so clearly 
pointed out to themselves in the Gospel of his Son; leaving 
behind them as they must do, this reproach, that though tbissavutf 
knowledge might have been imparted to them, awe werefow* 
twho " cared for their souls*.*'

Ephesians ii. 12. 

" HAVING NO HOPS, AND WITHOUT OOD IN THE WORLD." 

THESE words, my brethren, form in themselves a brief sod 
emphatic summary of the lost state— -the hopeless condition of the 
Deaf and Dumb. 

It is now a well authenticated fact, of which you can this day 
satisfy yourselves, by personal examination of the beings before 
you, that the Deaf Mute remains totally unacquainted with the 
existence or the character of the Divine Being,, unless instructed 
therein. The light of nature, whatever it be, is lost in the gloom 
of nature's depravity. Their breast resembles the fabled careia 
of the winds, wanting its legitimate governor, within which the 
passions storm, and rage, and fret, seeking vent for their unbridled 
fury, and going forth to find their gratification only in those plea- 
sures which degrade our common nature, and assimilate it to that 
♦* of the brutes that perish." Brethren, while you hear and know 
this to be their state, while they sit crowded before you in such 
numbers, while I can apply such language to them, without fear 
that any observation 7 might hurt their delicacy, that any word 
might wound their feelings, while I speak before them, as if I 
stood among the dead do you not long for the presence of Him 
who could purify their moral nature— who could say unto them 
*' ephphatha,, be thou opened ?" Do you not wish, instead of dwel- 
ling on tiieir wretchedness, that we could comfort them with the 
knowledge of one, who is able and willing to bestow on them every 
thing which they need— of one who loves them fondly, though be 
has seen fit to withhold from them blessings, which he ha sfoestowed 
on us Jus more favoured children— of one who was deaf to all the 
temptations which heaven, or earth, or bell, could offer, for their 
#ake»~. « lEho w»s dymb as the sheep before her shearer, and 
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6pened not his mouth," that he might bring them once more ac- 
quainted with their God, and give them wherewithal to come 
before him in that precious blood which alone maketh atonement ? 
Tea, brethren, we have seen your liberality on less pressing occa- , 
sidns than this ; and we will not doubt your aid to an Institution 
which will lead these spiritually " blind, by a way they could not 
naturally know," unfold before their searching gaze the pages of 
everlasting life, and teach them to use the " understanding heart," 
instead of the " hearing ear." 

- In one sense, brethren, there are none of us without God in tbia 
world. The natural and essential presence of Deity is diffused 
throughout the trackless paths of immensity • it fills the boundless 
regions of space ; " He is about our paths, about our beds and 
spieth out all our ways." There is not a spot in the heavens above, 
the earth beneath, or the waters under the earth, to which the pre. 
sence and the power of Jehovah do not extend. If we " ascend 
up into heaven, he is there ; if we make our beds in hell, he is. 
there also ; if we take the wings of the morning and dwell in the 
uttermost parts of the sea, even there his right-hand would hold 
us> M and his presence turn the darkness into light ;— shrouded in- 
profound and unfathomable mystery, he accompanies us by day, 
and hovers over us in the watches of the night 

Awake, asleep, at home, abroad, 
We are surrounded still by God. 

Who then can tell how often he has grieved that High and Holy 
Spirit ? 'Who can tell how often he offehdeth ? Or who can enu* 
merate the countless thoughts, and words, and actions, which form 
the items of his sin, and swell the lofty pile of guilt which must, 
either foe borne by Jesus as his surety, or sink the sinner into the- 
darkest depths of horror and despair ? 

But it is not the absence of God, in this sence, to which our 
text refers. " Without God," here means, without his presence, in 
the soul, giving light to the understanding, becoming the guiding 
principle of life, and forming the ground-work of our hope here, 
and our happiness, our portion, our desire hereafter. 

Now, brethren, it behoves us all to ascertain, individually^ 
whether God is with us in this sense ; for remember, that it matters 
not, as it respects each of us, that the Gospel day has dawned ; it 
matters not that in onr happy land the Sun of Righteousness 
biases in the meridian; it matters not though he shone with noon* 
day splendour over the whole earth— -enlightened, renovated, and 
cheered every bosom ; this can be of no avail to us, if he " shine 
not in our hearts, to give us the light of the knowledge of the glory 
of God. in the face of Jesus Christ." For, brethren, of what avail 
would it be to inform you of the being and the existence of God * 
Of what avail to tell you of his inflexible justice— his unspotted 
purity— his fierce wrath— his fiery indignation ? Would you wish 
t*? know the requirements of a pure- and l^oly law, if he did not 
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reveal some other righteousness than your dwn sinful and pottnted 
nature? Would you wish to know your state by nature* if no 
mode of recovery were pointed out ? This would be to lead yea 
to the tree of knowledge, and debar you from the tree of fife} this 
would only reveal to you the darkness of your destiny ; this would 
blight all your pment happiness, and wrap the future in a frigktfid 
gloom. But when we see hhn, as he is "in Christ, reconciling 
the world unto himself, and not imputing their trespass** unto 
them"— when we know him as "just, and yet the justiner of the 
ungodly" who believe In hkn---**as so loving man, even in his 
state of enmity and sin, as to give his Son to be the propWsuoe 
for those sins,'* and yet so consistent in his equity, as to be sstsdUd 
with nothing less than the unspeakable sufferings of him, who had 
dwelt in his bosom from eternity, and without whose blood thoe 
could have been no rescission of sin ; then do we feel pity for thoje 
who are without God; we abhor ourselves in dust and asbes be- 
fore the man of sorrow* t and while, by the light of heaven, w* be- 
hold the manger and the wilderness, the cross, and the tomb; 
while we associate with them the throne of heaven vacated tor our 
sake*, its glories and its praises willingly resigned, out tongue* 
become loosed and we cry, " what manner of love is &i&, whsrswuh 
he has loved us V* The ears, before " deaf as the adder," sis 
opened to his voice—the hearts of stone are broken by the 
Saviour's touch " sin appears exceeding sinful." Let her as- 
sume her lightest shades ; let her put on her most tempting 
colours ; yea, let her array herself in the form of an angel of 
light, yet she bears the hammer and the nails once used on 
Calvary,-- the mark of the " destroyer" in on her brow-**tne 
crimson spot—the murderer's brand, more deeply marked than that 
once set upon the brow of Cain, since God has traced it with a 
finger dyed in Emmanuel's blood ! 

All objects are now viewed and examined by the light of the 
star of Bethlehem. We have taken it for the guide of our lively 
the director of our course, the inspirer of our hope; it will keep 
our look upwards, our minds and views clear, our path unctoudeoV 
the emissaries of darkness shall flee from its light, and even from 
the valley of death it will disperse the shadows, clouds, and dark* 
ness, which rest upon the scene. 

Now, brethren, it is the spiritual badge of those who have the 
Lord for their God, that they deny themselves, and follow hhn) 
the baptismal cross upon the brow, should be the outward sign* 
that they that are Christ s have crucified the flesh with the affec- 
tions and lusts ; the mark of our discipleship is, to count all things 
but loss, for the excellency of the knowledge of him ; and only 
he who resigns himself to God, with full devotion of heart, and 
eoul, and mind, and strength, in this world, should have any hope 
4>f duelling with him in the world to come. How numerons, 
then, brethren, are they who are living without God in the world? 
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Wedo not now speak of the Deaf and Dumb ; we do not speak of the 
heathen, though Ashtaroth and Baal can boast their worshippers tell 
tunes as numerous as those of the true God ; we do not even speak 
of those who are styled lover* of pleasure more than lovers of God* 
though their number far, far, exceeds the godly ; we will not even 
■peak of the immense number of devotees* who in these commer- 
cial countries, are absorbed, by the pursuit of wealth, into whose 
thoughts I will not say God never comes, but in whose heart he 
never presides ; Who have set up for themselves the golden image j 
who need no command to fall down before it— no animating musie 
—no tabret, sackbut, or psaltery, to influence them, but who are 
Worshipping it in spirit and in truth ; we would not confine our 
remarks to these, but taking in the religious world itself, how nu- 
merous are they who are <* without God" in this world ? Idolatry 
*• a universal crime ; it erects altars and deities as numerous as 
the sinful thoughts which rise within our minds ; our attention is 
occupied by them— our hearts are devoted to them— our servicee 
are engaged by them to the exclusion of that jealous Being, who 
claims our whole hearts, and souls, and mind, and strength. The 
troth must be stated clearly, brethreo — the Gospel trumpet must 
giro no uncertain sound— we are " without God," if we prefer 
the pursuits in which we are engaged, and the delights by which 
we are surrounded, to the business for which we were created, the 
busineu of religion, and the important concerns of salvation. We 
are " without God," if our desires dwell upon earth— if our affec- 
tions are set on things below, instead of being fixed on things 
above; in short we are " without God," if in any shape we prefer 
the body to the soul— the creature to the Creator— the world 
around us, to the world above us ; and such an awful state as this 
may be that of any individual, though attended by many qualifying 
and retrieving circumstances. There may be some attention to 
spiritual things— some mint, or occasional regard to the great 
business of making the. calling and election sure. There may be 
stated times of prayer— the Scriptures may be read— the sanetuary 
attended, and the sacrament partaken ; but is there one among us 
fool enough to think this is all which is required by him who 
bought us with his life ? Can your debt be discharged by the kiss of 
homage and the treason of the heart ? Is it a cold toleration with 
which God will be content? He has declared himself a jealous 
God; his unslumbering eye takes cognizance of every duty re- 
garding his unthinking and self-deceiving creatures, with an opi- 
nion so different from theirs, that what is highly esteemed among 
men is abomination in bis sight ; his omniscience pierces with per- 
feet ease through every maze and labyrinth of the hearts, which hia 
hand created ; the motive and principle by which we are actuated 
lie exposed before him— every unholy reservation or mixture strikes 
him, and while we are perhaps unconscious of our offences— while 
we live, and perhaps die, in the ungrounded confidence of being

the merited objects of his favour ; while we perhaps carry oiir.fi* I 
surance still further, and at the foot of the Eternal Throne cry 
" Lord Lord ! have we not prophesied in thy name, and in thy 
name done many wonders !" we may have been all the time " with- 
out God in the world." tie will declare he "never knew" us— 
our hopes shall perish j and as we depart from the light of his 
countenance, we shall sink into the blackness and the darkness of 
unending night. 

And what hope can there be, my brethren, .even in this world 
for those who are in such a state as this ? We readily see— we at 
once admit, that for the poor and the friendless, there is none— 
for those who are not favoured with the means of . enjoyment— far 
beings like those now before you, who are cut off from all social 
fellowship, and precluded two of our greatest inlets of gratifica- 
tion, there is none. But, my brethren, whatever be your circum- 
stances, or your means, or your state of life, if you are without 
God, there is no hope for you ; and as we look forward through 
the gate, which is already opening to receive you, amid the smoke 
and the flames we can read in characters of blood, that, you will 
be •« reserved in chains of darkness unto the judgment of the great 
day." Could we give you all that this life can offer— unusual 
length of days, and Unbroken health ; let the world open for you 
all her stores— the mine pour forth her wealth, but for you ; .could 
we restore a paradise around you, and raise a palace for your dwel- 
ling, soon would the flowers cease to please your eye ; the fruits 
would pall upon your taste ; no earthly abode would prove a rest- 
ing place for the immortal spirit ; it would pine in absence from 
its native home ; your hope would carry you merely to the verge 
of the grave, and there it would leave you ; it is of the earth, 
earthly ; it has no affinity to that eternity, which expands her arms 
to receive you ; it may beguile your tedious passage through this 
life ; it may .soothe many a weary hour— build many a castle ia 
the air, but it will sting you at the last ; it will abandon you as 
you reach the edge of the tremendous precipice— the awful gulf 
into which you must plunge without a gleam to cheer. Yea» the 
hope of the worldly will perish ; it will not endure the blase of 
eternity ; it will be lost in the grave ; it will never rise to be re- 
alized in the kingdom of heaven : this moment he may stand be- 
fore us like a son of the morning, the object of our envy and 
applause, the next may behold him sunk in the mire of the bottom- 
less pit ;— this moment he may stand before us, elevated to supe- 
rior rank among the principalities, the kingdoms or dominions of 
earth, the next he has become a fiend, too vile to pollute the air of 
heaven with bis infectious breath, and holding, companionship 
with those who are without God and tremble at his name. 

My brethren, it is impossible to conceive the awful state wjiich these 
words express ; no language— no imagery is sufficient to paint it 
to you ; but I can point you to a place— I can lead you to a spot 
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%vbich tells their bitter meaning. Turn y our eyes then from earth— 
fronl Lebanon with its lofty cedars, and let them rest upon the 
hill of skulls— ithe' place of the out-pouring of ashes, then you may 
'trace it in the blood of Calvary — you may read it on the accursed 
tree-^-you may hear it in the wailing cry, w My God, my God, 
why hast thou forsaken me ?" 

«* Without God this it was, that gave bitterness to the cup, 
which Jesus drank to the very dregs ;— " Without God ! " this it 
was, not sin, which gave to death his sting ;— " Without God ! " 
this was the weight, which hung so heavy on his soul ;— «« Without 
God ! "—abandoned by his Father's love ! ! 'this it was that made 
him exceeding sorrowful — wrung his heart with agony — made him 
sweat as it were great drops of blood falling down to the very 
ground— drew from him that piercing cry, which rent the very 
rocks asunder, and paled the lights of Heaven with fear. 

This, my brethren, may give us an idea of what it is to be with- 
out God. To Kft our eyes to heaven, when our " fear cometh," 
and see the brow of Omnipotence clouded with frowns and " ven- 
geance, and fiery indignation awaiting us;" and this must be the 
fate of every individual, who lives " without God ;" he must die 
• 4 without God if he will not now believe in bis testimony— if he 
trill not now come to him as a Saviour— if he will not now take his 
loving Father in the' heavens to his heart, and found his hope 
upon the only sure foundation— the rock of ages, his blood must 
be upon his own bead. He chooses war with him, who, to the 
dcspisers of his mercy, is " a consuming fire ;" and alt those pangs 
inflicted on his beloved Son for imputed sin, will descend upon the 
real offender with tenfold vengeance and intolerable anguish. 

Brethren, I have described, as I could, the awful state of those 
who live without hope, and without God in the world./ I have 
begged of you to consider, whether* this may or may not be your 
own state ; and I must now proceed to the object which has as • 
sembted us together : — I come to plead with you in behalf of those 
who are poor indeed, poor in body, and poorer in mind ; I come , 
to plead with you for a people in the deepest darkness and dis- 
tress j I come to speak to you about a people having the hand of 
God visibly upon them ; a people, whose fate here is shrouded in 
all the gloom which poverty and affliction can heap upon them, 
and over whose fate hereafter the shadows of eternal darkness are ) 
already gathering ; all that I have hitherto said, my brethren, is ( 
applicable to them, for they are " without hope, and without God 
in the world." # ' 

Here are minds which no human power can controul— which I 
no legislation can change; moral beings dwelling in ignorance, L 
and therefore setting at defiance the -power and' the love of God ; I 
beings, who amidst all the spread of knowledge —the improvements I 
of art — thejprogress of science— the advancements of refinement, / 
must still continue the same. Shall preacherships and lectureships 
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be established fpr the rich ?— shall Mechanics' Instituted multiply 
for the middling ?— shall Sunday and Daily Schools abound for 
the poor?— and shall those who most need— who most prise in- 
struction, be neglected ?— shall we listen to the cries which are 
wafted across the wide Atlantic or Pad 6c, and turn a deaf ear to 
our own ?— shall we forget the land that bore them— our natal sir 
which nourished them ?— shall we treat them as aliens, while we 
adopt the children of the heathen and the stranger ? No. brethren; 
though Deaf and Dumb, you can guide their feet into the paths of 
peace; you can point their eyes to pages replete with wisdom; 
and the spirit can make intercession for their spirit with growings 
which need not utterance. Though seeming to you lower in the 
scale of being than yourselves— though their understanding is 
darkened— though they seem as if nature had already stamped the 
brand of perdition upon their foreheads— as if the chains of dark- 
ness were already wrapped around — and as if the adamantine spell 
were never to be broken— yet in the breast of each there beats an 
immortal soul ; there lies gathered up, as it were in embryo, the 
wings of an etherial being, capable of soaring above this world, and 
ultimately rising to that which is to come ; it needs but the touch 
of Christ, and their prison-door shall be opened ; light will pene- 
trate the recesses of their understanding ; emancipated from hU 
former bondage, and free in the liberty of the sons of Cod. hope 
shall fill' him with bright anticipations ; content shall breathe a new 
atmosphere around them j the darkness of desolation shall be dis- 
pelled; he shall no longer be without God; the fiun of Right- 
eousness shall rise with healing on his wings; and they shall 
contemplate with delight that eternity, the very intimations of 
which they formerly regarded with dread ; death shall no longer 
be the subject of alarm ; the promises of God shall be the pillows 
on which they sink to repose, and their very flesh shall rest in hope; 
its beams shall seem more bright as they illume the dying cham- 
ber ; they shall shed a heavenly hue upon the pallid corpse— shall 
gild the funeral hearse into the chariot of fire — shall beam upon 
the darkness of the sepulchre, turning the night of death into ever- 
tasting day ; all earthly hopes shall vanish— shall meet their death- 
blow, as you hear the grating sounds which accompany the 
mournful words, "ashes to ashes, dust to dust;" and you must 
return to the place where the husband or the father, the mother or 
the child, are seen and heard no more. But the Christian sorrows 
not as those who have no hope ; he views death swallowed up in 
victory— the form re moulded in celestial beauty —re-united to the 
immortal spirit— the habiliments of mourning changed into the 
white robes of glory, and anew being, radiant with light, and glo- 
rious to look upon, soaring away in the clouds of Heaven. 

Such is the mighty change to which we shall teach them to look 
forward, as the goal of their hopt— the day of restoration to voice 
and hearing — those objects of their deepest aspirations— their 
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fondest longings— when their present " vile bodies shall be 
fashioned like unto his glorious bbdy"— when they shall hear the 
melodies of heaven, and join the joyous anthem of the skies. As 
we do not recognise the humble worm which crawls upon the 
earth, in the beauteous insect which floats above our heads; thus 
so changed shall they appear, that their former companions shall 
not know them, but as we gaze we shall exclaim '« What are these 
which are arrayed in white robes, and whence came they ?** and 
shall find that they are those who once stood before us, having i 
ears that heard not, and tongues that spake not, but who came out! 
of this great tribulation, haviftg found their way, through the in- I 
strumentality of this truly Christian Institution, to that fountain > 
where they have " washed their robes, and made them white in the ' 
blood of the Lamb." 

Such, brethren, are the blessings we anticipate from this In- 
stitution ; not merely the relief of temporal distress, but the salva- 
tion of immortal souls. 

We hail its present prosperity not merely as a mark of public 
approval, but of the approbation of our God. The sun-shine of 
heaven is now upon it ; the distresses which so lately lowered 
over it, and raised alarm in its friends, were like the thunders of 
heaven, which from the darkest — densest clouds poor forth re- 
freshing -streams, and fill our granaries with abundance. That 
support which the coldness of manhood was so backward to be- 
stow, has been lavished from the warm hearts and open hands of 
the young. Out of the mouths of babes and sucklings he has per- 
fected praise ; this cause has been taken up by the children of our 
families— 4he youth of our schools. And here, my brethren, you 
have to repay a debt of gratitude to this Institution. " From the 
womb of the morning, it has got the dews of our youth" ; " in 
blessing they' shall be blessed ;" in labouring for the cause of 
Christ his spirit shall desceud on many ; and as your children 
grow in stature, they shall grow in wisdom, and in favour both 
with God and man; and this shall effect more for the world, 
than the conversion of the aged ever could. The showers which 
fall late in the year can do but little good, for the winter is at 
hand, and a stop must soon be put to' the process of vegetation ; 
but when the showers fall in spring, earth is mellowed by their 
softening influence ; her fields put forth their verdure ; then become 
white unto the harvest, and yield an abundant increase, in " some 
thirty, in some sixty, in some a hundred fold." 

Thus, when we see our children, our schools, our young, devot- 
ing themselves to God, we hail the dawn of brighter days for the 
church— hope gilds the future with the promise of their manhood — 
angels rejoice-— Satan trembles, while the world arises in the 
beauties of holiness, giving us a pledge that it shall shortly become 
the kingdom of our God and his Christ. 

Go oh, my young friends j let the God of your fathers be your 
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God also. They who have planted this Institution, who have set 
it going, are retiring, one after another, to repose for ever under 
tiie refreshing shade of the tree of life ; before their light is quite 
extinct*— while their sun is yet going down, it will rejoice their 
hearts to see others lighting up their torches, that the world may 
not be left in total darkness. Think, my beloved young friends, 
• : bow soon youth will glide away into middle life— crowded with all 
£ts cares— busy with all its anxieties ; how soon manhood will 
fade away into age, loaded with all its infirmities, and how soon 
iage itself will stumble on the dark mountains, and the silver cord 
must be loosed, and the golden bowl broken. Think how painful 
it will be to leave a world in which you have done no good, and 
to meet the eye of Christ, without having ever exerted yourselves 
in bis cause. Think of this, and remember your Creator in the; 
days of your youth. Let him have the dew— the freshness of your 
morning— they that seek him early shall find him ; — behold, he 
cometli quickly — he coraeth to claim the world— go ye forth to 
meet him— carry the palm— strew the branches— -spread ypur 
garments before him, and give him an addition to the dominions, 
and powers, and principalities^ ever which he already rules— the 
kingdom which he yet wants— the kingdom of God—iha* which 
Is within you— that of your hearts— your warmest affection*— you* 
unwearied efforts, and exertions ; then shall the present prosperity 
of our religious institutions sink into, insignificance ; what we^now 
think a fruitful field shall appear but as a wilderness, and what we 
think a forest will be counted but a fruitful field/' 

And are we, my brethren, doing all we can to accelerate this 
time ? Are we ready to give an account of our stewardship ? 
Have we the smile of God beaming upon us,, and his presence 
abiding with us? Or are. we still without God in this world ? Jt 
is said of Christ, that be went about doing good *< for God was 
with him." And thus if he is with you, your conduct this cay 
towards the Deaf and Dumb will be that of Christ; ypa will look 
up to .heaven for a blessing, and proceed to use all the means 
which be has placed in your power for their recovery. Jesus 
sighed as he thought upon their misery ; and no wonder, brethren ; 
from infancy their tale is one of " lamentation, and mourning, and 
woe.** 

The first act of him who ushers us into this world, is to ascer- 
tain are we deformed — are we mutilated ; and satisfied on this 
head, he consigns us to the arms of a fond mother. But what is 
this, my brethren ? He knows not ought of mental deformity— 
of intellectual mutilation— that all-important secret rests with Him 
from whom the spirits of all, yea, even of the Deaf and Dumb, do 
proceed* Scarce docs a year elapse ere the anxious parent com- 
mence* her task.— Oh ! how anxiously does she await some incipient 
symptom of understanding— some prattling sound to bless he* 
1 e * unot * i *« :r ibe, rbr I do not know, the protracted sus- 
pense— the lingering hope with which the parents of each of these 
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unconscious mates have watched their opening years; aye, til} 
hope deferred had. made their very hearts sick; and doubt sub* 
stantiated, had turned the cherub laugh of infancy into the buried 
gleam — the mocking smile of almost worse than idiocy. Yes, ye 
mothers of these poor unfortunates, ye suffered deeply, and, no 
doubt, ye, suffered .long, ere ye> dared confide your smothered fears 
eren to the partners of your solicitude. And we should be worse 
thin brutes If we did not sympathize in what ye have endured ; ' 
and we meet this day to show, our deep respect for woes, which, ! 
as fathers and as mothers, we pray thee, O Father of mercies, to j 
protect us from !— Oh, may the compassion of every parent who < 
hears me this day, prove to Jesus that they are not unmindful of 
that mediation, which has preserved them from inflictions like 
these, , and which alone can save themTrom that state, where even 
to be Deaf and Dumb would be felt and acknowledged as a/ 
blessing ! 

And, oh ! what is the yearning of the mother over her babe ?— 
what is the manly tenderness— the anxious forethought of the 
earthly father for bis young, when compared to the deep-rooted 
love— -the alt-engrossing fondness of that ' Being, whose body, life, 
and soul, were devoted to our use ? The mother may forget her 
sucking child, but never— never does he, through the long hours 
of the day, withdraw his thought; never, during the dark watches 
of night, does he close his. eye, counting the hairs upon our un- 
worthy-heads, anxiously hoping we may not be deaf to his endear! 
menus, eagerly watching for the slightest sound which' may prov<* 
us not deaf to his voice, that he may teach us to lisp the name of 
Abba, Father, that he may fill us with thoughts of heaven, and 
teach us to speak its glorious language. 

On his name— on his. love alone, brought home to your hearts 
by the Spirit of God, do I rely to plead the cause' of the being* 
now before you. Here is no clamorous — no importunate distress 
to rouse your attention, and constrain you to relieve ; lesser evils 
speak for themselves ; their strains are loud and constraining and 
must be heard ; but these cases of utter destitution— of moral artd 
spiritual helplessness, utter no sound— are voiceless as thecharhel** 
house— are oppressed by a stillness, mournful and sad, as thatt 'which* 
reigns in the silent mansions of the dead. Oh ! could the im- 
prisoned spirit speak within thern, what a wailing cry would ring 
through your ears, and haunt you through the watches of the 
night !— how would it plead with you for one draught of the water 
of life to cool its parching thirst— for one morsel of that bread 
which cometh down from above to assuage its hunger ! 

Could their immortal spirits, which . now regard you through 
their eyes, drop the veil of flesh that hides them frona your sight, f 
and could you see the wretched and loathsome state in which sitt 
has placed them, We are sure you would not consign them ttf 
eternal death. It is in Jesus* name I ask you to have pity 01* 
£ 2 
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them ; remove tbe 61m from their ear, «nd let them beer the swett 
sounds which we shall whisper, to them — the glad tidings of sslva- 
tion— untie their tongue, and let it vibrate in tbe praises of your 
Saviour's unutterable love — remove tbe barrier which dams up 
tbe ocean of mercy, and let its streams go forth to bless and purify 
their hearts. 

They ask you not for relief. I do not ask in their behalf— I 
apeak as the minister of Christ ; I tell you they are "without God, 
and without hope in the world ;** that they must continue so if 
you give them not the means of instruction ; and I warn you f 
brethren, that the day will arrive when, if we have withheld our 
wealth, and thereby placed a stumbling-block in the way of any of 
these, it will be as a millstone round our necks, dragging us to 
tbe lowest pit of hell. 

Consider what has been said, and may God grant a blessing on 
your offerings I Amen*

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I pray to God every morning, to thank God for Ms watchful care 
over me through the night, for giving me a good night's sleep. 
Wo must be thankful to God for giving us day by .day, .our daily 
food, and to ask God for bis care during the night.

My Dear Mrs.— I hope you are in very good health. I am 
very sorry you. did not come to see me, I have been four years 
here, I did not see you in this Institution, I hope you will cr 
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to tee me soon, I will be very much delighted to see yon. I am 
very much delighted that I came here, and that 1 know about 
God the Father Almighty and his Blessed Son in heaven, and 
many different things. I remember I was ignorant, that no per- 
sons taught me about God's commandments and the Lord Jesus 
Christ) and many tilings. I am very glad I can read and write. 
The Deaf and Dumb girls get up at six o'clock, and they sweep 
their rooms, and they clean their faces and hair— the girls play in 
the yard, and then go to breakfast ; we eat stirabout and milk at 
eight o'clock, every morning, and we play after in the yard, we 
come into school at ten o'clock. The girls learn about many 
things, we dine at two o'clock every day, and we eat broth and 
potatoes every Monday, Wednesday, and Saturday, and meat, 
cabbage, and potatoes every Sunday, Tuesday, and Thursday, at 
two o'clock. We play in the yard, and then go to work, until 
seven o'clock every evening in summer, and then play in the 
yard every evening. We go to supper, we eat bread and milk at 
eight o'clock every evening, and afterwards go to bed at niue 
o'clock. The girls eat bread and milk every Sunday morning, at 
eight o'clock, some girls read in the Bible every Sunday. The 
girls walk in the field every Friday and Sunday when it is fine. 
The Deaf and Dumb children were very much delighted to see 
the Siamese Youths last Monday evening, the Siamese Youths and 
Captain Coffin, were very happy to see the Deaf and Dumb chil- 
dren—* the Deaf and Dumb children were much amazed to see the 
Siamese twin brothers, I was very much surprised that their faces 
were very yellow, and their lips were thick; and their faces are the 
same ; the Deaf and Dumb children saw them ; the Siamese 
twin brothers were dressed in dark green stuff coats, and green 
trowsers, and fine shirts, they were very nicely dressed, and they 
were dressed alike. I am very glad that the Siamese twin bro- 
thers are always happy, and I hope they are very good young 
men. The gentleman told the schoolmistress to explain to the 
Deaf and Dumb girls that the Siamese twin brothers are nineteen 
years old ; the schoolmistress told us that Captain Coffin brought 
the Siamese twin brothers from Siam, in Asia ; I hope Captain 
Coffin is a very good man, he is very kind to them ; I was very 
much surprised that the Siamese twin brother** can run, and walk, 
and swim fast; I saw their hair was not like the English and 
Irishmen ; I saw their hair was very nice and pretty ; the gentle- 
man told me tiiat their names are Chang and Eng, and they came 
from Siam ; the master told me that the Siamese twin brothers 
often saw the elephants, they said, there are a great number of 
elephants in Siam.

Institution, for the year, that closes this day, your Committee 
think it advisable, not to occupy the time of this meeting, with 
reading a full statement of all the minor details of its operations, 
during that period, but to confine themselves, to what will proba- 
bly be more interesting to the auditory, after mentioning a few 
necessary matters, namely, to give an outline of the whole plan, 
on which the Institution has been managed, since the Autumn of 
1821, with some general observations, on its more important 

• points, 

They will, however, in the printed Report, give, as usual, ail 
the detail as to the pupils admitted and discharged, the Funds, 
the Expenditure, &c. &c. so as to make, according to their ordi- 
nary custom; the printed' Report place before ttye Subscribers 
every thing, that has been done.

Of .the last Report 1500 copies were printed, which have been 
almost all distributed. To that Report were appended the main 
parts of the Report of the Juvenile Association, and as we had 
directed the type of their Report to be kept standing, so as to 
stride off a sufficient number of copies, to bind up with the Report 
of the Parent Society ; the cost was merely that of the paper and 
the press work, namely 8/. 5t» . . 

As to the funds, we are happy to state, that the list of Sub- 
scribers goes on increasing steadily every year. The annual sulj- 
scription list shews an increase of 23 new subscribers last year, 
giving new subscriptions to the amount of 21/ 9*. &/. nameiy, 
one of two pounds a year, fourteen of one guinea, six of one 
pound, one of ten shillings, and one of 7s. 64. There have, of 
course, been some losses of subscribers, by death, or various other 
causes; ' but, on the whole, the list is increasing. 

The Donations for. the past year, were 194/. 19s. The sums 
paid by Auxiliaries, or by individuals, for particular pupils, 
amounted to 963/. 2s. 2d shewing an increase of 472/. 16s. iOd. 
above that of the former year. 

At the close of last anniversary meeting, a collection was made 
at the door, which amounted to 23/. 3*. IOd. together with some 
ornaments, which were sold for 19s. 6cU (viz. a seal, 10s. a key, 
3#. 6rf. a Brooch, fo. and a spectacles, Is.— total, 19s- 6U) Of 
this sum, 12/. was appropriated towards the completion of the new 
lodge for a tailor, to reside in, arid instruct some of the senior boys. 

It was also determined that the proceeds of the donation bos, 
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m itb« -JSoJiooUrpom at Clarempnt, should be allowed to accumu- 
late, to raise a fund, for making such additions, as might be required^ 
in the holdings. 

jAs the r number of, pupils was considerably increased, during the 
last year,,above what it had ever been before, namely, up to 75, 
the Committee were obliged to incur a considerable expense, iri 
providing new furniture, to the amount of 31/. 10*. Orf., and 
additional bedding, &c. to the amount of 39/. 10*. 3d. The Com- 
mittee were also obliged, to get the old dining room for the boys, 
the flags and windows of which were in a very imperfect state, 
thoroughly repaired, by new. flagging, &c. which cost 25/. and new 
carpenters* work in it, .which cost & J 2s. 9$d. Various minor 
alterations in the buildings were also required, which cost 
151. J*, lid. and there was also,paid a sum of 8/. 12*. 1 Oct., for 
other carpenters* work. 

The Committee have here to mention, that it is of the vrry ut- 
mQBt.impprtance> especially as the School-room is large enough to 
oontain many more, than its present number, to provide funds for 
the enlargement of the Dormitories, and more particularly of those 
for -the girls. The crowded state of both these, during the last 
year, when some of the children were also ill, was found exceed- 
ingly inconvenient ; but, if there were additional sleeping rooms 
built for the girls, the present crowded state of the boys' Dor- 
mitory wpu^d he obviated, as there is about one third of the large 
room over-the School room, which is nearly 80 feet long by 20 wide, 
and which was intended only for the boys' dormitory, partitioned 
off at present, and added to the girls' division of the building. 
This temporary .partition can at any time be removed, and the 
whole room applied to its origin*! purpose ; but, until an additional 
dormitory is provided. for the girls, this cannot be done; so that, 
as to sleeping rooms, both suffer some inconvenience, even with 
the present numbers. The importance of this exertion, to provide 
additional accommodations, will be the more obvious, when we 
state, that there are at present 71 pupils in the School ; that there 
were, last summer, at onetime, 75; and that the Juvenile Association 
has recently.elected 19 more, and can afford to contribute towards 
their annual expense. This makes it indispensable, to proceedat once 
to take effectual measures, for a very considerable extension of the. 
accommodation, as to sleeping rooms. There are also at tliismoraent, 
on the list of Candidates, 25 children, applying for admission, and 
ire have, heard of perhaps 7Q more, in different parts of Ireland, 
©n whose behalf, either the query papers sent to them, to be filled, 
tip, have not -yet been returned,. or no regular application has been 
made. 

These facts show„how unfounded and unjust, were the complaints, 
made against the Committee, some years since, for having enlarged 
the buildings so much. The School-room is, it is true, capable

of containing more than its present number, but yet not capable 
of accommodating more, than are at present known to be fit for 
admission; but the few years, that have past, since the new buildings 
were added, have shown, that even now, the dormitories are re- 
quired to be again enlarged, to accommodate the applicants. 

During the last year, the Committee found it necessary, to ap- 
point a new assistant teacher, and, after sufficient enquiries, selected 
Mr. Arthur Hopper. After his residing at Claremont some time, 
on trial, Mr. Humphreys having reported that he thought be 
would answer, they accordingly appointed him, on the following 
terms. 1st That he wss to remain five years, in order that the 
Institution and Mr. Humphreys should not have the inconvenience, 
loss, and trouble, that would arise, from an assistant going away, 
immediately on his being taught and beginning in fact to be useful 
His salary is to be as follows— 1st and 2nd year, 202. —3rd and 4th, 
25/.— 5th, 30/. 

The Committee made two applications, during the course of the 
year, (one to his "Excellency the Duke of Northumberland, and 
the other to His Excellency the Marquis of Anglesey), for a grant 
of 200/ to pay the annual rent but were unsuccessful. They 
trust, however, that if not by Government bounty, at least by 
private benevolence, the period will, at some time or other, arrive, 
when their successors shall be enabled, to purchase up the rent of 
the Institution's house and grounds, so as to stand for ever after 
rent free. The head landlord of the property is willing to sell it, 
for its equitable value. If this measure could be accomplished, 
it would not only be important, as setting the Institution free from 
the burden of paying 203/ a year rent, but also enable it to apply 
that sum to the maintenance of pupils, besides saving, as at present, 
the salary of the Head Master, by his being given the uae of the 
grounds.

The Committee have deep regret* in alluding to this subject, as 
it has since pleased God to remove, by a rapid illness, this eloquent 
and pious minister from his sphere of labours. 

The following pupils have been removed : — Robert Moses, on 
the 29th May, 1830, by Mr. Crossley, Agent to Colonel Verner, 
who had originally procured his admission. Samuel Gill, on the 
29th May, 1830, by his mother, who apprenticed him in Dublin, 
to a copper-plate engraver. James Galna was removed by his 
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father, on account of ill health, in the SuRime> of I&HK Worry 
Connelf, on the 21st of August, 16301 having Wished 1 her edu=. 
cation, was removed by her mother. Denis Doyle, -on thte' 24th 
August* 1830, to be apprenticed to a shoemaker, at Enniskerry, 
fry a fond, collected, among the boy's richer neighbours there, by 
Mr. Mackee, Sen. of that town. This boy had already learned, 
at Cbvemont, to make shoes- pretty well, which made it more easy 
to find a master willing to take him. Walter Davidson was re- 
moved by his friends, on the 30th September, 1830, without having 
completed bis full time. EUen Maguire was removed by her 
lather, on the 1st September, 1830, after being only a short time 
in the School, and contrary to the wishes of the friends, who had 
got her elected, and of the Committee. Henry Fea,. being found 
deficient in intellect, from a paralytic attack when a child, was 
aent home by the Committee, after a sufficient trial, on the. 23d of 
October, 1830. Bridget Condron died of consumption, on toe 
3d January, 1831— and Elizabeth Merritt, of the' same disease, 
(both having entered the School with it in its incipient stage,) on 
the 7th January, 1831. Her brother, Francis Merritt, being in 
great grief after his sister's death, was removed, for a time, by his 
father, on the 9th January, 1831, and he has since determined to keep 
him at home, his health being precarious. Eliza M'Court wis 
removed by her mother, on the 15th January, 1831, having finished 
her education. Mary Dullaghan died of consumption, oh the 
2d March, 1831, She also had, probably, tubercles oh hfcr lung* 
-when she arrived, which afterwards suppurated. Maty Kavanagh, 
who had been admitted at the advanced age of sixteen, waa dis- 
missed, after a trial of ten months; oh the'21st day of March, 1831, 
it being found impossible, in consequence of her stubbornness sad 
ill temper, to induce her to conform to the discipline of the School, 
or to conduct herself with temper towards the other pupils. 

The names of the pupils admitted since the' publication, of the 
last Report, and the dates of their admission, will' be found in the 
Ijst of pupils at the end of this Report, after the audited accounts. 

The Juvenile Association' has continued to prosper during the 
last year— and even more rapidly and extensively than in any pre- 
vious year r They have now 51 Auxiliaries scattered throughout 
Ireland, chiefly formed in' Schools. They' collected, last' year, 
1049/. 4s. 9<L, and, on Easter Monday, elected 19 Children, in 
addition to the 41, previously placed by them, in the Institution. 
For these, they offer to contribute a proportion or the annual 
CjXpense; but, as will be explained by and by, the Dormitories 
require to be enlarged, to admit the whole number. A few will 
be admitted at once. 
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We shall now proceed, as before stated, to give 
A SKETCH OF THE PRINCIPLES, OBJECTS, PLAN* 
. AND. MANAGEMENT, OF THE DEAF AND DUMB 
INSTITUTION, AT CLAREMONT; AS IT HAS BEEN

OBJECTS. 

1. To procure fuifds, for educating Deaf and Dumb Children 
•f the Poor. 

2. To educate the greatest number possible, by choosing the 
cheapest mode of lodging, dieting, clothing, and educating them. 

3. To see that such, as are admitted, are well educated, &c, &c. 

FIRST OBJECT. 
To procure funds, for educating Deaf and Dumb Children of 
the Poor. 

MEANS. 

I. By exertions of the Committee. * 

a. The Committee should not be too much occupied with mere 
routine business, whenever they meet, so as really neither to have 
time nor spirits, for their more important duties. The Committee 
should have to look to ensuring great results, and not to every 
minor detail of management, either in domestic or school arrange- 
ments at Claremont. 

b. The Committee should not be too large, nor consist chiefly 
of members, who give their names, but seldom attend, being more 
interested about other Societies. Many of the persons in Dublin, 
who wish to do good, mistake the way of doing most, and connect 
themselves with several different Societies, which makes it impossible, 
for them to attend every meeting of each, regularly, or to think 
of their business, except when at Committee. Each should confine 
himself to one or two Societies, and attend their meetings, without 
omission ; and should also take a part of their business, to execute 
and think about, at home, whenever he can. It would be very 
advisable, to reduce every Committee to those, who are really working 
men, who, with their Secretary, would be abundantly sufficient, for 
all the business of each Society. 

II. By exertions of the Secretary. 

a. His time should not be occupied with mere mechanical and 
manual business of routine letters, and such matters, as a paid clerk 
could do as well, or he will be prevented from putting various plan* 
into execution, for encreasing the funds. 

b. The keeping of the accounts of the Institution should be 
simplified, and methodized, as much as possible, and committed to 
the Clerk, under the Secretary's superintendance, and a Sub- Com* 
mittee's revision, 
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Meant for effecting these olyects, 



I I I. By exertions of the Assistant Secretary, or Clerk, and of 
the Collector. 

a. The Assistant Secretary, or Cleric, instead of getting a filed 
salary, ought perhaps to get a salary paid by per-centages on in- 
come, and thus entreasing in proportion to his activity, 90 as to 
have a personal motive, for extra exertion. The country Subscrip- 
tions, and payments for pupils^ should therefore perhaps be collected 
by him. 

0. The Collector should be paid by a per-centage on the Sub- 
scriptions to be collected in Dublin* which is the most likely 
means to prevent his neglecting or postponing their collection, or 
allowing any uncollected arrears to be lost. 

c. Thus the personal interests of both the Assistant Secretary or 
Clerk, and of the Collector, would be identified with that of toe 
Institution ; so that for every extra exertion, made in their respective 
Offices, they would have a prospect of an encreated per cenfcsge or 
poundage. 

IV. By exertions of the Master. 

a. The Master should be .provided with every Sufficient phy- 
sical accommodation, in the construction of the buildings, to fa- 
cilitate good management. 

b. He should hare a direct pecuniary interest, in the en^resse 
and well being of the poor establishment 

c. The matter should have full authority, over all the inferior 
officers and servants at Clarcmont, for good government, as the 
sole authorised representative of the Committee, there. 

d. The Master should not be interfered with by the Committee, in 
the lesser details of management or arrangement, within the house, 
or in the School ; but in all parts he should be adequately assisted 
and supported, so that he may never feel himself disheartened, by 
any 6f the difficulties of his arduous situation ; and may be en* 
cou raged to labour with the utmost energy. 

V. By deserving public support. 

a. By managing all the Committee and Secretariat business 
well, and expeditiously. 

6. By making the Institution, in all its parts, School-room, Dor- 
mitories, Foptls, 6c. dec. exhibit a spectacle, that will be interesting 
to the public, and commend itself to their approval. 

SECOND OBJECT. 
To educate the greatest number possible, by choosing the cheapest 
anode of lodging, clothing, and educating them. 

MEANS.

niary interest of some one person at Claranent, to lee that all 
needless expenditure and waste is pf evented, and that the utmost 
profit is made of the -pupils*' time, both as to education, in and out 
of School. The use of the garden and grounds at Claremont, is 
therefore given to the Head Master, infeu of salary, and* contmct 
k made with him, annually, to give him so much for that year, for 
every poor pupil, that he diets, clothes, and educates. He provides 
diet, for every person in the Institution, and pays all servants' 
wages, but not the salaries of the Assistant Teachers and Work- 
mistress. He th us is to manage the whole far to as he pleases : And 
lie is to keep up the stock of every article of furniture in the Kitchen, 
Dormitories, School, Dining-room &c after the first outfit, Jj>y the 
Committee. The minor details «f this plan will be given at the 
conclusion of this Report. (See pages 20, &c.) 

I I. By giving the Master house-room for himself and family, and 
for private pupils for his own profit, he will be enabled to contribute 
to gaining an independence -for himself and family, so as to justify 
him, in being content with a less remuneration, than under other 
ckeums'tanees, far educating the poor. 

III. By gradually funding property, the Committee should en- 
deavour to have a- fixed annual income, distinct from the annual 
income from charitable subscriptions, so as to meet all the current 
inevitable expenditure for the rent, salaries, and general apparatus 
of instruction, requisite for such an Institution, as distinct from 
the average expense of each pupil's diet, clothing, &c 

TtflED OBJECT. 

To see that such pupils, as are admitted, are well educated &c« 

I. In habits tif industry, suited to. their stations, 

II. In writing, arithmetic, and English language. 

III. In moral habits. 

IV. And above all— in msigious knowledge, as far as one man 
can teach another. 

MEANS. 

I, In habits of industry, suited to their stations. 

a. By including in the contract with the Master, the payment 
of all the wages, and the feeding of all the domestic servants, to 
make as much as possible of the household work be done hy the 
female pupils, with a view to their education in such matters. 

h. By a similar regulation, as to the agricultural servants and 
labourers, (as the effect of giving up to htm the farm and gardens, 
in lieu of salary,) to make as much as possible of the fsnattig 
work be done by the male pupils, with a view to their instruction 
in husbandry, &c. 
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e. By including in the contract with the Master the clothing and 
lodging of all the pupil*, to make as much as possible of the Tai- 
loring, Shoemakiog, Needlework, Ac. &c be done by the pupils, 

II. In writing, arithmetic, and English language. 

a. By a regulation, that the pupils are to be kept in School 7 
hours a day in winter, and in summer, divided between the 
earlier and the evening divisions of the day. 

b. By including in the contract with the Master, the mainte- 
nance of only one Hearing Assistant Teacher for every 25 pupils, 
to make him employ the senior pupils, as much as possible, in in* 
strueting the junior. 

c. By examinations of the senior male and female class by a 
Sub- Committee. 

III. In moral habits. 

a. By occupying the pupils' time as much as possible, which 
the above arrangement will probably effect. 

b. By keeping out improper acquaintances, and stopping the 
indiscriminate admission of Visiters. 

c. By total separation of male and female pupils. 

d. By never admitting any pupils above 12 years of age, unless 
under very peculiar circumstances, and well certified, that they 
have been well conducted. 

IV. And above all— in religious knowledge, so far as one man 
can teach another. 

a. By occupying the pupils' time in a Sunday School, and 
seeing that their instruction is properly attended to on the Lord's 
day, as far as their peculiar circumstances will permit, and by 
seizing every opportunity, on every day, to cultivate right habits, 
*nd inculcate right principles, especially by shewing them in ex- 
ercise. 

6. By giving them a grammatical knowledge of the meaning of 
the words of the Scriptures, and making them understand the be- 
ginning, end, and object of all instruction. , 
. c. By prayer to God for his blessing on their instruction, in 
his plan of salvation, through the atonement of our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ, and for his gift of the Holy Spirit to en- 
lighten and sanctify them.

The male and female pupils Are entirely separated, and also, 
the Master's private establishment, from the Poor Institution. 

3. The Committee make such additions and alterations as may, 
from time to time, become necessary, and keep all the buildings;

4. The Committee reserve a Committee-room for ther meetings. 

D. As to Government, 

1. Each member of Committee has a right to inspect, at all 
times, every part of the poor establishment, but is not to interfere 
with the Master's private establishment iff any way, unless in case 
of immoral conduct among his pupils, clearly proved, and tending 
to injure the Institution. 

2. The Master has the appointment and dismissal of all the 
officers and servants at Claremont; the Committee reserving a veto 
on the appointment of the' Matron or Work- mistress, and of all 
the Assistant Teachers, whom he recommends to them for their 
approval. 

3. All the officers and servants are to be under the entire con- 
trol of the Master, who is to be responsible to 4he Committee for 
every person, and thing at Claremont All complaints, &c. by 
members of Committee, or by public visiters, are to be made direct 
to him, the inferiors being responsible to him, • aa he is to the 
Committee, and they to the public. * 

4. The Master is to be allowed a certain sum, as salary for a 
Matron or Work-mistress, and a variable sum for the salaries of 
the male and female Assistant 'Teachers, whether bearing, or Deaf 
and Dumb. - 

5. For every 25 pupils, there is to be a hearing Assistant 
'Teacher, whose diet, &c. is included in the contract with the 
Master, for the pupils ; and a Deaf and Dumb Assistant, whose 
diet and clothing are to be paid for at the same rate as a pupiL 

6. Five Ladies- Visiters are to be appointed to inspect the 
female department, and report quarterly to the Committee. ' \ 

7. Each member of Committee is, in succession, to be notified 
• on Saturday, that, during the ensuing week, he is expected to visit 

Claremont, once, at least, on such day, and at such hour, as may 
best suit his convenience, and to note his remarks on paper, to be 
dropped in the letter-box, in the Committee-room, of which the 
key is to be sent to the next weekly visiter. 

8. A Visiters* book is to be kept in the porch of the School- 
room, in which all public visiters are requested 'to enter notes of 
their observations at Claremont. No anonymous remarks, how- 
ever, will be attended to.

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The following explanations contain some important information 
about the Institution 

The number of Pupils, that the funds have hitherto enabled .the 
Committee, to keep in the School, at any one time, sever exceeded 
seventy-five ; although the School-room is capable of containing 
considerably more than that number. The number of pupils at 
present is 71, to whom 19 more, lately elected by the Juvenile 
Society, who will pay part of their annual expense, will be added^ as 
soon as alterations are made to add to the Dormitories. Con- 
tributions towards this important object are most earnestly solicited. 

The list of candidates for admission has, in general, for several 
years, varied between twenty and fifty ; the number, at present on 
the list of candidates, is twenty -five ; and the Committee havejieacd 
of about seventy others, who are fit to be admitted. 

If the same proportion hold in Ireland, between the Deaf and / 
Dumb, and the general population, that lias been ascertained, by • 
actual census, in the Vuited States, Sweden, France,. Swisserland, > 
Prussia, Scotland, &c, viz.— one to about every 1500, there must j 
be about 4000 Deaf and Dumb persons in Ireland. 

The Deaf and Dumb can be easily taught at almost any age, 
before 25 or 30, and perhaps later; but the most suitable ages, 
fur admission into a public Institution, are from 8 to IS, or at 
the utmost 15, in order that they maybe dismissed, educated* at 
such an age, as will enable them to be apprenticed advantageously, 
and before they become young men and young women. 

To overtake the wants of the present generation of the Deaf 
and Dumb, of all ages, left untaught by previous total neglect, 
in Ireland, is beyond the power of any Institution, or of any plan, 
unless taken up by Government. 

It is of the utmost importance, that this Institution be enabled, 
by ample annual support, to enlarge itself gradually, so as to meet 
the wants of all future generations of the Deaf and Dumb of 
Ireland. In consequence of their education occupying, on an 
average, about five years, it would then receive, and dismiss every 
year an equal number. 

When any of the Subscribers hear the Institution accused of 
expense, because it pays £203 a year rent, tbey are requested to 
explain, that this sum includes, not merely the rent of a good 
house, and of 18 J acres of good land, but also the Head Master's 
salary, as, in consequence of the possession of these, and of being 
able to give him house-room for bis family, and private Pupils, and 
the use of the ground, the Committee pay him no salary at all. 
And tbey are convinced, tl*at this is the most o^c Gnomical arrange- - 
pient, for the benefit of the public, and of the indigent Deaf and 
Dumb, that could be made. 

, Resides, it is. to be reunemberQd, that the expense of rent and 
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talaries, and many, also, of the other expenses of the apparatus 
of an Institution, and of public meetings, secretariat, printing, 
&c. would not be encreased at all, by the number of pupils being 
doubled, trebled, or quadrupled— The average expense of each 
Pupil, would therefore be diminished by the multiplication of 
their number* 

There is one point, in the arrangements of this Institution, to 
which your Committee would wish to direct the attention of the 
Subscribers ; and this not so much to explain its operations, with 
which they believe the Subscribers are already acquainted, as to 
enable them to suggest to other Schools a similar arrangement ; 
and to prove its important bearings on all plans for poor Schools; 
and, moreover, to shew how it may be made applicable to Schools, 
even for the education of the upper classes of the community. 

The point to which we allude, is the introduction of manual 
and bodily labours, and especially those of an agricultural kind, 
as an adjunct to the cultivation of the mind, in every School. 

The Subscribers are aware that there is connected with the 
Institution, a farm and gardens, containing, in the whole, eighteen 
and a half acres, of which probably about seventeen are available 
for cultivation, the difference being consumed in buildings, yards, 
walks, water, &c. In consequence of this, we are enabled, not 
merely to give the pupils abundance of healthful occupation of 
their time, out of School-hours, in those labours suited to their 
walk in life, their previous habits, and their destination ; and thus 
to keep them in health, and out of mischief and idleuess ; but 
also, in consequence of our giving the use of the ground to the 
master, we pay him no salary ; so that the whole expense of our 
rent, and of the salary of a man of education and talent, capable 
of managing such a School, is included in the sum of 203/. paid 
as rent, which is, in our opinion, very good economy. 

TJie Institution also has added to it two cottages, or porters' 
lodges, in which a shoemaker and a tailor reside, who instruct a 
few of the senior pupils out of School-hours, so as to advance them, 
so much in a knowledge of these trades, as will probably enable 
them, on leaving the Institution, easily to get masters to take 
them for a regular apprenticeship, with either small fees, or even 
without any* It is also the intention of the Committee, as circum- 
stances may permit, to add similar establishments for instruction, 
perhaps, in turning, carpentering, printing, lithographing, en- 
graving, or such other manual labours as may be found not in- 
compatible with the primary object of the Institution, the instruc- 
tion of the pupils in letters, arithmetic, and above all, in religious 
knowledge. 

The following condensation of an article in the American 
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Journal, of Education, reviewing the Report of a new Institu- 
tion, called " The Manual Labour Academy/' will be found to 
put this important object in a very striking point of view. In 
reading these remarks, however, it will be necessary to bear in 
mind, that a Deaf and Dumb child cannot be made to labour very 
profitably, while receiving general education, in the same manner 
that young men possessed of all their faculties may : they may, 
however, pe Instructed tow to labour, and also to diminish ex- 
pense by their labour. 

(< In every age qf the world, individuals have been found, who 
have united bodily exercise, and even labour, with mental exertion, 
and t^us, in a measure, prevented the long train of evils which 
top often attend the student, and bring him down prematurely to 1 
the grave. But these instances have been rare, compared with 
the number of sufferers. It is true, that several nations of anti- 
quity, especially the Spartans, the Romans, and the ancient Per- 
sians,, paid much attention to this subject ; but these plans seem 
hardly to have arrested, of late, the attention of mankind. The 
studious man, ever since the dark ages, and the monastic system, 
has in general been left to sedentary habits, till his physical frame, 
ruined, becomes the seat of numerous and distressing maladies, to 
which the labouring portion of the community are almost stran- 
gers. Hence it is no wonder that prejudices have sometimes 
arisen against a literary and studious education, especially in the 
case of delicate children. No wonder there has been, and still 
continues to be, opposition among the mass of mankind, to many 
of the efforts of enlightened and benevolent individuals, to culti- 
vate the powers of the human body, while at the same time en* 
deavouring to improve the minds and hearts of all classes, by reli- 
gious, moral, and intellectual instruction. 

To Festaloaei, and his fellow labourers or imitates*, on the 
Continent, seems to have been reserved the glory of proving to 
the world, by a persevering but successful series of experiments, 
that there is no necessity of sacrificing the body for the sake of the 
mind and heart ; but pn the contrary, that mental and moral im- 
provement can be far more successfully prosecuted, by devoting a 
portion of time daily to agriculture, horticulture, or other manual 
labours-?- to such exercises, in a word, as shajl preserve the health 
of the body unimpaired, than by spending almost the whole day 
in what is supposed to be purely intellectual and moral cultivation, 
to the neglect of physical exercise. A sound mind can only be 
had in a sound body. We are aware that there are those, even at 
the present day, who think otherwise, and gravely tell us, that 
there is no necessary connection between physical and mental 
vigor. For proof of the position, they refer us to multitudes of 
individuals, of the present, as well as of the former generation, 
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whose intellectual and moral greatness cannot be questioned, who 
yet possessed very little muscular vigor, and also very uncertain 
health. Indeed, muscular and mental vigor have by some been 
deemed incompatible. But no one has yet proved, that those 
individuals, who have enfeebled their bodies by such persevering 
mental exertions, accompanied by a sedentary habit, might not, in 
the midst of their intellectual greatness, have been much greater, 
had they preserved uninterrupted health, by proper physical ex- 
ercise. 

These remarks are fully corroborated by a recent work, viz. 
the First Annual Report of the Trustees of a Manual Labour 
Academy, at Germantown, near Philadelphia ; from which it may, 
perhaps, besjnteresting to make a few extracts. Hie Institution 
was opened May 1st, 1829, with only four scholars; but the 
number afterwards increased to twenty -five. It is under the su- 
perintendence of two gentlemen, a principal and a professor of 
mathematics, who, with their families, reside at the Institution, 
and have the constant care of the pupils, as of one great family. 
But we will suffer the Report to speak for itself. 

" The premises consist of forty-two and a half acres of good 
land, several out-houses, and a commodious dwelling. Hie farm 
Is in the rear of the dwelling, opening on a lane which communi- 
cates with another road : there is on it stabling, a coach-house, 
granary, cart-shed, and farm-yard, and a culinary garden of one- 
third of an acre. 

" The youth have respectable talents, habitual industry, and are 
pleased with the mode of education. The health of this interesting 
family has been uninterrupted, except in a few cases, diseased 
when admitted. Every invalid remaining there has been restored 
to health. They board with the Principal; their diet plain, and 
m as great variety as is consistent with economy and health, and 
as much as possible the products of the pupils* labours on the farm* 
Piety, learning, and honest industry, are here united. Surely 
such an enterprise cannot fail. 

" The usual branches of study in classical schools are pursued, 
with the addition of the study of the Sacred Scriptures. The 
hours of recreation are not hours of waste, and idleness, and im- 
morality ; they are employed in useful bodily labour ; such as will 
exercise their skill, make them dexterous, establish their health 
and strength, enable each one to defray his own expenses, and fit 
him for the vicissitudes of life ; particularly so, if they be des- 
tined for our new settlements, as Christian Missionaries. 

" Thus far they have been employed in carpenter work, garden- 
ing, and farming. Four of the students are good workmen in 
wood ; profitable in their own labour, and also as instructors to 
those who are less experienced. Six or seven thus employed, have 
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already made the various repairs of the building, and nearly all 
the needful furniture. Some orders from the city, for small 
wooden articles, have been executed by them, and they are ready 
for more. Those who are engaged in gardening, have supplied 
the house. Others will furnish from the farm, thirty bushels of 
wheat, seventy bushels of rye, ten tons of hay, one hundred and 
fifty bushels of corn, and three hundred and fifty bushels of 
potatoes." pp. 8— 10. 

The principal design of the Institution is, in short, to furnish 
pious indigent youth with the means of education for the ministry, 
at little or no expense ; and, at the same time, enable -them to 
preserve health of mind, and to improve in piety and good habits. 
The leading principle, by which this is to oe effected, is a union of 
academic studies with systematic bodily labour, under the constant 
eye of the superintendent • each pupil being required to labour 
three or four hours every day, at farming, gardening, or some 
mechanical occupation. 

In regard -to the results, it is to be observed, these modern stu- 
dents shew, that the manual labour is full of blessings. *' Their 
blood flows warm, and rich, and equable; and the .east wind 
cannot penetrate them.* Their thirst demands water, their hunger 
plain food ; their limbs rejoice in muscular efforts, and their minds 
in truth. Sleep rests them, and their waking eyes behold the 
light of another cheerful, useful day. These are some of the 
blessings. And ought not the land of Christian pilgrims to have 
many such institutions ?" 

The necessity is indeed great, as will appear from the following 
striking exhibitions. 

" In past years, the unnatural union of sedentary with studious 
habits, continued since the monastic system, has been killing in 
middle age. Thus " The Register of Education** shews, in one 
year, one hundred and twenty-one deaths among the studious. 
Examine into the particular cases, and these will be found the 
undoubted effects of sedentary habits. Look at one name there. 
He had valuable gifts perfected by two years academic, four years 
collegiate, and three years theological studies. He preached— 
grave much promise — and then died of a stomach disease. He 
contracted it when a student. He did not alternate bodily with 
mental labour, or he had lived, and been a blessing to the church. 
When he entered on his studies, he was growing into full size and 
strength. He sat down till his muscles dwindled, his digestion 
became disordered, his chest contracted, his lungs congested, and 
his head liable to periodical pains. He sat away four years in 
college, and three years in theological application. Look at him 
now! He hag gained much useful knowledge, and has improved 
his talents j but he has lost his health. > The duties to his mind and 
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besot were done, and faithfully so ; but those to his body were left 
undone. Three hundred and seventy muscles, organs of motion, 
hate been robbed of their appropriate action, for nine or ten years, 
and now they have become, alike with the rest of his frame,- the 
prey of near one hundred and fifty diseased and irritable nerves; 
and he soon dies of a disease, as common and fashionable of late, 
as the studio- sedentary habit,— a disease caused by muscular inac- 
tion. 

" Look at another case. Exposure incident to the pastor or 
missionary, baa developed the disease in his ches"t, planted there 
when fitting for usefulness. He contracted a sedentary, when he 
was gaining a studious habit. That which he sows, that also shaft 
he reap. The east winds give him colds ; a pulpit effort causes 
hoarseness and cough, oppression and pain. He becomes alarmed 
and nervous. His views of usefulness begin to be limited. He 
must now go by direction, and not so much to labour, where 
Otherwise be would have been most wanted, as to nurse his broken 
constitution: and he soon adds to the lamentable list of mysterious 
providences — to the number of innocent victims rather, of cultiva- 
ting the mind and heart, at the unnecessary and sinful expense of 
the body— -to the number of loud calls to alternate mental and 
corporeal action daily, for the reciprocal sanity and vigor of both 
body and mind. 

« Why is the manual labour system so abandoned? The child 
alternates his period of morning and afternoon confinement, by 
bis various cheerful amusements in the open air. But when the 
animal frame is developed, «and the redundancy of life and spirits 
is expended* bow, let it bo asked with solicitude, is the tendency to 
muscular action, which yet remains, satisfied when the childlike 
exercises are put* aside ? In what manner is exhausted the health- 
preserving impulse to bodily activity ? With what do students 
generally alternate their periods of study ? Some allow themselves 
no relaxation, except what eating, and sleep, and recitation, and 
casual conversation, may afford* Too many alternate study with 
sensuality; while others, more methodical, take set walks, make 
reluctant and fruitless resolutions to split and saw fuel- wood ^ sod 
less willingly when the novelty is over, to heat and move their 
muscles about a gymnaaium. These efforts at muscular exercise, 
too artificial to be lasting- and suitable, declare, too plainly tone 
nifcunderstood, that a defect exists in our present collegiate system, 
a delect remediable only by natural and useful employment. 

" This 'health-preserving labour is also profitable, and its results 
are placed, by the Beard of Trustees, to the credit of each manual 
labour student. By the Board's estimate, made in August last, 
(when the Institution had- been opened scarcely four months,) 
several pupils were found to have very small balances against them 
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for their boarding and tuition* and some of tljem had almost none $ 
-notwithstanding the charges ate, owing to the location of the 
-School, higher, than in the interior parts of our country. 

" But this Institution is now struggling under pecuniary em- 
barrassments, arising partly from that want of confidence, which a 
Christian public wisely may - have, in the. utility and success of a 
novel enterprise,' and, from want of knowledge of the plan, partly 
from the delinquencies in the Board, and also, in a principal 
measure, from the unexpectedly rapid advance, under Providence, 
of the object of its permanent establishment. " pp. 1 0—1 2. 

Although we cannot but regret, that so excellent an Institution 
should suffer for want of pecuniary aid, yet, considering the pre- 
sent state of the public sentiment, we are not surprised. Measures, 
po much in advance of the light, which the mass of the commu- 
nity has yet received, on this subject, and, consequently, of public 
opinion, cannot, and will not* at present, be duly appreciated. 
-We. rejoice, however, that the time cannot be far distant, when 
these interesting, and what is more, truly rational and Christian 
institutions, wiS be understood, and properly estimated, by the 
enlightened citizens of our country, 

- While the arm. of Christian benevolence is extended in various 
.forms, and in a manner and degree, hitherto unknown to the abodes 
of ignorance and sin, in every quarter of the globe, and in almost 
every country, ; it must be matter of deep regret, that so little 
combined effort has been hitherto directed to these all-important 
aspects. 

But we rejoice that there is a corrective spirit abroad, of which 
, we find evidence in the following statements of the Report. 

" The Manual Labour Academy of Pensylvania is not a solitary 
Institution. Similar ones are in Prussia, Germany, and Switzer- 
land ; in five places in our own country ; and more are in contem- 
plation. It is not an ephemeral novelty, but a lasting improve- 
ment, in the system of modern education. At Whitesborough, 
New York, there is one of between thirty and ibrty pupils. At 
Andover, Massachusetts, another, which already accommodates 
. nearly sixty pupils. At Princeton, Kentucky, there is a third, 
which now contains eighty pupils. A fourth exists at Maysville, 
Tennessee. It is reported, that the Methodist brethren intend one 
in Maine. The Bloomfield Seminary of New Jersey, is expected 
soon to be modelled on this plan: and permanent efforts are now 
making to establish an extensive Manual Labour School at Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio. Af the lowest estimate, there are now in process 
of education, 201 youth of our country, on the Manual Labour 
plan. 

" It is true, that the distinguished Universities and Colleges of 
this country, and elsewhere, have not yet sanctioned the Manual 
D 
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Labour System by their example; but thhi'cucumstaaee will not 
militate against it.' Responsible institutions do not originate im* 
provements*: they are only fcatted upon to adopt 'them with cau- 
tion, after they have' been fairly proved to be; such. A pioneering 
spirit, in them, wouitf only r udbly dilapidate, and is wisely dis» 
carded. nevertheless, it w the •tad- experience, which these very 
Universities and 'Colleges themselves afford, . which gave birth to 
the reform/ They are ahimni of colleges, who know and feet the 
benign influence 1 of classic literature— who see now the lamentable 
consequences of' the' s^udio-sedehtary habit, fhat.etudyv without 
corporeal labour, consumes the brain* and plants disease In. the 
stomach arid lungs. 

' " Is it not true, that in proper time the system we advocate, will 
be adoptdd ' by' UnWershtes and Colleges ? And also that, prior to 
the existence of monasteries, there were no nen-jaanual i.labear 
^Cboolft'f The Homans hud none T " their Theme*,. dedicated .to 
literature, were fnslgnt of the institutions devoted to 'adaletic ex- 
ercises. hycurguS, in has system j had hard bodily 'labour exercise 
united with mental application. How much this discipline of 
Sparta gaye to her youth their constancy and resolution* may be 
conjectured, if we compare these manly qualities,, with the timidity 
arret effeminacy, which* too often characterise the students of institu- 
tions, wf>eVe hard bodily em^lojmlenfas dispensed with.. - Mechanics 
and husbandry a modern student almost scorns : .they: held them 
in honour. The Persian system of education, also, presents no 
evidence in favour of the union of studious and sedentary habits* 
The Persian schoolboy had, with plain and frugal diet, constant 
muscular exercise, which laid a foundation of -such strong health, 
as Would enable him to undergo hardships and fatigue to. good 
old age. ' .. .. • 

" What mental qualifications must David have possessed, the in. 
spired author of t^e finest of the Psalms j a poet more sublime thap 
Homer of Virgil; the sweet sirfger of Israel. .But be was not 
pale and feeble ;' he had; "in youth, muscular power to tear open 
the mouth of a" lion defending hitfprey; to resist the grasp of a 

* bear ; ' arid, to impart to a pebble velocity- sufficient to stun a giant. 

' '< Such are Bible religious characters, and they are manly cha- 
racters. ' The demureness, sickliness,- gloom,- eccentricities, &c 
' of many modern Christians, dM -not belong to them. These are the 
effects of a diseased body on the mind. « 

"The Schools of the prophets Contained men of wiu&cular ex- 
ertion. We find them felling trees, preparing beams, carrying 
them to a distance; and erecting their own college edifices.

This, we think, will ever be the result of similar experiments.

We have only to regret, in perusing^Jsj^jffilual^,^^©^ 
that so many inaccuracies of language were left unnoticed, some 
of which we have ventured to correct in our quotations. We 
•cannot leave this subject without a few remarks on a topic before 
alluded to, which is often misunderstood. 

The energy of the mind seems to depend on the energy of the 
brain and nervous system. As to the nature of their connexion* 
we are, of course, ignorant ; the fact will not, probably, be dis- 
puted. But nervous energy is dependant, in a degree at least, 
upon the energy of the muscular system. If three hundred muscles 
in the system, lose their tone or energy, for want of action, must 
there not be a corresponding loss of tone or energy in the nervous 
system ? And can the mind retain its energy, while the brain and 
nervous system are enfeebled ? No one wUl suppose .it* 
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It is not affirmed that the mind w3l lose action, but energy. 
When the human system is enfeebled by disease, the arterial ac- 
tion, instead ef being diminished, is increased; that is, the pulse 
beats quicker, but the strength or energy of the pulse is dimin- 
ished. Thus it is in the case before us. The mind may not be 
less active— nay, its activity may even be increased ; but it is 
weakened in the same proportion. Hence we see the impropriety 
of judging too favourably of those persona* genius or capacity, 
whose minds seem to be peculiarly active in early life. At any 
rate, their activity should lead us to doubt of their strength. Pre- 
cocity of intellect has often, perhaps always, been attended with 
extreme irritability of the nervous system. Students who use link 
muscular exercise, and bend their minds constantly to study, 
almost always have irritable nerves. We may hence see why. ia 
answer to the question in the above Report—" With what do stu- 
dents generally alternate their periods of study ; and in what man- 
ner is exhausted the health-preserving impulse to bodily activity, 
after the childlike exercises are put aside ?" the trustees have ob- 
served, that "too many alternate stndy with sensuality"— an an- 
swer we have reason to think fearfully true. Idiotism and mental 
precocity— extremes of intellectual character— both predispose *o 
sensuality, often of the grossest kind. . In how many Instances 
mania is caused by precocity of mind, combined with that form of 
animal indulgence here alluded to, the records of hospitals—per- 
haps the records of futurity alone, can unfold. The tare possi- 
bility of such results, gives an importance, which cannot be esti- 
mated, to that course of education, which cultivates the whole man, 
physical, moral, and intellectual, in harmony, and leaves no por- 
tion of the system to suffer. 

Thus far the American Review of the Report of that important 
Institution, with most of the sentiments of which, we entirely 
coincide, and with which we conclude this year's Report of our 
Institution, which has, for many years, embodied many of i& 
most important principles.
